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I" T might bc Iooked upon as impertinent in 
me, who am about to give the life of an-* 
other, to trouble the reader with any of my 
own concerns, or the affairs that led me into 
tfre South Seas. Thcjrcfore, I fhall only ac- 
quaint him, that in ifty return on boärd the 
Heftor, as a paflenger, round Cape Hörn, for 
England, füll late in the leafon, tue wind and 
currents fttting ftrong againft us, our fhip 
drove more foutherly by feveral degires thah 
the ufual coiirfe, even to the lafitude of 75 or 
76} yrheir, thie wind chopping about, we be- 
gan to refume otir intended way. It was a- 
boutthe middledf June, when'the days are 
there at the Ihorteft, on a rery ftarry and 
moon-light nigfit, that we obferved, at fönte 
Äiftance, a very black xloud, but feeminglf 
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of no extraordinary fize or height, . moviirgf : 
very faß towards us, and feeming to föllow 
the fhip, which then made-great way. Every 
one>on deck was very curious in obferving its- 
motionsj and perceiving it frequently to di- 
viäe, andlprefendy tcx cl6fe agarn^ artd not tote 
continue long in any dctermined (hape, our 
Gaptain, , who had never before been fo far to ■« 
the fcmthward as he- then found himfelf, had' 
many conjedtures what this phenornenoamight : 
portend ; and every one offering his own opi- 
nion, .it feemed at laft to be generally agreed,^ 
that there might poffibly be a ftorm gathering . 
10- the .ain^of which this was the prognoitic ^ 
and by \ts following, ,and. nearly keeping pace 
with uSi. we were in gre^t* fear» left it flioulct. 
break . upon and overwhelm f vis,, .if not care«* 
fuUy avoided. Our Commander .there.fore, , a&. * 
k approached nearer and nearer> ordered pne - 
of the fhip's guiis to be fired, to try if the per* 
cuffioaof the air would difpeffe it. . This was 
nö fooner done> .tbaü we heard ..a prodigious 
flounce in the*w£ter, ,at byt a fmall diftance 
from the ßiip, ,on the^weather quarter $ , and 
after a viplent uoife, or cry.iri th^ air f the 
cloud> that upön our firing, diffipated, ieem- 
cd to return again,, but by 4cgrees.4ifappear<f 
ed. Whilfl: we were all yery.much , furprize4 
at this unexpe<äed accident, I* being. natural-, 
ly very curious, and inquifuive int? the cau«* 
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fcs of all unufual incidents, bfgged the Capi 
tarn fco fead thfe boat, to fee, if poffible, what 
fr was that bad fallen from the cloud, and of* 
fered myfelf tö make one in her. He waj 
much againft this at firft, as it would retard 
his voyage, now we were going fo fmoothly 
before the wind* But in the midft of our de- 
&ate,< we plainly heard a yoice calltng out for. 
hfelpi in our own tongue, like a perfon ih greatf 
dlftrefi. I theri infifted on going, and w>£* 
fuÄerrng a fellow creatüre to perifh for tM 
fake of a trifling dtlay. In : compliance with 
my refolute demand, he fla^kencd failj and 
hoifting out the boat, myfelf and feven othexaf 
made to the cry ; and foon found it to come 
from an elderly man, labouring for life, with 
his arms acrofs feveral long pole», of equal 
&2t ätboth ends, very light, and tied to each* 
<fcher m -* very odd manner. The failors at 
firft were Very fearful of affifting, or coming 
Jlear hfm ; crying to each other, he muft be 
a monfter, and perhaps might overfct the 
boat and deftroy them ; but hearing him fpeak 
Englifh, I was very angry with them for thetr 
foölifh apprehenfions, and caufed themto clap 
their oars under him ; *and at length we got 
him into the boat. He had an extravagant 
beard; and alfo long blackifh hair upon his 
head. As fopn as he could fpeak (for he was' 
almoft fpent) he very familiarly took me by 
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the hand, I having fet rnyfclf clofe by htm tö 
cbierve him > aiid fqueez.ingit, thanked me 
very kindly for my civiüty tö him, and like- 
wife thanked all the failors. Lthen afked hin* 
by what poffible accident he came there ; but 
he ihook his head, declining to fatisfy my cu- 
riofity. Her.eupon refle&ing,; that it mighc 
jxift then be troubkfome for hira co fpeak, and 
. that we lhould fyave leifure enough in our voy- 
age for him to reiate, and me to hear his fto-* ' 
ry, (which, from the furprifing manner of his 
fallin g amongft us, I could not but believe 
would contain fomethlng very remarkable) L | 
waved any further fpeech with him atthafctimCij. ( 

We had hirn to the fhip, and taking off hi* 
wet clothes^ put him to bed in my cabbin ^ 
and I having a large* provifipn of ftores on# 
board,, and np concern in the ftup,; grew very, 
fond of him, and fupplied him with every thing> 
he wanted- In our frequent difcourfcs tage- 
ther, he had feveral times droppcd loofe hints. 
of his paft tranfa&ions, which but the morc- 
inflamed me with impatiencc to hear the wholc 
of'them. About this time, having juft begun* 
to double the Cape,, our Captain thought of. 
watering at the firft convenient place •> and> ', 
finding the ftranger had no money to pay his* f 
paffage, aod that he had been from EnglandN 
no lefs than thkty-five years, defpairingof hi&; 
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itward for condu&irfg him thkher, he intima- 
ted to^him, that he muft expeft to be put on 
fiiore, to fhift<for himfelf, when we put in for 
watet. This sntirely funk the ftranger's fpi- 
rits, and gave me great concern-j infomuch, 
that I fully refolved, if thc Captain fhould 
*eally prore fuch a brüte, to take the payment 
of his paflage ön myfelf. 

As we came nearer to the deftined watering, 
the Captain fpoke the plainer of his intehtionsi 
(for I had not yet hinted- my defign to him, 
or aay one elfe) and one morning the ftranger 
came into my cabbin, with tears in h» eyesi 
telling me, he verily believed the Captain 
would be as good as his word, and fet him on 
Ihore, which- he vcry much dreaded. I diel 
not chufe tö tili him immediately what I de- 
figned in his favour, bm afked him if he could 
thinkof no way of fatisfying the Captain, or 
any one elfe who might thereupon be induced 
to engage for him; and fürther, how he ex* 
peöed to live when. he fhould get tö England, 
a man quite forgotten and penny-left? Here- 
upon he told me, he had ever fince his being 
qn board, coniidering his deftitute conditton, 
entertained a thöught of having his ad venture* 
Witten;, which» as there was foroething fi> 
uncommon in them, he was füre the -world 
jtfould be glad to ktiow ; and he had flattered 
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himfelf with höpes of raifing fomewfeit bythö 
fale of them to put bim in a way of livingr 
But, as it was piain now he fhould never fee 
England -without my afiiftance 5 kf I would an* 
fwer for hi* pafifage, and write his life, he 
would communicate tome a faithfui natra* 
tive ttyereof, which. he believed would pay me 
to the füll, any chacge I mighr bc at on hia 
account. I was very well pleafed with this o- 
verture ; riot from the profpeft of gain by the 
copy, but from the expe&ation Ihad of being 
fully facisfied in what I had fa long defired td 
know. So I told him I would make htm eafy 
in that refpe&. This quite tr anfported him« 
He carefled me, and callcd me his deliverer $ 
and was then going open-mouthed to the Cap* 
tain to teil him fo ; but I put a ftap to that"; 
for, fays I, (thoügh I iiifift upou hearing your 
ftory) the Captain tinay yet relent of his pur* 
pofe, and not leave you on fhore; and if that 
(hould prove the cafe, 1 fliail nekher part with 
my money for you, rior ypu^vith your intereft 
in your adventures to me : Whereupon he a* 
greed Iwas right, and defifted. 

When we had taken in beft part qf our wa* 
ter, and the boat was going its laft turn, the 
Captain ordered up the dränge -man, asthey 
called him, and told him he muft go on board 
the boat, which was to leave him on fbore^ 
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VitR- föme fe*r provifions. I- Happening to 
ftear nothing Öfthefe. Orders, they were fo fucU 
deir, the "poor man was afraid, aftcr all, he 
fliöüld havc been hurried to land wkhout mjr 
knowledge ; but begging yeiy ha*d of the 
Captain only for leaveito fpeak witft me btfotr* 
fte went, f was cailed, (though with fome re~ 
hrdtancc ; for the Gäptain difliked mei for the ' 
fiberties I frequently took wirh him, on ao 
£ount ofhis brutal behaviour.) I expoftulated 
with the cruel wretch on the inhurnanhy of 
the z&ion he was about* telling him, if he 
had refolved the poor man fhould perifh, itf 
would have been better to have fuffered him 
to do fo when he was at the laft extremity, 
Jthzti to expofe him afrefh, by this means-, to 
«■death as certain, in a more Iingering and mi- 
ferable way« Bur the favage being refolved, 
and nothing moved by what I faid, I paid him 
part of the paflage down, and agreed to pay 
che red at our arrival in England, 

Thus having reprieved the poor man, the 
next thing was to enter lipon my hew employ 
of Amanuenfis, And having a long fpace of 
time before us, we allotted two hours every 
morningfor the purpofe of writing down his 
life from his own mouth ; and frequently, when 
wind and weather kept us below, we fpent 
fome time of an afternoon in the famc exex> 
cife, tili we had quite compleated iu 
b 
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I 

Havino finifhcd the work to our nrnfuai 
fatisfaftion, I locked it up, in order to perufe 
it at leifure, intending to have prefented it to 
him at our arrival in England, to difpofe o£ 
as he pleafed, in fuch a way as might have 
conduced moft to his profit ; for I refolvcd, 
notwithftanding our agreement, and the obli- 
gations he was undcr to me, that the whole of 
that (hould be his own. But he, havingbeen 
in a declining ftate fometime before we reach- 
ed (höre, died the very night we landed ; and 
his funeral falling upon me, I thought I had 
the greateft right to the manufcript : Wh ich, 
however, I had no defign to have parted with ; 
but Ihewing it to fome judicious friends, I 
have by them been prevailcd with, not to con- 
ceal from the world what may prove fo verjr 
cntertaining, and perhaps ufeful.

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CMng an atcountofthe duthor's birth { and r famlly ; th 
fondnefs of his mother ; his bring put to an academy 
at fixteen ly the advice ofhis friend ; his thoughts of 
his ownMlitirature. , 

IWAS born at Penhate, in the county of Cornwall, 
on the 2ift day of Deceraber, 1685; about four 
months after my father Pctcr Willems, who was a >C 
zealous protefiant of ttfe church of" England, had bfe^n 
executed by Jeffreys, in Soraerfetfliire, for joining ik 
the defign of raififtg* the duke of Monraouth to the Bri« 
tifh throne« J was named, after mj father and grand* 
B 2 
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father, Peter, and was my Father's onty child, hy Alice 
.hiswife, the daughter of John Capert, a clergyman in 
a neighbouring village.. . My grandfather was a fhop- 
keeper at Newport, who, by great frugality, and ex- 
traordinary application, had raifed a fortune of about 
one hundred and üxty -pounds a-year in kndt, and a 
confiderable Tum of ready money ; all which at his 
death devolved upon my fether, as his only child, who 
being no lefs parfimonious than my grandfather, and 
Bvüig uponjhis own^ftat*, had muah infjjrövefci Ät in 
value, before his marriage with my motber ; but, he 
coniing to that unhappy end, my mother, after my 
birth, placed all her affeftion upon me, (her growing 
hopes, as fhe called me) and ufed every method, in my 
nunonty, bf encreafmj the #ore for my benefit. ■ 

In this manner fhe went on, tili I grew too big, as 
I thought,, for cctafinement at the apron ftring, bemg 
then about fourteen years of age ; and havmg met with 
fo much -mthrigence frera *er, for Unat rcsrfbir found ve- 
ry Httle or no contradiclion from afly body elfe ; fo I 
looked on myfelf as a perfon of fome confequence, and 
began to take all opportunities of enjoying the Compa- 
ny of my neighbours, Who ninted frequently, that the 
jpeftraint I was under was tao great a jcurb upon an ia- 
clination like »aine of feeing the world j but my mo-, 
ther, ftill impatient of any llttle abfence, by exceffive 
foridmjfs/ and encouraging of every inclination Ifeem- 
jed to have, when Ihe could be a pärtaker with me, kept 
me witjw» bdunds pf r-eftr-aint, adltl arrived at ony fix> 
teenth year«. 

About this time I got acqoainted wi^h a country 
^entleman, of a ftiull pateraal eflate,whijch £a<jL beea 
.nerer the better for being iu his hands, and had fome 
4&caiy demands upon iu He foen grew very fond q£ 
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«fte, hoping, as I had reafon afterwards to believe, by 
a unlon with my mother, to fet himfelf free from hü 
entanglements. She was then about thirty-five years 
oto, and ftill continued my father's widow, out of par» 
ticular regard to me, as I have all the reafon in the 
World to believe. She was really a beautifui woman* 
and of a fanguine complexion ; but had ahrays carrjed 
Kerfelf with £o mucÄ referve, and given fo litde encou- 
ragement to any> of the other fex, that fhe had pafTed 
h%r widowhood with very few folicitations to alter her 
way of life. This gentlemany obferving my > raöther's 
condudt, In order tö ingratiate himfelf with. her; had 
illewn numberlefs inftauces of regaud for me, and, aa 
he told my mother, had obferved many thfflgs in my 
dffcoorfe, aftions,i and turn of mind, that prefaged 
wonderful expe&ations frora me > if my genius was but 
pf operly cukwated . - 

Th« dilceurfö fronva man of very gpod parts, and 
efteemed by every body an accomplühed gentleman, by 
degrees wrought uponnny mother, and morr, and more 
inflamed- her with ä deiire of adding, what luftre fhe 
could to my applauded abökie«> and infiuenced her fo far 
as to atkhim in what Inanner moft properly to proceed 
with mei . My gentleman then had bis deflre; for, he 
feared aotthewidöWj eould he but properly difpofe of 
her charge: So, havhig defired a liule tiraeto conüder 
of a matter of ftich iriiportance, he foon after told her, 
he thought the moft : ufeful method of eftablühing me 
weuld be at an' academy, kept bjna" very worthy and 
judidous gentleman,- about thirty or* more miles from 
us> in Somerfetüure j where, if I eould bat, be admitt» 
ted > the maftef taking in but a ftated number of ftu* 
dents at a time, he did not in the leaft doubtjf but I 
Jhould fully anfwer the chara&er he had giyen her of 
me, and outflune moft of my cotemporaries. 
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MT.mbtfcer, örcr anxions for toy gootf, feeraing tip 
Kften to tbts propafal, my friend, as I call him, propo- 
fed takmg a journey bimfelf to the academy, to fee if 
any place was vacant for my reception, and feärn the 
terms of mj admißion ; aod in three d*ys tiroe return» 
cd witb an engaging account of the place, the roaüex> - 
the regularity of the fcholars, of an apartment fecured 
for my receptfan, and, in fliort, Avhatever elfe might 
captivate my mother's ophrion in favoor of bis fcheme f 
and indeed, though be . afted principally fr«>m another 
motive, as was plai« afterwards, I carmot beip thiiik- 
ing be beJIeved it to be the beft way of difpofing; of * 
lad, fixteen years old, born te a pretty fortune, and 
who> at tbat age, coyld but juft read a chapter in the 
leftament : For. he had before teat my inother qnite 
out of her inclination to a gram mar fchool in theneigh- 
bourhood, from a conteihpt, he . faid> it would bring, 
upon me from lad? much my jnniors in years, by being 
placed in the firft rudiments of karning witb them. 

Well, tbe whe-le concern of ray mother's little fkr 
«ily was now employed in fitting me out forlory ex?- 
pedition ; and as my friend had been fö mftrumental in 
bringing it about, he neyer müled a day enquiring how 
ju-eparationg went? on/< andy during tue procefs, by hu- 
mouring me, ingratiated hiniieJf more and more witb 
my mother; but without.feeming in the .leaft to aim 
at it." , • • 

In (bort, tbe kotir of tny departure arrived; and 
tbough I had neyer been matter of. above #xpen$e 
at one tlifte, unlefs at a^fair, or fo, for immediate 
fpending, my mother, thinking to make my heart eafy 
«t our feparation, which had it appeared otherwife* 
would bave broke hers, and fpoiled al 1 , gave me a 
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•rfoubk giftete in gold, and a Uttle filver in my ppeket 
So preyent my changing it. 

Tfivs I, the coaxh waitingfor us at the door, having 
&een preached into a good liking of the fcherye by my 
friend, who now mütietl upon roaking one pf oujt Com- 
pany to introduce us, mounted the carriage with more 
»kerity than could be expeclsed for one wilo had never 
fcefore been beyond the finoke of his mother's chimiiey 3 
but the thoughts 1 had coneeived, from. my friend's dif- 
courfe, of liberty in the academic way, and the weiglit 
of fo much money in my pocket, as I then imagined 
woukl fearce ever be exhaufted, were prevailing cor- 
«hals to keep my fpirlts on the wing. We lay at an 
jan that night near the mafter's houie, and the next 
day I was initiated ; and at parting with nie, my friend 
prefented me with a guinea. When I found myfelf 
thus rieh, I muß fay I heartily wifhed they were all 
*fairly at home again, that I might have time to count 
my caih, and diipofe of fuch part of it as I had already 
appropriated to feveral ufes then in embryo. 

The next morning left me mafter of my wifhes : For 
my mother came and took her laft (though ihe little 
thought of it) leave of me, and fmothering me with 
her carefles antl prayers for my well-domg, in the 
lieighth of her ardonr, put into my hand another guinea, 
promifing to fee me again quickly ; and defiringiBt^, in 
the mean time, to be a very good hufband, which I 
have fince taken to be a fort of prophetic fpeech, fhe 
bid me farewel. 

I sr all not trouble jroa with the reeeption Im et 
with from my mafter or his fchoiars ; or teü you how 
foon I made friends of all my corapanions, by föne 
trifling largefles, whlch my ftock enabled me to beftow, 
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as occafion required ; bat I muft inform you, that aiter 
fixteen years of idlenefs at hörne, I had bat littlebeait 
ta my nouns and pronouns, whith now began to be 
craramed upoti me ; and being ihe eldeft lad in \he 
houfe, I fometimes regretted the lofs of * the time pafft 
and at other times defpatred of ever makiag-a fcholar 
at my years; and *was a&ameduo ftand like a. greac 
lubber, decRning of harc viulier^ a woman,.w hilft my 
fchool-fellows, .and Juniors by live years, were enga* 
ged in the Ibve ftories of Ovid, or the lufcious fongs of - 
Horace :.Iovvn thefe thoughts akaoli overcame me> ; 
and threw- nie inta a deep melancholly, of which I foon 
afterby.letter informcd my mother ;;.who (by the ad*- -"" 
vice.as I fuppofe of my friend, .by this time. her fuitorj) ? 
fent meword tt> raind ray itudies, and I Ihouki wanfcr 
for: nothing.* 
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Now he fpent his thrie at the acadehny ; an intrigue wkh * 
a ßrvant ynaid there , Jht de ehre s herfeff*witfr chiid v 
by htm; her expoßu/ationj>tQ htm ; he is pyt to st t 
for money ; rejyftd it .jrom home, by his friend, wh& ■* 
had married his mother •; is . dravm in ■- to^warxy ■ the . 
tuaid ; fhe lics-in at her saunt'* ; returns /» htrfcx** 
vice ; he has another child by her* 

1HAD now been palfing my time .for about three 
months in this melancholy way, and you may imagine, » 
under that difodvantäge; hac} mäde but titrieprogrefs 
in my learning ; when one of our maids, taking notke 
oee day of my unea/inefs, as I fat mufmgin my cham- 
ker, aecording to my cuftom, began to tally me, that 
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I wascertainly.iu<]ove,I was ibfad. Indeed, I aev*r 
Jiad a thoqghtof . love before ; b«t the ,go/od*nature*l 
jgirl feeiniDg to ^Hty »nie, and feriouiy aiking me tbe 
caufe, .Ifairly qpened my Jieart-.to 'her 5 and for fear 
my mafter fhould know it, gave her half a <xown to be 
fiient. Xhis Uft engagemeni rfixed her my devotee* 
and from; that titne we.had frequent Conferences in eo*>- 
•fidence together? tili at length inclination, 'framed by 
«opportunity, prpdvced the date'of a worW of concern 
„tp-mej icrc, abeut fix monthsafter my arrival at the 
.academy, ioftead iof proving my *parts by my fcholap- 
Jhip, I-hadrpravedmy manhood, by being the deflmcd * 
father of an infant, which my female correfpondei|t 
then afliired me would foon be my own. 

W«. ne^erlhütefl fceMron 'our frequent interconrie"; 
<ihW was I fo««brmed at the ttews as I ought to have 
beien, tili about two numfths after, when Patty (for 
that was the only name I tfhen knew her by ) explained 
fcerfelf tonie In* the following terms >——-Yrm kisow, 
Mr J*eter, Jiow «atters are with me * I fhottkl be rery 
forry for your fake,, and Tfor njy owm too; to reyeal 
my fhame j but in fpite of us bqth, nature will fhew it- 
fäf; and truly, 1 <hmk, <fi>me care ihould be taken, 
•and fomemethod propofed, to preferv« the ircfant, and 
avoid, as far asmay be, *he Imronveniencies that may 
<attend >i us j ^r herje äs now «o room for delay^— — Thls 
•*peech> I own,- gave me the ürft refle&ion l ever hafl 
1h my life, and lock'd trp aH my fftculties for a long 
time ; nor was I able, fcr the varlety of ideas that

SEEMED to be Very* well fatisfied whiift my mafter 
WBsr-fpeaking ; but though I thought he talked like 
an angel, <my former uhcaünefs (eizM^Mne at parting 
with him.

vieaW Yet, let rae iee, my mafter (and I caijnot.help T 
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hinkipg he muft know) ufed to fay, that God is a Spi- 
•it^ and not confined by the hicumbrance of a body as 
we-arei now, il it is fo, why may not he virtually 
>e prefent with me ; though I do not perceive him ? 
Why may he not be at once in heaven, and elfewhere ? 
For, if he confifts.not of parts, nothing can circum- 
fcribe him. And truly I believe it muit be fo ;.for if 
he is of that fupreme power as he is reprefented, he 
could never act in fo unconfined a capacity, under the 
reihraint of place 1 but if he. is an opertftive and purely 
ipiritual being, then I can fee no reafon why his Vir- 
tual efTence fhould not be diifufed through all nature ; 
and then, which I begin to think raoft; likely, why 
ihould pot I fuppofe him ever prefent avith me> and a- 
ble to hear me ? And, why fhould not I, when I pray, 
Jiave a füll idea of the being, though not of any cor- 
poreal parts or form of God ; and fo have actually 
ibmewhat to be intent upon in my prayers ? and not 
tlo as 1 have hitherto done j fay fo many words only up- 
on my knees, which I cannot help thinking may be as 
well without eithcr fenfe or meaning in themfelves, as 
without a, proper objeft in my mind to direft them 
unto. - 

These thoughts agitated me at leaft two miles, 

working flronger and frroqger in me ; tili at length, 

burfting into tears, Have 1 been doing nothing, fays I, 

in the iight of God, under the name of prayers, for fo 

|many years i Yes> it is certainly fo. Well, by jhe 

^grace of God, it fhall be fo 110 longer^ I will trj fome- 

what more. So looking round about me, to fee if I 

was <nute alone, I -fiept into an adjoining copfe, and 

could fearce refrain falling on my knees, tili I came to 

a proper place for kneeling in. I then poured forth 

my whole foul and fpirit to God j and all my ftrength, 

/ ad eyery member, every faculty, was to the utmoÄ 



empley^d, for a confideräble time, in &a*moft agree- 
able^as wellas «fefol duty. I wotrid mdeed have be- 
gan with my accuffomed prayöf s, and had f epeated 
fome wofds of them, when, as though againft, and 
roirtrary to my defign, I was carried äway by fuch 
rapturous efFufions, that, to this hour, when I refieÄ 
thereon, I cannot believe but *I was moved to thera by 
a much more than human impulfe. However, this efc- ' 
tafy did not laft abore a quarter of an hour $ but it was 
confiderably löftgeii before my fpirita fubfided to thclr 
Yrfual frame.— — «When I had a little compofed myfelf, 
liow was I ahered, how did*I eonderan myfelf for aU 
tny paft diiqßiet j what caltai thanks did I return for the * 
fcafe and fatisfaÄibn of mind I fheft enjoyed ; and Co- 
ming to ä fmaö rivulet, I drank an hearry draught of 
Vrater, and contentedly proceeding on my journey, I 
reached Briflol about four o'clock in the afternoon. Ha» • 
ving refrefhed myfelf, I went the fame evening to the * ' 
- quay, to enquire what fliipswer* intheriver, whither 
bound, and when« they would departt My bufinefs 
was with the failors, of whom there were at that time 
jgreat nurobers there ; but Lcould meet with no etta» 
ploy, though I gave out I would gladly enter myfelf be* 
fore the mafh After I had done the beft I could, but 
without faceefs> I returned to the little houfe I had 
diried at, and went to bed very 'penfive. I did not for- ; 
get my prayers j but I could by no means be roufed to \ 
fuch devotion as I feit ' in the mbrning. ' Next day I j 
walked again to the quay, tfflring all lernet/ who look4 
ed like 'fea-faring men, for employment, but could*-« 
hear of none, 'there being tnany waiting Tor births ; ' 
*nd I feared my appearance i(which was not fo mean ' 
as moft of that fort of gehtry's is) woüld prove nö 
fmarfl difappointment to my prtferment that wäy: At 
laft, being out of höart wkh-mytfrequent^ repulfes, I . 
went to a landing-place- jufl by, and as I afkedfcrocX 
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failors who were putting two gcntlemcn on ihore, if 
they wanted a band on board their fliip, one of the 
- gentlemen, whom I afterwards found to be the maftef 
of a veilel bound to the coait of Afrita» turned back, 
and looking earneftly on me > young man, fays he, do 
you want empioyment on board ? I immediateiy made 
him a bow, and anfwered, yes Sir« . Said he, there i* 
no talking in this weather, for it then Mew almoft a 
ftorm, but ftep into that tavern, pointrng totbe place» 
and TU be witfa you prefently. — I went thither, and 
not long after came my future maller. He alked me 
many queftions, but xhe firft was, Whether I had been 
at fea ? I told him no ; but I did not doubt foon to learn 
the duty of a failor. He then looked on my hand, and, 
ihaking his head, told me it would not 'do, for I had 
too foft a hand. I told him I was determined for the 
fea, and that my hand and heart ihoidd go together ; 
and I hoped my hand would foon Karden, though not 
my heart. . He then told me, it was pity to take fuch 
a pretty young fellow before the malt ; but if I under- 
ftood accounts tolerably, and could write a good hand, 
he would make me his fteward, and make it worth my 
while. I anfwered in the affirmative, joyfully accept« 
ing his offer ; but on his afking me where my cheft 
was (for, fays he, if the wind had not been fo ftrong 
againft me, I had fallen down the river tlifs morning) 
1 looked very blank, and plainly told him I had no ö- 
ther ftores than I carried on my back. The captain 
fmiled. Says he, young man, I fee yoo are a novice ; 
why>the meaneft failor in my fhip has a cheft, at leafr, 
and perhaps fomething in it ; come, fays he, my lad, 
I like your looks, be ciiligent and honett, 1*11 let you 
have a iittle raoney to fet you out, and deduft it In" 
your pay. He was then pulling out his purfe, when 
I begged htm, as he feemed to fiiew me fo great a 
kindnefs, that he would ordcr fomebody to buy what 
D 
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neceflaries he knew I fhould wstnt, for me, or I fhoiild 
be under as great a difficuity to know what to get, and 
where to buy them, as I fliould luve been at for want 
of them. He commended my prudence, and faid he 
would buy them and fend.them on board himfelf ; fo 
bid me trouble myfelf no more about them, but go to 
the fhip in the return of his boat, and ftay there tili he 
came.; giving me a ticket to the boot's crew to take me 
in. When I came to the Jhbre, the boat was gone off, 
and at a good diftance ; but I hailed them, and fhew- 
ing my ticket, they put back, and took me fafe to the 
fhip, heartily glad that I was entered lipon my new 
fervicc« 
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JJisfirfl entertainment on board ; fttsfai/j his ßcknefs ; 
engagemsnt-with a French privateer ; h taken and la'td 
in irom. Twenty-one prißners turned adriflt m a 

. fmall boat, with only two days provifion. $$ 

BEING once on board, and m pay, I thought I was 
a man »for myfelf, and fet about confidering how 
to behave ; and no body knowing as yet upon what 
footing I came on board, they took me for a paflen- 
ger, as my drefs did not at all befpeak me a &ilor ; fo 
eVery one, as I fauntered about, had fomething to fay 
to me. By and by conaes a pert young fellow up ; Sir, 
lays lie, your fervant ; what, I fee our captain has pick- 
end up a paflenger at laft. Paffenger, fays I, you are 
pleafed to be merry Sir, I am no paflenger. Why, 
pray, fays he, what may you be then ? Sir, fays I, the 
captain' s fteward. You impertinent puppy, fays he. 
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v what an anfwer you give me ; you thc captain's fteward j 

I ao Sir, that place, I can affure you, is in better hands, 

^ and äway he turne d. I kriew not what to think of it, 

[ but was terrlbly afraid I fhould draw myfelf into fome 

^ . fcrape. By and by others aflced me, fome one thing, 
r ~" fome another, and I was very cautious what anfwers I 

i made thetn, for fear of ofFence ; tili a gravifli failoi» 

b came and (at down by me, and, after talking of tbe 

weather, and other indifferent matters^ pray, fays I, 
Sir, who is that geotleman that was fo aftronted at me 
foon after I came on board ? O, fays he, a prond in- 
figni&ant feflow, the captain's fteward ; but don't mind 
.him, fays he, he ufes the captain himfeif as bad ; they 
have had high words jnft before the captain went ort 
ftore ; and had he ufed me as he did him, I fliould have 
aaade no ceremony of tipping him overboard— a rafcaL 
s Says I, you forprife me, for the captain fent me o» 

i board to be U$ fteward, and agreed*wkh me about it 

) tfais afternoon. Hufli, fays he, I fee how it will go ? 

the captain, if that is the cafe, will difcharge him whext 
he comes on board ; and indeed I beheve he would not 
have kepthim fo long» butwe have wahed for a wind, 
%ad he could not provide himfclf. 
ih 

The captain came on board at night, and the firft 
$ üiing he did was to demand the keys of*Mr Steward, 

which he gave to me, and ordered him on fliore. 

f* The next morning the captain went on (höre Eim~ 

s felf, but the wind chopping about, and fbnding fair a- 

bout noon, he returned then with iny cheft, and be- 
fore night we were got into failing order, and before 
the wind, with a brilk gale.

What happened the firft fourteen days of our gaf- 
fage I know not, having been all that tixns fo fick and: 
Da 
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weak I could fcarcely keep life and foul together» but 
after grew better and better. We profecuted our voy# 
age, touching for about a week at the Madeiras in our 
way, The captain grew very fond of me, and never 
put me to bard duty, and I pafied my time under hi» 
favöur. very pleafantly. One evening, being withii* 
fixty Ieagues of tbe Cape of Palmcs, calm weather, but 
the little wind we had againtt us, one of our men fpied 
a fail, and gaye the captain noticc of it. He not fuf* 
pefting dariger, minded it little, and we made what 
way the wind would permit ; but night Coming on, and 
Ihe. calm conti» uing, about peep of day we perceived 
we were infallibly fallen in with a Frcnch privateer, 
Who, hoifting French colours, called out to us to flrike. 
Our captain had fcarce time tö coniider what to do, 
they .were 4b near us ; but as Jie had twenty-two me» 
en board, and eigfat guns he could bring to, he called' 
all bsaäs an deck; and teUing them the confequence of 
a furrender, aflced jthem if they would ßand by. himj 
One and all fwore they would fight the fhip to the bot-* 
Vom, rather thait fall into the privateer's hands« The* 
captain inunediately gave the word für a clear decky 
prepared his fire-arms, and begged them to be active,; 
an,d obey orders * and perceivwg the privateer out- 
mimbered ojir hands by abundance, he commanded all 
the fmall arms to be brought upon deck loaded, and to- 
nur out as many ot the fhip's guns as ihe could bring to 
on one fide, and to charge them all with fmall ihot, 
then ftand to tili he gave direclions. The privateer 
being a light fhip, and a fmall" breeze arifing, run up 
clofe to us i firft firing one gun then aaother, flili call- 
ing out to us to flrike ; but we neither return ed fire 
or anfwer, tili he came afrnöft within piftol fhot of us r 
and feeirig us a fmall vefTel, theught to board us di- 
vecÜy ; but tben our captain ordered a broadiide, and 
immediately all hands to come on deck, himfelf ftand- 



\ 
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tag there at the time of our firfl: firc with his fufee in 
fcis band, and near him I ftood with another. Wc 
killed cight men> and wounded feveral others. Tbe 
privateer then fired a broadfide tbroogh and throngh tu, 
By this time our bands were all on deck, and the pri* 
vateer pufhing in hopes to grapple and board us, wc 
gave them a volley from thence that did good execu- 
tion ; and then all hands to the lhip's guns again, ex» 
cept four, who were left along with me to Charge the 
fmall ärms. It is incredible how foon they had fired 
tbe great-gnns and were on deck again. This hfl fire 
being with bau, raked the privateer miferably. Tuen 
we fired the fmall arms, and away to the Jhip's guns. 
This we did three titnes fucceiEvely> without lofs of a 
man ; and I believe if . we could held it once more, and 
rro affiftance had come to the privateer, (he had fheer- 
ed qcrite off: But our captain fpying a fail at fome di- 
flance behind the privateer, who lay to windward of 
xxs, and feeing by his glafs it. was a Frenchman, was 
almoft difmayedfc the fame fight put courage ioto our 
enemies, who thereupon redoubled the attack, and, the 
fjrft volley of their fmall arms Jhöt \fcr captain in the 
breaft, upon which » he dropped deai without ftkring. 
I.need not fay that light-fhockedme exceedingiy : In- 
deed it difconcerted the whole a&ion ; and tbough our 
mate, a man of good courage. and experience, did aü 
that a brave man eoüld do to animate the men, they 
apparentlr drooped, and the lofs of the fh'rp became 
ifievitable j fo wc ftruck, and the Frenchman board«» 
edus. 

DtrmNG the later part of the engagement we had 
two men killed, and fiye wounded, who died qfter- 
wards of their wounds« We who were alive were aH 
ordered on board the Frenchman, who, after rifling 
Jis # .chained us two and two, and\t*ened, us intotl** 
D 3

hold. Our veflel was then ranfacked ; and the other 
privateer, who had fuffered much the day before in 
an engagemenf with. an Englifh twenty-gun (hip of war, 
Coming up, thc prize was 'fent by her into port, where 
Ihe herfelf was to f efit. • .. 

In this condnion did I, and fourteen of our crew, lie 
for fix weeks, tili the fett er s on our legs had almoft 
caten to the bone, and the ftench of the place had well 
|ügh fufibcated u*, 

The dorieux, for that was the name of the priva- 
teer who took us, faw . nothing further in five weeks 
worth her notice, which very much difcouraged the 
raen ; , and conßilting together, it was agreed to, cruize 
jnore northward, between ßierra Leon and Cape de 
Verd ; -but about noon next day they fpied a fsil Co- 
ming W. N. W. with a frefh gale. The captain there» 
lipon ordered all to be ready, and ly by for her : But 
though ihe difcerned us, fhe kept her way, bearing on- 
ly more fouthward ; when the wind fhifting to N. E« 
flie ran for it füll before the wind, and we after her 
with all the fail we could crowd ; and though fhe was 
a very good failer, we gained upon her, bei$g laden, 
and before night came pretty well up with her ; but, 
being a large fhip, and the evening hazy, we did not 
chufe to engage her tili roprning. The next morning 
we found fhe was flunk away ; but we fetched her up, 
and, fcoifüng French .colours, fired a fhot, which ihe 
not anfwering, our captain run along-fide of her, and 
üred a broadfide ; then flackening upon her, a hard en- 
gagement enfued $ the fhot thumping fo againft our ftip, 
tbat^ve prifoners, who had nothing to do in the action, 
expecled deathi, one or other.of us, every raoment» 
The merchantman was fo heavy loaded, and drew ft> 
much water, that flie was very unwiejdy in aclioö j o fo 
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ftfter a figbt of two hours, when raoft of her rigging and 
mafts were cut . and wounded, fhe ftruck T wehre 
men were fent on board her, and her captain and fe- 
yeral öfficers were ordered on board us« 

There were thirty-eight perfons in her, including. 
pafTengers, all of whom, except five, and the hkenum- 
ber which had been killed in the aftion, were fen$ 
chained into the hold to us, who had lain there almoft 
fix weeks. This prize put Monfieur into good heart, 
and determined him to return home with her. But in 
two days time his new acquifition was found to have 
leaked fo faß near the bottom, that before they were 
aware of it the water was rifen fome feet, Several 
hands were employed to find out the leak, but all af- 
ferted it was too low tobe corae at ; and as* the pumps, 
with all the labour the prifoners (who^were tfie per- . 
fons put to it) could ufe, would not reduce it, but k 
ftill increafed, they removed what gQpds they could * 
into the privateer, and before they could unload it the 
prize funk. 

The next thing they confulted upon was, what to 
do with the prifoners, who, by the'lofs of the prize, 
were now grown too numerous to be trufted in the pri- 
vateer ; fearing too, as they were now fo far out at 
fea, by the great addition ©f mouths, they might foon 
be brought to fhort aliowance ;. it was, on both ac« 
couuts, refolyed to give us the prize's boat, whicl* 
they had faved, and turn us adrift tp fhift fpr ourfelves. 
.There were in all forty-thre« of us j but the privateer 
having loft feveral of their own men in the two en« 
gagements, they looked us pver, and pickirig out twen- 
ty-two of us who were the moft likely fellows for their 
purpofe, the renaining twenty-one were committed tq 
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the boat» wkh about two days provifion and a fmal! 
matter of arnmunitian, and turaed out. 
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TThe ioat ttvt> hundred leagutsfrr>m land> makes no way; 
tut. drives mort to fea by>. the wind; the people live nint 
dajf at quarter alkwance ; four die nmth hunger tht 
twelfth day ; fiv* mute the fourteenth duy ;:on the ßf* 
teenth they eat one j#ft dead ; wantofi water exceflve ? 
Jpy afail; are taken up ; wtirk their päßage to the Af± 
rican fl>ore ; : are fent on a fecret expedition^ ; are viay* 
laidj takek ßavtj, andj$nt.up the CQUHtry. 

^MTT HEN we who were. in the boat came to reflecTL 
*** on our condition, the profpect before us appear* 
ed- very njehttcfooly ; though' we had af firft readily e* 
nough embraced the offer, rather than perißi'in fo much 
miferyas we fuffered in our loathfome con£nement» . 
We now judged we were above two hundred leagues 
from land, in about- eight degrees N. Lathude ; and 
blowing N. E. a pretty ftiff galc, wc conld make m> 
,way, but ratter loft, for wt aimed at fome port in < 
Africa, having neither* fait, compars, or any other in- 
ßrument to direö us ; fo that all' the obfervation we 
could make was by the fuir for ninningfduthward, or 
as the wind carried us, for we had loft the North Pole\ . 
As we had little above two* days provifionsj we per- 
ceived a neceflity of almoft ftarvmg vefcimarify, to a* 
void doing it quite, feeing it muft be raany days betöre 
we could reach fhore, if ever we did, havkig v . > 
drlven a great deal more fouthward than we. ^ . 
»ay, «nlefs a fudden change happened, we wert 
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pf perühing* unlefs delivered by fonie' ihip that provi« 
dence might fend in our way. In (hört, the. nimhiday 
came, bat no relief with it ; and though wc had lived 
at quarter allowarice, and but juft faved life^ our food, 
cxccpt a little water, was all gone, and this caufed us 
quite tp defpair. On the twelfth day four of our Com- 
pany died with hunger, in a very mtferable way, and 
yet the furvivors had not ftrength left to more them to 
pity their fellows. In truth, we had fat Hill, attempt- 
ing nothing in feveral days, as we found, that unlefs 
the wind fhifted, we only confuraed the little ftrength 
we had left to no manner of purpofe. On the foür- 
teenth day, and in the night, five raore died, and a > • 
fixth was near expiring ; and yet we the furvivors were t 
to indolent, we would fcarce lend a hand to throW them 
overboard. On the fifteenth day in the morning, our 4 
carpenter, weak as he was, ftarted up, and as the fixtbt 
man was juft dead,, cut bis throat, and, whilft warm,f 
would let out what blood would flow * then pullbag\>flj 
his old jacket, invited us to dinner, and cutting a iarge, 
flice off the corpfe, devoured it with as much feeming, 
reliih as if it had bcen ox beef. His example prevailed 
with the reft of us, one after another, to tafte and eat ;. 
and as therehad been a*heavy dew or rain in the night^ 
and we had fpread out every thing we had of linen and 
woolen to receive it, . we were a little refreflied by^ 
wringing our cloaths, and fipping what came from," 
them ; after; which we covered them up from tlie fun^ 
ftowing them all clofe to keep in the moifture, whick 
ferved us to fuck at for two days after, a little and a* 
little at a time ; for now we were in greater diftrefgr 
for water than for meat. It has furprifed me taany 
times fince, to think how we could make fo light a 
thing of eating our fellow creature juft dead before our 
eyes ; but TU afTure you, when we had once tafted, we 
looked on the blefiing to be fo great, that we cut and 
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cat with as Iirtle remorfe as we fhoufd have hacTfo*» 
feeding on the befl: mear in air Ehgfifh market r And 
moft certainly when this corpfe had faile'd, if another 
had not dropped by.fair means,* we flVoulcl have ufe<? 
foul, by murdering one of our number as a lupply for 
the reih 

Water, as I faid before, to moiften our mouths, 
tras now our greateft hardftiip, for every man had fo 
often drank his own, that we voided fcarce any thing 
but blood, and that but a few drops at a tlme $ v our 
mouths and tongues were quite flead with drought, and 
oor teeth juft fafling frotn our jaws ; for though we had 
tried, by placing all the dead men's jackets and ihirts 
cne over another, to flrain fome of the fea water thro* 
them by fmall quantities, Ä yet that would not deprive 
it of its perriicious qualities 5 and though it refrefhed* z 
Bttle in going down, we were fo fick, and ftfaiheoT 
eurfelves fo milch after it, that it came up again, and 
made us more miferable than before. Our corpfe now 
ftunk fo, what was left of it, that we could no Fonger 
bear it ön board, and every man began to look with 
an evil eye on hb feilow, to think whofe turn it wouhf 
be next 5 for the carpenter had ftarted the queftion,, 
and preached us into the neceffity of it, and we had a- 
greed the next morning to put it to the lot who fhoulcT 
be the facrifice. In this diftrefs of thought, it was fo 
©rdered by good providence, that on the twenty-firflf 
day we thought we fptcd a fail Coming from the N. WV 
which caufed us to delay our lots, tili we fhould fee, 
whether it would diffcover us or not ; we held up fome 
jackets upon our oars to be feen as far off as we could,. 
but had fo little ilrength left, we could makc no way 
towards it ; however, it happened to direct its courfe 
fo much to our relief, that an hour before funfet it was 
wklüiia league o£ us^ but feemedto bear away more 
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caftward, and our fear was, that thcy fhould not know 
our diftrefs, for we were not ablc to make any noife 
froiri our throats that might be heard fifty yards 5 but 
tbe carpenter, who was (lill the beft man amongft us, 
•ivith much ado getting one of the guns to ge off, in 
lefs than half an hour fhe came up with us, and feeing 
our deplorable condition, took us all on board, to the 
number of eleven. Though no methods were unefTayed 
for our recovery, four more of us died in as many 
days. When the remaining feven of us came a httle 
to ourfelves, we found our deliverers were Portuguefe, 
bound for St Salvadore. We told the captain, we beg* 
ged he would let us work our paflage with him, be it 
where it would, to fhore ; and then, if we could be of 
no further fervice to him, we did not doubt getting 
into Europe again : But in the voyage, as we did him 
all the feryice in our power, we pleafed him fo well> 
that he engaged us to flay with him to work the fhip 
honie again, he having loft fome hands by fevers fooü 
after his fetting fail« 

We arrived fafe in port, and in a few days the cap- 
tain, w-ho had a fecrei ^nterprife to take in band, hi- 
«red a country coafting ^feiTel, and fent her feventeeit 
leagues further on the coaft for «rders from fome fw> 
tory or fettiement there« I was one of the nine men 
who were deftined to conduft her, but not underftand. 
ing Portuguefe, I knew little o£ the bufinefs we went 
upon. We were to coaft k all the way, but on the 
tenth day, juft at funrife, we feil in with a ileet of 
boats which had way-laidais, and weretaken prifoners. 
Being carried afliore, we were condu<3ed a long way 
up tbe «country, where we were imßrifoned, and al- 
moft ftarvedr Though I never knew the meaning of 
it, nor did any of us, unlefs the matc, who we heard 
was carried up the country much furiher, to Angola « 
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bat we never heard more of him) though we were tol£ 
he would be fent back to us. 

Hire we remained under confinement almoft three 
months, » at the end of which timc our keeper told us 
we were to be removed ; and coupling us two and two 
together, fent a guard with us to Angola ; when, croff- 
ing a large river, we were fct to Work in removing 
the rubbi/h and ftones of ß. caftle, or fortrefs, which 
had been lately demolifhed by an earthquake and light- 
ning. Here we continued about five months, being I 
Very fparingly dieted, and locked up every night, • : 

This place however I. thotight a paradife to our for- 
mer dungeon ; and as we were not over-worked, we 
made our lives comfortable enough, having^the air all 
day to refrefh us from the heat, and not wanting for 
Company, for there were at leaft three hundred of us 
about the whole work ; and 1 often fancied myfelf at 
the Tower of Babel, each labouref almoft fpeaking in ! 

a language of his own. 

Töwards the latter end o| our work, our keepers j 

grew more and more reroifs in their care of us. At my 
iirft coming thither I had contrafted ä familiarity with 
one of the natives, but of a difierent kingdom, who 
was then a flave with rae ; and he and I being able 
toletÄly to underftand-each other, he hinted f rtle one 
day the defire he had of feeing his own country and fa- 
mily, who neither knew whether he was dead or alive^ 
or where he was, fince he had left them, feven years 
before, to make war in this kingdom y and infinuated, 
that as he had taken a great llking to me, if I would 
endeavour to e&ape with him, and we fucceeded, he 
would provide for me : For, fays he, you fee now our 
worfc is almoft over, we are but flightly guarded, and 
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| *iif we ftay tili this jobb is once finifhed, we may be 

commanded to fortie new works at the otker end of 

Y* - the kingdom for ought we know, fo that our labour» 
Will only ceafe with our lives ; and, föf my part, im« 
raediate death ift the ättempt of liberty, is to rae pre- 
ferable to a lingering life of flavery« 

^ - These, and fifch like arguraents, .prevaüed on me 

to accompany him, as he had told me he had travelled 

► - moft of the cöuntry before hx the wars of the different 
nations ; fo having taken our refdlutions, the following 
evening, foon after our days work, and before the time 

i * came for locking up, we withdrew from fhc *eft> but 
withia hearimj ; thinking, if we ihould then be miffed, 
and called, we would appear, and make fome «xcüfir 
for our abfence, but if not, we fttould liave the whole 
night 'before us. 

When we were firft püt upon this work we were 
called over fingfy, by name, rtrortiing and evening, to 
be let out and in, and were very narrowly obferved in 
our motions ; but not one of us having been ever abfent, 
our aftions were tit length mueh lefs minded than be- 
fore, and the ceremony of calhng us over was frequent- 
ly omitted ; fo that we concluded if we got away un- 
obferved the firft night, we ihould be out of the reach 
of purfiiers by the next, which Was the fooneft it was 
pöffible for* them to overtake us, as we propofed to 
travel the firft part of our journey with the utmoft dif* 
patch. 
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The author*s efcape with Clanlepze, a native ; their hard- 
foips *n travel ; plunder of a cot tagt ; hisjears; ad- . 
venture with a crvodile ; paffage of a rivcr ;' adven» 
iure with a lionefs and whe/p ; arrive at Glanlepze's 
honfe ; the trial of GlaftJepze's wife's conflancy ; tfo 
t ender Meeting of her and her hujbaiid ; the author't 
refeflions there upon. 

TT AVING now fet out with all poflible fpeed, we 
feemed *o each other as joyful as we could ; tho* 
it cannot be fuppofed we had no fears in our minds the 
ürft part of ourjourney, for we had mrny ; but as our 
<way advanced, our fears fübfided ; arid having, with 
fcarce any delay, pufhed forwards for the firft twenty- 
ibur honrs, nature then began to have two very preffi. 
ing demands upon us, food and Teil : But as one of 
jhem was abfolutely QUt of our power to comply with, 
ihe contented herfelf with the other, tili we ihould be 
tfetter able to fupply her, and gave a furlher time tili 
the next day. 

The next morning found us y^ry empty and -fharp, 
fet, though a very found night' s reft had coittributed 
its utmoft to rcfr-fli us. But what added Riuch to our 
difcomfortwas, *that though our w hole fubfiitance muft 
cöme from fruits, there was not a tree to be found at 
a Jefs diftahce than twelve leagues, in the open rocky 
oountry we were then in 5 but a good xlrätight of ex* 
cellent water we roet with did us extraordinary fer- 
yice, and fent us with much better courage to the 
woods, though they were quite out of the way of our 
rout ; there, by divers lunds of fruits, which thcugh 
my companion kucw very well, 1 was quite a. Jtrai?ger 
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to, we fatisfied oiir htmger for the prefent, and took 
a moderate fupply for another opportunity. This re- 
tarded our journey very much, for in fo hard" travel 
every pound weighed fi* befote night. 

I cannot fay this journey, though batl enough, 
-would have heen fo difcouraging, but for the trouble 
of fetchiag our provifions fo far ; and then, if we meant 
tfot to loole half the next day in the fame manner, we 
jouft double load ourfelves, and delay our progrefs by 
that means ; but we ftill went on, and in about eight 
itejr* got qufre dear of Angola. 

€>N,the eigfcthÄay my cotnpanion, wbofe natne was 
Ckhiejjrt, told tue we Were very near the confines of 
Congo, but liiere was ötiir ttttle village Hill in Angola, 
by which we rauft paii within half a league ; äftd, if 1 
woukl agree to it, he would go fee what might be^got 
tfcetfc to fuppfy täirffelvw whh. 1 told tun I was in an 
*nkti6Wn W*i$l, and would follow wherever he fcöutt 
fead Äe j but afted hitn if he was not afraid of the peo* 
J4e, äs he #** not of that conntf y ; he told me, as there 
fead been war* brt^veen thefn and his country for a£ 
fiflitog ttoeir neighböurs of Cdngo, he Was not cöncern- 
td Ibf anyrtiilchipf he fliould do theni or they him'j 
but, ftyi he, yon have a knife in your potket, and with 
%hat Tfre will cut two ftout clubs, and then follow me*, 
fear nothing. 

We foon cut our clubs, and mafching oft in the micfft 
©ffome fraall jhrubs, and a few fcattering trees, we 
law a little hovel, larger indeed, but worfe contrived 
than «n Englith hogfty, to which we boldly advanced # 
and Glanlepze entcnng firft, faluted an old npi who 
was lyitig on a parcel of ruflies. The man attempted 
to tun away r but Glanlepze ftopped him,, and Wc tiei 
£ a. 
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his hands and feet. He then fet up fueh a hideous howi, 
that had not.Qlanlepze.threatned to murder him, and 
prepartd to.do.it, .he Wtfuld have. raifed the whole vilr 
lageupon us j b.ntwc qujeted hin» and rumaging to 
find provifion, whfch was all we wanted", we by good 
luck fgied beft part.Qf a. gpat hanging up behind a large 
inat at the further endo/ the room. By this time in 
comes a woinan with two chiWrtm very fmall. This 
was the^ old maa's daughter* ahout fiye, and twenty. 
Glanjepze bound her ahg, and kid her hy the eld man> 
but the. two chUdren we fuffered tp lie untied. We 
then examined her, whct told us the oW man was her 
father, and that her hufband having killed a goat that- 
xnorning, wasgpne tocarry^ part o£k to his öfter ; that 
they had little or no com ; and finding we wanted 
vicluals, flie tpld us thejre wasajn earjhen pot.we.migh* 
fcoil fiuoe V the gpat in if. we. njeafeid^" 

'Hayikg naw feen* all that was to he ha<f,,we wer« 
going tomake up oiuv hundle, when a muletto very 
gejntty put his he^d into the. dooxway, him Glaniepze 
imnaediately feized, and bidding me fetch the grear 
matapd the goat's ßejh, he in themean time put along- 
*©pe he found fhere aboitf the beafVs neck,, and laying 
the. mat upon him, we pacted ud the goat's ßjtfk and 9 
little com in a calabafh fhell, and. then turning up the 
mat raund ahou*, ftswered it. together, and ovcr al^ 
we tied the earthen pot ; Glanlepze crying out at evey 
ty thing we loaded, //•// no.hutf to plunder. an enemy ; 

and fo we marqhed off.. 

» — 

I ow.N I had greater appi-ehenfiönsÄom this ad van* 
ture tHÄn 'from any, thing before ; for> fays I, if the 
woraus huiband retiyrns fa.on, or. if . fte or her fath.er 
can rereafe themfelves, jhey will raife the whole village 
upon us, and vre. are w unioiie,:.ßuf..Qlanl$pz.eJa.ughc4-: 
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tr me, faying, \ve had not an höur's walk ofot of the 
Angola domitiions ; and that the king of Gongo was afc 
war wilfc thetn, in helping the king of Leango, wfcofc 
fübject himfelf was ; and that the Angolans dürft not 
be feen out of their bcunds on that Üde the kingdom j 
for there was a much larger village of Congovians ih 
cur way, who would certainjy rife and deflroy them ** 
if they camein any nombers amongft them j and thongn 
(the war being carried on near the fea) the borders 
were quiet, yet, upon the leafl flhythe whole country 
wöuk! be in arms, tahikl we migjjt fetire through thfc 
Woods very fafely. 

Weh., tffe Inarthed "on asfaft'aswe eould atf the 
temainder of that day, tili moonlight, clofe by the fkirt * 
öf a long wöod> that we.might take flielter therein ff 
there fhbuld be occafion, and my eyes k were the befl 
part of . the way behind me ; but neither hearing or . 
feeing äny thtng to annoy us, and finding by the de- 
dlvity.of the ground we fhbuld foon be in fome piain 
or böttotn, and häve a chance of wat er for us all, and 
pafture for onr muletto, who was now become one of 
us, we would not halt tili we found a bottom to the 
hill, which in half an hour mbre we canie to,, and in 
fome minutes after to a rivuletof fine clear water, 
where we refolved to ipend the night. Here we faft-- 
ned our muletto by his cord to a ftake in the ground $ 
butperceivihg.him not. to have . fufficient ränge to fijl 
bis belly in before morning, we, under Glanlepze's dU 
f eclion/ cut feveral long flvps from the raat; and foak- * 
ing them well in water, twifted them into a very ftrong 
cord, .of : fujBcient length for thq purpofe* A^trow, 
having each of us brought a bündle of dry fallen fticks 
from the wood: with us, and gathered two dBfchree 
flints as we came along, we ftriick fife on my knife 
upon fome rotten wood, and boiled a good piece of 
£ 3 
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mir goat's ftefhj and having made fuch a meal'as -wt* 
had neither of us made for raany.months before>. wt 
laid us down and fiept heartily tjfi%p&tnm%*~ 9 

As foon as- day broke we packfcd tfip ööt g^pckf; >.'ÄnÄ 
filling our ealabafh with water, .we loaded our?muletto> , 
and got foirward very pleafantly that day, and feveral 
©thers folLowing>.and.had te telerable lodgjagb* 

About noonooe day, travelling witk great gjee^we 
rnet an adventure which very much daunted me, and 
had almoft put a ftop to my hopes of ever gettingvWhere 
I intended. We carae to a great river, whofe name I . 
have now forgot, near.a leagueover, tat Juli, andvef« 
peciaUy about the fhores, of large trees which had fall- 
en from the mountains, and been rolled down with the 
üoods, and lodged there ina fhockjng ,manner. This 
river Glanlepze told me we muft pafs. Eor my paf.t 
I ihr unk at the fight of ft, 4 and told him, if he c r ould go 
over, I would not defire to prevent his meeting with 
his family, but as for my fliare I had rather take my 
chance in the woods on this fide> than plunge myfelf 
into fuch a ftream, only for the Jake of drowning. O, 
•fays Glanlepze, then you cannot fwim. No, fays \, 
there i§ my misfortune. . Well, well, fays the kind 
Glanlepze, be of good heart, I'U have you over. He 
then bad ine go cut an armful of the talleft of the reeds 
that grew there near the Ihore, whilft he pulled up an- 
other where he then was, and bring them to him. The 
fide of the river floped for a good way with an eafy 
•defcent, fo that it was very fliallow where the reeds 
grew, and they ftood very clofe together, upon a large 
,compafe of ground. I had no fooner entered the reeds 
a few yards to cut fome of the longeft, but (being a- 
bout fcAee decp in the water and mud, and every fiep 
raifing- my feet very high, to keep them clear of the

roots which were raated together) I thought.I had trod 
upon a trunksof orae. of the» tree«, of -which, as I faid> 
there was fuch pjentyahereabouts ; and raifing.ray or 
ther foot to getthat.alib upon the tr.ee, ,as I-fancied it, 
I-found it move along with mc, upon which I .roared 
out, when Glanlepze, who was not far.fronxme, ima* 
.gining what .was the matter, cried out, leap off, .and 
run to fhore- to the, righ-L. I.knew not yet, what was 
the cafe, but did as l.was. bid* and gained the fhore. 
Looking back, , I .perceivecL the reeds fhakcaud ruftle 
all the, way , to the. fhore, Jby degrees, after me* I was j 
^terribly frigljtened, .and. ran . to Glanlepze, .who tlien / 
told me tiie danger I had eibaped, and that what I took 
for.a tree was certainly a Jarge- alligator, or croco* 
dile- 

MrWopd ranrchiü.withla me^at Hearing thename of 
füch a dang^rous cfeature ; .but . he had nofboner told 
.mewhat it was. than outxame the nioft hideous mon- 
iler I .had-'cver feen. . Glanlepze ran to fecure the niu* 
Jetto ; .and tken, taking the cord which had faitned 
Hirn, and tying it to each end of a brokefi arm of a 
tree that lay on the fhore, he marched up to the cro- 
.codüe without the leaft diünay,. and beginning near the 
tail« with one leg on one fide, and the other on the * 
other fide, he ftraddled over him, füll mending his 
pace as the beajlcrept forward, tili he came to lüs fore- 
feet | tten throwing the great logbefore his raouth^he 
.by the cord in his hand bobbed' it againft the creature's 
nofe, tili he gaped wide enough to have taken in the 
muletto ; then of a fudden jerking the wood between 
his jaws with all his force by the cord, he gagged the 
beait, with his jaws wide open up to his throat, fo that 
he copld neither make nfe of his teeth, nor fhut his 
mouth; He then threw. one end of the atyrd upon the 
ground, juft befiwe the creature's under jaw, which, a« 
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he by degrees crept along over it, came out behind lär- 
fore legs on the contrary ftde ; and ferving thc öther 
end in the fame raanner, he took up thoi'e ends and 
tied them over the creature's back, juft within bis fore 
legs, which kept the gag firm. in his mouth 5 and then* 
calling out to me, for I flood at a good diftance, Peter/. 
fays he,, bring me your knife ; Itrembled at going ftr 
near, für the crocodile was turning his head this way, .. 
and that very uneafy, and wanting to get to the river 
agaia, bur yet Lcarried it> keeping as much behind: 
him äs I could, ftill eyeing him which way he moved,^ 
and at- length tofled my knife fc near thät Glanlep20c 
could reach it ; and he, jull keeping behind the beaitV 
fore feet, and leaning forward, fitft. darted the knife. 
into one eye, and then into the other> , and immediäte— - 
ly leaping from his back 5 , came running to me. So Pe- 
ter, fays he,- 1: -have done the bufmefs« Ay ! buiinefs- 
enongh I think, fays r, and more than I wouid have 
done to have been king of» Congot Why Peter, fays--. 
he, there is nothing but^a man iriay compafa by refo-- 
ludon, . if he takes both ends of a. thing in his view at -j 
once, and fairlydeliberätes on böth fides what may be^- 
given and taken from end to end. What you have: 
feen me perform is only from a thorough notion IJiave^ 
of this beafr, and of inyfelf, how far each of us hath : 
power te acl: and counteraä upon the other> and duljr, 
applying the ineans. Btät, fays he, this talk will not*, 
carry us crofs the river 5 come>.here are the reeds 1* 
have pölled up, which I believe wilL be fufficieht with* 
out any more, for I wonld not.overload the muletto. . 
Why, fays I> is the moletta to carry th*m l No> they 
are to carry yoii, fays he. I can never ride upon thefev . 
fays I. Hüft, fays he, 1 will not lofe yon, never feai% 
Come, cut me a good toagh ftick, the length of theft 
reeds. Well, fays ly this is all conjuration ; bot I da 
jiot fee a fiep toVrards my getting over the river ycv 4 
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rtuiefs I am to ride the muletto lipon thefe reeds, and 
guide myfelf with the flick. I muH own Peter, fays 
he> you have a bright guefs» Sotaking an armful of 
the reeds, and laying them an the ground, now Peter, 
.fays he, lay that ftick upon thofe reeds, and tie them 

' tight at both ends. I dtd fb. Now Peter, fays he, 
lay yourfelf down npon them» I then laying myfelf 
on my back lengthwife upon the reeds, Glanlepze 

'Jbraghed heartily at rae, and turnthg ; me abuut, bronght 
.my hreaft npon the reeds at the heighth of my armpits ; 
jmd then takuig a handful of the reeds he had refef ved 
-fay themfelves, he laid thei» on my back, tying them 
to the bündle clofe at my (houlders, and* again at the 
ends« Now Peter, fays he, ftand up, which I did, but 
U was fnli as mach as I could do. I then feeing Glan- 
iepze laughing at the ügure I cut r defired him to be fe- 
j£ous> and not pnt me upoi* kfing my -lifo for a joke ; 
ibr I; could not think whut he would do bext with me, 
Mt bid me aever fear, and looking mbre foberly, ör- 
jdered roe to/walk to the river, and fo ftand juft within 
*he bank tili he carae $ then Ieading the muletto to m^ 
to, tied: meto her, ahont a. y ard from the tai), and ta^ 
Jung the cord, in bis band, led the:mnleuo and me into 
.the water.. We had not gone far before. my gnide be> 
gan tofwim ; then thfc. muletto and l \Vere yrefently 
chin deep, and Lexpe&ed nothing tut drowning evary 
jnoment; howeyer,.having!gone fa faf, I was aihamed 
to cry out ; when getting out of my depth, and my 
reeds coming,to their bearing,. up I mounted, and was 

xarried,on.with all the eaie imagjnahlc, ray coridn&or 
guiding us between tHe trees fo.dextproufly, that: not 
one accident.hap£ened to fcither of us all the way, and 
we arrived fafe on the.oppofiie.4hoxe«. 

. W;E had now got,into a very law, clofe, ^fwampy 
cauntry, and our goat's flelh t> e gari to be vcryitale 
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through the beat, not onry of the ftm, but the muletto's 
back i however, we pleafed ourfelves we fliould have 
one more meal of it before it was too bad to eat ; ft> 
having travelled about three miles from the river, we 
took up cur lodging on a little rifing, and tied cur ma- 
letto in a Valley about half a ftirlong bejow us, where 
he made as good a meaj in his way as we did in ours» 

We had. but juft fupped, and were faantering about 
to find the eafteß fpot to iteep on, when we faeard a 
ruiUing anda grumbüng notfe in a fmall ducket jafl tat 
oui' right, wbich feeniing to. approach.nearer and oeaiv 
er, Glanlepze rou&d hiia&lf» and was on bis leg« jüft 
time enougb to fee a Ikmefs, and a fmall whelp which * 
accompamed her, withra thirty yards of us, making tö* 
wards us, as we afterwaänfe güeffed, for the fake of 
the goat's Äefh, which. ndw fraek very ftrong* Gian*» ' 
Jepze<wbipf>«,d on the contfary. fide of the fire to that 
wäere* the goot's flefli lay, and feil to ktckingthe fire 
Abtut at a great rate* whkh icing-made oidry wöödy 
ranfed innutocrable fparks tofly about «us ; but the beaffe 
iiül appröaching in a couchant snanner, and ieizing the 
^ ribs of the-goat, and ocherbones, for we had only 1 etat 
«he ftefii of, and grurnhlitig and Cracking them Kke roK 
teti twigs 7 Gkmfepse fnatched up ä firebrand, flaming» 
in each band, and tnade towards them ; Which fight fo- 
terrified the treatures, that they Öed with great preci» 
jatafion to the thicket again. - 

GtANLßfrEB was a .little uneafy at the thoughts of* 
Ijuitting fö good a lodging as we had found, but yet 
Jield it beft to move farther ; for as. the lions had leffe 
the bones behind them, we muft expeft another vififc 
if we ftayed there, and could hope for no reit ; and a- 
bove all, we might poffibly lofe our muletto ;. fo wo 
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removed cur qüarters two miks further, wbere we 
flept w;kh great tranquillity. 

Rbflections on the nature of mankind have often 
aftonühed me. I told you at firft my thoughto concetn« 
ing prayer, in iny journey to Brutol, and of the bene* 
fit I received from it; and how fully I was eonvinced 
of the neceffity of it, which one would think was a 
ibffcient motive to ä reafonable creature to be conftant 
in it ; arid yet it is too true, that notwithftanding-t&e 
dhficulties I had laboured under, and hardfhips I had 
undergone, and the danger of ftarving at fea, or being 
murdered for food by my fellows, when there was as 
urgent a neceffity of begging divine affiftance ascart be 
eonceired, I never «>nce thought of k, or of the obje& 
of it, or returned thanks for my being delivered, tili 
the lionefs had juil left me ; and then 1 feit near the 
iame force erging me to retnrn thanks for my efcape, t 
as I had impelling me to prayer before ; and I think I 
did 1b with great fincerity. 

I shall not trouble you with aj-elation of the com- 

jnon accidents of our journey, which laüed two monthg 

and better, or with the different methods we ,ufed to 

get fübfiflance, but.fhail at once conduft you to Quamis : 

Only.mention, that we were fometimes obliged to go 

about ; and were once flopped by a cut that my guide 

and companion received jjy a r^gged ilone in bis foot, 

which growing very bad, almoit deprived me of the 

'hopes of his life j but by reft, and conilant fucking and 

• ücking it, which was the only remedy we bad to ap- 

ply, except greeii leavcs chewed, that I laid to it by his 

direclipn, to fcpple and cool it, he -foon began to be 

able to ride upon the muletto, and forottimes to walk 

, a little. 
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J[ s*Air, we arrived at Quamis,, a fmall place on a ri* 

ver of that narae, where Glanlepze had a neat dweüing, 

and left a wife and five chiidren when he went out to 

*%he wars. Wewere very near the town when the 

day clofed, and, as it is foon dark there after funfet, 

you -could but juft fee your hand at our entrance into 

it. We met nobody in the way, but I went directly 

to Glandlepze's door, by his direftion, and ihruck two 

or three flrokes hard againft it with my flick« On 

this. there came a woman to it ftark naked. I aiked 

her in her pwn language if (he knew one Glanlepze ? 

She told me, with a deep figh, -that'orice flie did. 1 

aiked then where he was*? She faid with their anee£ 

tors, Ihe hoped, for he was the gretfeft Mv-arrtoHn the 

World ; but ifhe was not dead, he was in flavery. Nowy 

you muft know, Glandlcpae had *a mind -to hear how ' 

his wife took his death or flavery, and nad put me np- 

on afking fhefe queftions before he difcovered himfeht 

l .proceeded then to teil her J brought fome news of 

Glanlepze, and was lately come from him, and by his 

order. And does my dear Glanlepze live, fays (he, 

flying npon my neck, and ahnoft fmothering me with 

careiles, tili I begged her to forbear, or (he would 

ftrangle me, and I had a great deal moire to teil her ; 

then ringiug for a light, when ihe fäw I was a white 

man, (he feemed in the utmoft confufion at her own 

nakec! ^efs, and immediately retiring, ihe tjirew a cloth 

round her waift, and came to me again. I then re- 

peated to her that her hufbaftd was alive and well, but 

wanted a ranfom to redeem himfeff, and had fent me 

to fee what die could any ways raife for «hat purpofe. 

She told me Ihe and her chiidren toad lived very hard- 

ly ever fince "he werit from her^ and (he Had nothing to 

feil, or make money of, but 'her five chiidren ; that as 

. this Was the time for the flavlng trade, ihe would fee 

1 what flie could raife l y them, and if that would not do, 
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%t would feil herfelf and fend him the moner> *f ke \ 
would let her knpw liow to do iu 

Gl anlbmpze, wlio heard every word thaft paflfed, 
*finding fo ftrong a proof of bis wife's affedtion, could 
hold out no longer, bot burfUng into the room, clafpefl 
her in his arras, crying, no, 7\iA' tArt ^r *<** *&** ™** &** * 
Harne, I am free § there wili'be no oceafiön for y cur er 
my dear children's (lavery s *nd rather thaniiaVe par- 
chafed ray freedom at that rate, I would wHMügly have 
«lied a flaire myfetf. But my own ears hare fceard *lie 
tender fenünrcnts my Zulika has Ibr me. Then, drown- 
<ed in tears of jqy, they embraced each %iher fe'ctefe, 
and fo long, that I thought it impertinent to be feen 
with them tili their firft tranfports were wer ; £ol re- 
tired without the houfe, tili Glanlepze called sie in, 
which was not lefs than füll halfen hour. I admired at 
ilie love and conftancy of the perföns I had jnft left 
behind me ; and, good heaven, thinks I to myfelf, with 
a figh, how happy has this our efcape rendered Glan- 
lepze and his wife ! what a mutual felkky do they feel ! 
And what is the caufe of all this ? Is it that he has 
brought honie great treaftres from the wars ? Nothing 
like it, he is eome naked. Is it that having efcaped 
flavery and poverty he is returned to an opulent wife, 
abounding with the good things of life ? No fach thing« 
What then can be the eaufe of this excefs of fatisfac- ; 
tion, this alternate joy, that Patty and I coold not have 
been as happy with each other ? Why, it was my pride 
that int erpofed and prevented it. But what am I like 
to get by it, and by all this travel, and thefe hazards > 
Is this the way to make a fortune, to get an eflate ? 
No furely, the very contrary. I could not forfooth 
labour for Patty and her children where I was known, 
but am I any better for labouring here where I am not 
khown, where I havc nobody to affift me, than I couM 
* F 
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have been where I am known, and where therewmild 
have been my friends about me> at leaft, if they could 
have afForded no great affiftante. I have been deceived 
then,^md have mivelled fo many thoufasd miles, and 
aindergone fo many dangers, only to know al lall I had 
been bappier. at home 5 and have doubled my mifery 
for want of .xonfideration, that v«ry confideration, 
.which, impartially taken, would haveconyjßced me i ' 
ought to have made the beifc of my bad -rircumffchices, 
and to have laid hold of every commendable method of ] 
improving them« Did I eome hither to %void daily la- 
bour or voiuntary fervitude at home.? I have had it in 
^ abundance. Did I come hither to avoid poverty and 
contempt ? Htre I have met with them tep fold. And 
now, aftcr all, was I to return home empty and naked, 
as Glanlepze has done, ihpuld I meet a wife as bare as 
jmyfeif fo ready to die in my embraces, and to be a 
üave herfelf* -with her children, for my fake only l I 
' fear not. ' 
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These and the like refle&ions had taken poßeifioti 
of me, when Glanlepze called me in> where 1 found 
his wife, in her manner, preparing our lupper, with 
all that cheerfulnefs which gives a true luitre to inno- 
cence. 

Tas buftle we made had by tliis time awaken#d the 
xhildcen, who, itark, naked as they were born, both 
boys and girls, came crawüng out, and black as je«, 
frora behkid a curtain at the fnrther end of the room, 
which was very long- The father as yet had only en- 
quired after them, but upon light of them he feil into 
an extafy, kiffing one, ftroakiftg another, dandltng a 
third, for the eldell was fcarce fourteen j but not one 
of them knew him, for feven years makes a great 
chafm in young memories. The more I (aw of thi* 
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fport, the ftronger impreffions Patty and my o^n child- 
ren made upon nie. My mind had been fo nrach cm- 
ployed on my own diftrefles, that thofe dear ideas were 
almoft efFaced ; but this moving fcene introdaced them 
stfrejh, and imprinted thera deeply on my imagination, 
which cherühed the fweet remembrance. 
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Hov) the author paßed his time with Glanlepze ; his ap» 
quaintance with fime Eng/iß pri/oners ; they proje& 
an efcape ; he joins them ; they fetze a Portuguefeföipj 
and get off; make a long run from /and; wafit-water} 
they anchor at a defart ifland ; the hat goes aßhrefor 
water ; they /oje thelr anchor in. a ßorm ; the author 
aud one Adams drove tofea ? a miraculous paßage ta 
a rock ; Adants drowned there ; the author 9 s mißrat U 
condition. *. 

T PASSED my time with Glanlepze and his wife, wha 
** both really loved me, with fufBcient bodily quiet* 
fof about two years ; my bufinefs was chiefly, in Com- 
pany with my patron, to cultivate a fpot of ground 
wherein we had planted grain and neceffaries for the 
family j and once or twice a-week we went a-fühing^ 
and fometimes hunted and fiiot venifon. Thefe were 
our chief eroployments ; for as to excurfions for. flaves, 
which is a praclice in many of thofe countries, and 
what the natires get money by, fince our own .flavery, 
Glanlepze and I töuld not enüure it. 

. Thouch I was tolerably eafy in my external cir- 

cumßances, yefemy mind hankering after England made 

P 1 
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my Kfe' ßiü unhappy ; and tfcat infelicity daily encrea* 
fed, as I faw the lefs probability of attaining my de* 
fire. At length heartng of fome European failors wb«r 
werc under confinement fjpr contrabaad trade at a For- 
tuguefe fort, about two leagues from Quamis, I refo& 
ved to go to fee them, and if any of them fhould be 
Englifh, at leail to enquire after my native country. I 
went, and fbund two Dutchmen, who had been faüers. 
Irr Britüb pay fereral years, three Scotchmen, anfrift- 
«aan, and live Englifhmen ; but äff had been long in 
EnglHh merchants fervice. Tbey weise taken,, as they 
to!d ine, by a Portuguefe refTel, together with their 
fhip, as a Butch prize, under pretence of contraband 
trade« The captain was known to be a Dutchmani 
tfeough he fpoke good Engliih, and was then in Engüfh 
^ay, and his veffet Engliih. : Therefore they would 
ljtave it tbat he -was a Dutch trader, and fo feized hia 
Aip in tfco harfcovur, with the prifcners in iu The cap- 
tain, who was on {höre with feveraj of bis men* was 
threatned ro be laid in irons if he was taken, which o- 
fcliged htm and his men to abfcond, and fly oyer land 
to an Englifii faftory for aifiilance to recover his fltip 
and cargo ; being afraid to appear and claim it amongft 
fo many eneipies^ without an additional force. Tbey 
had been in confinement two months, and their ffiip 
confifcated and iold. In this miferable condition I left 
them, but returned once or twice a-week, for a fort* 
night or three weeks, to vifit them. Thefe inftances* 
«f regard, as they thought them, created fome confi- 
dence in me, fo that they convcrfed with me very free« 
ly. Amongft other difcourfe, they told me one day 
that one of their crew, who went with the captain* 
had been taken ill on the way, and bemg unable to. 
proceed, was returned ; but as he taJfced good Pcrtu« 
guefe he was not fufpe&ed to helöng to them ; and. 
. tbathc had been to vifit them,,. and would. he therc a- 
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gain that ctey. ^ I had a mind to fee him,' fo flayed 
Ibnger tlian I intended, and in about'an hour's time he 
came. . After he was feated, he afked who I was ; and, 
privatefy, if I might be trufted. Being fatisfied I.roightj 
fcr that 1 was a Cornißi man, he began as follows, 
iookmg narrowly about to fee he was not overheard : 
My lads, fays- he, be of good courage, I have hopes 
for you ; ^)& but men, and we fliall fee better days*yeti 
I wondered to what this preface tended, when he told 
hs, That fince bis return from the captain, as he fpoke 
good Pbrtugnefe, and had failed on board Portuguefe 
traders feveral years, he mioced among that people, 
and particularly- the crew of the Del Cruz; the fliip 
whieh had taken them ; that that ßiip had partly un* 
loaded, and was taking in other goods for a future voy* 
age ; that he had informed himfelf. of their ftrength> 
and that very feldom more than three men and two 
boys lay on board ; that he' had hired himfelf to the 
captain, and wasto go on board the very next day. 
Now, fays he, ray lads, if yoti can break prifon any 
night aftei* to^morrow, and comtf directly te the fhip> 
(telling them how fhe lay, for, fäys he, you can not mif» 
take, you will find two onthrfce boatsmoored in the 
gut againft the church) I will be ready to receive you> 
knd wc will get off with Her, in Heu of our ihip they 
haye taken 'from us ; for there is rrething ready to foU 
l©w us, 

The prifdners Hftned * to this difcourfe very atteni 
tlvely, but fcratched tneir heads, fearing the difficulty 
of it, and feveferufage if they mifcarried, and made 
feveral objeftions ; bnfarlaft theyalf fwore to attempt 
it the night but oite' follöwing, upon which* the failor 
went away, to prepare for their reception on* board; 
After he was gone lTurveyedhis fcheme attentively iix 
my ownmihd, . and fotmd it not' fo-difiTcirit as I firft i

tnagined, if the* prifoners could but efcane cleverty; 
So before I went away I told them Lapproved of their 
purpofe, and as I was their countryman, I was refol*- 
ved, with their leaves, to rilk my fortonc with-. thcra. 
At this they feemed mtich pleafed,. and all embraoed 
nie. " We then ftxed the pereroptory night, and I was 
to wait at the water fide, and g«t. the boats in readi* 
neft. 

Tbe prifon they were in war a Portugueft fort> 
which had becn deferted ever fince ttie bmlding a much 
better on the other fide of the river, a gunihot lower. 
It was buik with walls too tbick for naked merr to ltorm ; 
the captives were fecurely locked up every night, and 
two foldiers, or centinefcs, kept watch in an outer room, 
who were relieved from the main guard in tke body of 
the building. 

The expe&ed night arrived, and a little before 
midnigbt, zß had Been concerted, one of the prifoners 
iried out* he was to parched up, he was on fire, he 
was on fire. The ctntinels were both afleep, but the 
firft that waked caDed at the door to know what wag 
the matter $ the prtfbner Mi cryisg out I am on fire, 
the reft begged the centinel to bring a bowl of water 
ioe. bim, for they knew not what ailed ^im. 

Thb good natured fellow, without waking his com- 
panion, brought the water, and having a lamp in the 
guard-roont, ©pened tke door, when the prifoners fei- 
zing hiaarras, and commanding him to ßknee, bound 
his hands behind him, and bis feet together ; then fer- 
ving the other in the fame manncr, who was now juß 
awake, and taking from them their fwords and muf- . 
quets, they piade the beft of their way over the foft 
wall, whiety bting built with baureifes on the infide^ 
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was eafily furtnounted. Being gotout, they were not- 
long a fihding ouo, wbohad before this time' made tbe* 
boats ready r and was itnpatiexitly . waiting fop. tbem ; 
fo in \ve alF got> and made good fpeed to the fbjp,. 
wbere w* were. welcomed by aw companio« readyta 
receive us. ■ 

UNDER'pr»fcence ©flbeingia new entered iaüorj be 
had carried Tome Madeira wine oh board, and tr^ated 
the raea and boys f© ffeely, thathte had thrown.tbeqa 
iato a dead fleep, which was a wife precaution» Tberc 
berng now therefore no fear of difturbante nor inter- 
ruptien; we drew up tbe boats, and fet all hands at 
work to putnhe fhip-under way, and plied it fo clofely, 
tbe wind favouring ps, that;»by*eieven o'clock tbe ne*t 
morhing we were out of iighfc of länd ; but we fet tbe 
men and boyg adrift in one of tbe boats nigh tbe mouth 
"of the river. 

The firft thing we did, after we bad made a long 
xun from ihore, was to confult wbat courfe to (teer. 
New %% tbere was a valuable loading pn boardof goods 
Jrora Portugal, and otbers taken in fince, fome gaye 
their opinion for faüing directly to India, felling tbe 
ftip and cargo tbere, and returning by fome Engtüb 
veffeh But tbat was rejeäed ; for we did not doubt 
but notice would be given of oür efcape alotig tbe 
coaft ; • and if we ihould fa$l into tbe Portuguefe hands, 
we eonid expeft fio raercy ; befides, we had not peo» 
pifc fttäkient for fueb an euterprife. Otbers again were 
ior faüing the dire&eft courfe for England. But I told 
them, as cm opUnpns were dtfertnt, and no time was 
to be loft, my advice was, to ftretch foutbward tili we 
night be quite out of fear of purfoit, and then> what» 
©rer courfe we took, by keejung clear of all coails we 
j&ightihope to com* fafe off. 
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Mt propofal feemed to $eafe the whole är&w ; ft 
orowding alf tue failwe could, we puffied fbuthward' 
very briikly bcfore the wind for feveral days. We uovr 
went opon examfnihg ©nr ftores,. antl found we had 
. fiuur enofigh, ple'my of fifft, and fair pr ovifions, but 
were fcant of wat«| and wood ; of the "firft whereof 
therc was not halfa ton, and but very little of the lat- 
ter. This-made us very tineaTy ; and being none of 
us expert in navigarion, farther than the common work* 
ing of rhe flrip, and having n© chart on board that- 
'xnight direkt es to die neareft land, we were ahnoft at 
,our wit's end, andcame tcr a fhort allowaace of liquon« 
.That we muft get Vater, if we could was ihdifputable, 
• but where to do it puzzled us ; as we had determined 
not to get in with the African &ore on any. account* 
wjiatever; 

lv this perplexity, and'under the gnidaace of differ* 
ent qpinions, for we were alhcaptains now, we fome- 
times fteered eaftward, and fometimes weftward, for 
•about irine days ; wHen we efpied a ffttle bluüh cloud* 
ftke appearance to the S; W. This continumg, we ho»- 
ped it mighrbe lamd, andtherefore made to k Upoa 
our nearer approach we found it to be as we judgedy 
an ifländ ; but jiof knowing its name, orwhether it 
was inhabited, we coafted round it two days> to fatisfjr 
ourfelves as to this lanV particukn Seeing no Irving 
oreäture on irduring that time, aird the fhore being - 
T©ry brofoen, we came to»an anchor about- two miles 
fröm ih andfentten*of our crew in our beA boat, witlr^ 
fome cafks, to get water and cutwood.- The boat re» 
turned at night with fix men and the caiks filled, ha* 
Ving ieft fbur behmd to go on with the cutting of wood 
againft next day. Accordingly next morning the boat? 
went off again, and sna4e two turns with water and 
wood before night j which was repeated for two or 
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three days after. On the fixth. ßie went off for wood 
only, leaving none but me and one John Adatfs abqanL 

The boat bad fcarce reacbed the ifland tfcis Jaft turn 
before the day overcaft, and th^re arofe fuch a ftorn* 
of wind, thnnder, lightiiing^ and hail, as I had never 
before feen. At laft oür cable broke clofe to the an- 
cho*> and away WitTtrt wrtbibe wind, füll fouthward 
by Igeft > aQ d not having ftrength to keep the ftip upon 
a fide wind, we were forced to iet her head. right be« 
fore itj' and, let her drive. Our hope was evcry hour 
the üorjn would abate, but it continued with equal vio- 
Jence for nlanjr days, during aB whkh time neither Ar .* 
dams or I had any reft ; for, one or. other of us was for* 
ced, and foraetimes both, to keep her rigbt before the 
wind, or fhe would certainly have overfet. When the 
ffcorm abaied» as it did by degrees, neitber Adams or 
I coujd teil where we were* <w evea in what part «£ 
the world. , 

I was forry I had no better a Grilor with me, fbr nel- 
tfter >Ad|£* or niyfelf had ever made roore than one 
Toyage tIBSow, fo that we were both unacquainterf with 
thelatkvde, and fcarce knew the «fr of the ccunpafs to 
any purpefe ; and being out of alfhope of ever reachu» 
ing the hland to our companions, we neither knew 
which way to freer, or what to do. And indeed had 
we known where we were, we two only conW not? 
have been able to navigate the ftip to any part we deV* 
fired ; or ever get to the ifland, unlcft flieh a win<l*as 
we had before wonld of.itftjf luve driven us thither. 

WhWst we were eonfiderrog day after day what 
to do, though the fea was now very cahn and froooth, • 
the flrip feemed to fail at as great, a rate as before, 
wJuch we attributed to the velgciry fhe,had acquired by 
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the ftorm, or to currents tfiat had^ fet that way by the 
violence of the winds; Contenting ourfelves with this, 
we expected all fpon to be right again ; and as we had 
ho profpect of ever feeing our companions, we kept 
the beft look out we could, tofee for any veffel Co- 
ming that courfe which might take us in, and refolved 
to reft all our hopes upon that, 

When we had failed a good while after tliis man* 
ner, we knew not whether, Adams called out, 1 fec 

' Iänd. My heart leaped within me for jöy, and we 
hoped the current that leemed to carry üs ip fäftfet in 
for fome iflands or rivers that Tay befbre us, Bnt ftill 
we were exceedingly puzzled at the flüp r s making fiicn 
way ; and the nearer and nearer we approached the 
Jand, which was now very vifible, the more fpeed the 

\ fliip made, though there was no wind fttrring. We 
had but juft time to think on this unexpecled phaeno- 
menon, when we found, that what we had' taken för 
land was a rock of an extraordinary height, tO'Whkäi, 
as we ad vanced nearer, the fhip encreafed its mqtion, 
and all our ftrength could not make her anftfer her, rud- 
der any other way. This put us under the apprehen- 
fion of ßeintg dafhed topieces immediately ; and in lefs 
than half an hour I verily thought my fears had 'not 
been groimdlefs. Poor Adams told me he would try 
when the, ihip druck if he could leap upon the rock, 
and ran to the head for that purpofe ; but 1 was fo 
fearfuL of feeing my danger, that I ran under hatches, 
refolving to fink in thefbip. We had no fooner part- 
ed, but I feit fo violent a fhock, that I verily thought 
the fhip had brought down the whole rock upon her, 
m and been thereby daflied to pleccs, fo that I never more 
expecled to fee the light. 

I lat under this texror for at. leaft half an howy 
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> waiting the fhip's either fiUing with water or bulging 
every moraent. ßut finding neither motion in her,, or 
any water rife, or the leaft noife whatfoever, I venr 
tured with an aching heart from my retreat, and ftple 
Hp the hatchway as if aji enemy had been on tfcck* 
peeping fi/ft one way then another. Here nothing 
prefented bat confufion ; the rock hung over the hatch- 
way, at aböut twenty feet above my head, our fore- 
maft lay by the board, the maiumaft yardarm was 
down, and greai part of the mainmaft fnapped off with 
it, and almoft every thing upon deck was difplaced. 
This fight feocked me- exxreraely ; and calling for A- 
dauis, in whom I hoped * to find forae comfort, 1 was 
too foon convineed I had loft him. 
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TVilhns thinks ofdsftroying himfelf ; hisfoliloguy ; ßrang* 
accident in the hold ; his furptife ; cannot climb the 
rock ; his rttethod to ßveeten his water ; trxrts Pßany 
months on hard ; venture* to fea in his hat Jeveral 
iimes t and takes many fiflj ; is aimoft overcome bj 
an eeL 

A FTER I had ftood a while in the utmoil confufion 
•** of thought, and my fpirits began to be a little 
compofed, I was refolved to fee what damage the bull 
of the Ihip had received. Accordingly Ilooked narrow- 
ly, but could find none, only flie was imraoveably fix- 
ed in a cleft of the rock, like a large arch-way, and r 
there ftuck fo faft, that though upon fathoming 1 could 
find no bottom, flie never moved in the leaft by the 
v/orking of the water. 
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I now began to look ujjpn Adams as a happy man, 
tei&g delivered by immediate death from fuch an h*. 
vfttricable fcene of diftrefs, and whhed myfelf with him 
ft thoufand times. Ihad a great mind to have follow- 
cd him into the other world % yet, I know not how Jt 
is, tbere is fomething fo abhorrent to human naturc in 
felf-murder, be* one'scondition what 1t will, tthat 'I -was 
foon determlned 011 the cqntrary fide. Now agäin I 
perceived that the Almighty bad givemne a largcfidd 
to äxpatiate in lipon the trial of his ereatares, by bring- 
•ing them into imminent dangers ready to overwheiai 
them, and at the fame time, as it were, banging ont 
# the jlagof tmce-and mercy to them. Thefe thoughts 
brought nie" to my kifees, and 1 poured out my foul to 
God, in a ftrain of humiliation, refignation to his wiU, 
and earneft petitions für deliverance, or fupport in this 
diftrefs. Having finiflied, I found myfelf in' a more 
compofed frame ; fo having eateh a bifcuit, and drank 
a can of wäter, atid notieeing «iy thing to be done 
whereby I could better my condition, I fat me down 
upon the deck, and feil into the föllowing foliloquy« 

Pete«, fays I, what have you to do bere? Alas, 
reply • d I to myfelf, I am äxed againft my will in this w 
difmal manfion, deftined, as ,rats might be, to devour 
the provifions orily, and, having eat all up, to perifh 
with hunger for want of a fupply. Thcn, fays I, of 
what ufe are you in the world, Peter ? Truly, anfwer- 
ed I, of bo other ufe that 1 can fee, bot to be an ob- 
jecl of mifery for divine vengeance to work upon, and 
to fhew wbat a deplorable ftate human nature can be 
reduced to : For I cannot think any one elfe can be fo 
wretched. And again, Peter., fays I f what "have yon 
been doing ever fmce you catne into the world ? I am 
afraid, fays I, I can anfwer no better to this queftion 
than to either of the former 1 for if only reafonabie ac- 
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*kms arte to be reckoned among my d oing s. I am füre 
I havc done little wörth fecordiiig. i£pr, lct ine Tee 
What it all amounts to** I fperit my firft fixteen years , 

in making a fbol of my mother ; my three next m iet- ]/ 
%ing her raake a fool of me * and- in being fooi enough 
myfelf to get me a wife and two chÄdren beftfre 1 was 
twenty. The next year Was fpent in Unding out the 
siifery of fiavery from experfente» Two yeafs more 
I repined at the happinefs of my benfcfa£bor-, *and at * 
Unding it was not ray Jjt to enjoythe fame, This 
year is not yet fpent, end how raany more are to 
come, and where they may be paded, and what they 
may produce, requires a better head than mine -even 
to goefs at ; bat certakily tny prefenrtittiation ieerns td * ' 
promife nothing befide woe and mifery. Bot hold a * a 
Kttle, fays I, and let me cleariy Äate my «wn wretch- 
ednefs. I am here, k is true, bot for any good I have 
ever done, ©r any advantage l have reaped in other • 
places, I am as well hefft* as any where» I have no 
prefent want of food, or unjaft or cruel enemy to an» 
noy me ; fo as long as the ihip continues entire> and s 
provifions laft, I fhall do tolerably. Then why Ihould 
I grieve.or terrify myfelf about what may come ? What 
niyfrighted Imagination fuggefts may perhaps never 
Lappen ; deliverance, though not to be looked for, is 
y? t poflible ; and my future fate may be as different 
from my prefent condition, as tlüs is from the hopes 
with which I lately flattered myfeifc And why, *fter 
all, may I not die a natural death here as well as any 
where ? All maiikind do die, and then there is an end 
of all« » »A n endiofaU, didlfay, — no, there is ferne. 
*thing within that gives me the He when I fay fa. Let 
me fee,— — death, my matter ufed to fay, is not an* 
end, but a beginning of real life. And may it not be 
f© ? — May I not as well undergo *. chahge from this to 
a different flate of life, when I leave this #orld, as be

Ir ran in my pate fevÄ^days, and t dürft upon no" 
äccount have gone intonie hold again, though my 
whole fupport had lain there ; tiäy, it even fpoiled my 
teft, för fear föfnething tragical fiiould befal me, of 
which this ämäzing incident was an omen. 

Aboüt ä week after, as I was fhifting myfelf, for I 
had not taken my cloaths off fince I tarne there, and 
putting on a new pair of fhoes which I found on board, 
my own being very bad, taking out my iron buckles, 
1 laid one of them upon a broken piece of the maft that' 
I fat upon, when, to my aftottifhment, it was no foon- 
er out of my hand, but up it flew to the rock, an^ 
fhick there. I could not teil what to make of it ; bujt 
was forry the devil had got above deck. I then hekfr 
feveral other things, one after another, in my hand* 
and laid them down where I laid the bttekle, but?no- 
thing ftirred, tili I took out the fellow J^f tkat from the 
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fhbes 5. when lctting it.go,'. away it jumped »Hb to ffce. 
rock.. 

I muskd on tbefe phamomena t for fome time/aml 
could not forbear calling upon God taprote& me froUi 
the devil, wha mult,, as Lmiagined, have, a hand in 
fuch uaaccQuntable things as they then feemed to mq* 
But. at. length. reafon,£ot th« better of thefe fcolifh apr 
prehenfions, and 1 began to think there, might be forae 
natural, caufe of them, and next to be *ery defirous <rf/ 
finding it out. In order t*> this I fetabout making e^> 
perimtnts, to try what woteld run to tbe rock, and? 
what would hoju I wen* uito tbe captain's cabbin, and 
opening a cupboard, of which the key. was in the door, 
Ftook out a pipe, a bottle, a pocket-book, a filver 

^3oon> a.teacup, 4rc and laid tberoiucceflively neay 
the rock, when none ©f them anfweced ; but the key 
which 1 had brought out of the cupboard on my finger 

> dropping off while I was thus cmployed, no fooner it 
was djfengaged, but av a y it went to it.. After that.l 

. trieft WveraL other. pieces of iron war^e with tbe lik.e 
'(hcceß. ' UpQii this, and the needle of my compaß 
•ftanding ftirf to the rock, I concluded % that this fame 
j»ock contained great quantity of loadftone, or waa it-. 
felf öne vaft magnet, and that our lading of iron was 
the caufe of the, ihip*s viplent courfe thereto* which I 
mentioned before. 

f 
Töis quifca fatisfled me as to my notion of fpirits^ 
and gave me a more. undifturbed night's reft than I had 
had before ; fo that, now^. having. nothing to affright 
me, T pafled the time tolerably well in my folitude, as* 
it grew by degrees familiär to me.. 

I had oftlh wiflied it had been poffible for- me to 
chmb the rflcJsf but it. was fp fmoath* in many pkcoau 
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and craggy in others, and overhänging, continningjiift 
the fame to the rxght and left of me as far as ever I 
could fee, that frona the impoilbility of it I difchatged 
all thoughts of fuch an attempt. 

I h ad now lived on board three mcnths, and per- 
ceived the days grow ftorter and fhorter, 'tili, having 
löft the fim for a little time, they were quite dark :' 
That is> there was no abfolwte daylight, or indeed yU ^ 
ßMe diftin&ton between day and night ; though it Was 
never fo dark bat Ixould fee weH enough upon deck to 
go atatot* 

What ; now corieerned me the moft was my water, 
whick began to grow very bad (though I hau plenty of 
ii) and unfavoury, fo that I could fcarce drink it, but 
bad no pf ofpe»5t of better. Now and then indeed it 
fnowed a. little, which I made fome ufe x>f ; but this 
was far fr om contenting , me* Hereupon I -l>e^an to 
contrive, and having. nothing ehe to do, I fet two open 
veifels upon deck, and drawing water from the hold, I' , 
filled one of my vefTels, r.nd Ietting it ftand a day and 
ä night, I poured it into the other, and fo fliifted it e- 
very twenty-foür hours ; this, I foundj though it did 
not bring; it to the. primitive tafle, and render it al^o- ^ 
gether palatable, was neverthelefs a great help to it, 
by incorporanng the freih air with it, fo that it became 
Very potable : And this: method I conftantly ufed with 
my drraking water, fo lotig u as I ttayed on board the 
Aap. 

It had nowbeen fhärp weather fo'r föme time, and 
tne cold ftill increafitig, this put 4 me upon rumaging the 
fhip fiirther'than ever I thought'to do before ; w-hen o* ' 
pening a little cabbin ünder deck,' I found a large car- 
go of fine French brandy,- a great many bottles, and 
G 3 
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.fome fmall' caffcs of Madeira wine, with diverrcordiar 
waters, Having tafted thefe, and taken out a bettle or 
two, ©f brandy, and fome Madeira, I locked up myv 
door, and looked no faether thatitime* 

Tax nextday L enquired intaroy provifions; and. 
fome of my fleih having foaked out the pickle^ I made 
frelh picjde > .and clofied it/up again. Lthat day alfo 
found. feveral cüeefes cafed up in lead,.one of which 
I then qpened and dined upon; but what time of day 
or night it. was when L eat this meal h could not telL 
i found a great many chefls well füled, and one or two 
v of tools, which fome years after ftood nie in a very, 
good ftead, though I did not expeel they would ever 
be of that fervice when I.firft raet with them. 

In this manner I.fpent my time tili L began to fee 
broad dayiight again,. which cheared me greatly. I had ■/ 
been ofteji put in hopes, during the. dar k feafon, thati 
*Jhips were Coming towards nie, and that Iihould once 
more have the converfation of mankind;*for I'had, by 
the fmall glimmering, feen many- large bodies, to my 
thinking, move at a little diftance from me, . and parti- 
cularly tpward the rerappearing % of the.lights but tho* 
I hallowed as loud as I could, and often foed my gun, 
I never reeeived an anfwer. 

Wh em the Hght returned my days increafed in pro- 
.portion as they had before decreafed ; and gathering 
comfort from that, I determined to Iaunch my fmall boat, 
and to coaft along the ifland, as I judged it, to fee if it 
was inhabited, and by whom: I determined alfo to 
make me fome lines för fifhing, and carry my gun, to 
try for other game, if I found a place for landing : For 
though I had never fince my arrival feen a fingle living 
j^ creature but my cat, except infects, of which tigere 
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.w«re many in- the water, and in the air> befbre the 
4ark weather, and then began to appear again * yet 1 
could not but think tkere wcre both birds andbealls to 
be merwiths. 

Upon launching my boafr L perceived fhe was very 
leaky, fo Llet her fihVand. continue thus a w*ek or 

. more, to ftop. heroracks; then getting fc dowii the fide 
of myftip, LfcoopecJ her quxte dry, and föund her ve- 
ry fit. for ufe ; fe putting on board naygun, lines, branr- 
dy bottle,,and a cioaths cheft fer a feat, with fome 
little water, and provifions for. a week, Lonce more 
committed myislf to the fea,,having taken all the Ob- 
servation L could to gain my fhip again, if anyaccident 

_ ihould happen.; though Lrefblved,.uppu.ne account, to 
quit fightiofcthe* rock willingly.. 

Ii h A© not* rowed very long before I thought * I faw" 
an ifknd to my right, about a league diftant, to which 
Lindkiedto ftear röy cowfe^ the fea being very calm ; 
-bot upon ; furveying it*nearer, I found it only a great 
oake of ice, about forty yards»high above the water* 
andTa.mile or two in length. I then i^ncluded, that 
what I?had Wore taken for fhips wer e only thefe lumps 
of ice. Being thus difappointed as to my ifland, I made 
what hafte I could back to the rock again, and coafted 
^aft of its circumference ; but^though I had gone two 
er three leagues of its circuit, the profpecl: it aifforded 
was juft the fame. 

I then tried my Jines, by faflnhig feveral very long 
ones, made öf the log line, to the fide of the boat, bait- 
ing them with feveral different baits, but took only oue 
filh of about four ponnds weight, very much refembling 
a haddock, part öf whtch I drefled for my fupper, af- 
ler my return to the fliip, and it proved vety göod. 
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Towards evening I retaroed tomy hörne, as I m*y 
call in 

The nevt day I made a voyage on the other fide 
of the rock r though but to a fmall diilance from the 
fliip, with intent only to fiffi, but took nothingi I had 
then a mind to victual my boat, or littie cruizer, aad 
pnepare myfelf for a voyage of two or three days;- 
which Lthooght I might fafely undertake, as I hadne— 
} ver feen a {roubled fea fince I came to the ifland *> for 
~~though Iheard the wind often roarifig over my head,. 
yet it coming.always from the land-fide, ituever di»- 
fturbed the water near fhore. I fet out the fame way. 
I went at firft, deßgmng to failtwo or three days out,- 
and as many home again ; and refblved, if poffible, to 
fathom the depth as Lwent* . Wiib this vitw I prepa— 
red a very long line, with a large fliot tied ia a rag atr 
the end of it by way of plummet ; bot I feit no-ground 
until the fecond night« Hie next morning I came into- 
thirty fathom water, then twenty, then fixtcen. Ia? 
both tours I couid percefve&o abatenaentaa tbeheigHi 
» or fteepnefs of the rock* 

In about fourteen fathom water I dropped my linesf , 
and lay by for an hour or two. - Feelixlg feveral jars as , 
I fat on my cheft in the bo^t, I was füre I had caught i; 
foroewhat ; fo pulling up my linee fucceffively, I brought { 
firft a large eel^.near fix feet long, and almoß as thkk 
as my thigh, whofe mouth, throat, and fins were of a- 
fine fcarlet, and the belly as white as fhow 2 He- was- 
fo ftrong while in the water, and weighty, I Jia^d irroch 
ado to get him into the boat, and then had a harder 
jobb to kill him s for though (having a hatchet with me- 
to cut wood, in cafe I met with any landing-place) I . 
chopped off his fcead the moraent I had him on board, 
yet he had feveral times after that liked to have brokf 
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my legs, and beat me orerboard, before I had quite 
taken his life from him ; and had I not whip'd off bis 
tail, and alfodivided bis bödy into two or three pieces/ 
- . I could not have maftered him. The next I pulled op 
was a thick fifli like a tench, but of anoeher colour and 
»roch bigger. 1 drew up feveral others, flat and long 
$01, tili .1 was tired with the fport, and thcn I fet out 
fijf the fhip again, which I reached the third day. 

Dvring -this whole time I had but one fliot, and that 
frw as I came homeivards, at a treature I faw upon a 

-bigh crag of the rock, which I fired at with balJ, fear- 
iflg that my fmail fliQt would not reach it. The animal 

. being mprtally wounded, bounded up, and came tumb*. 
ling down the rock very near me. I picked it up, and 
found it to be a creature not much unlike our rabbits* 
but with Porter ears, ä longer tail, and hoofed like a 
.- -kid/ thougtllt haTd the perfecl fluck of a.rabbit. I pnt 
it into my boat f to contemplate on when I arrived at 
the ihip, and plyiog my oars, got faft, as I faid, on the 
third day. 

I m ad» me a lire to eoök with as foon as I had got 

nay cargp out of the boat into my fliip, but was under 

debate which of my dainties to begin upon. I had 

fömetimes a mind to have broiled my rabbit, as I call* 

ed it, and boiled fome of my fifli, but, being tired, I 

feung up my flefh tili the* next day, and boiled two or 

three forts of my fiib, to try which was beft. I knew 

not the nature of moft of them,. fo I boiled a piece of 

my eel to be füre, judgihg that», however I might like 

\ the othersjt I fhouW certainly be able to make a good 

meal of that. Th» vanety being ready, I took a little 

of my oil out of the hold for fäuce, and fat downto my 

l 'meal as fatisfied as an emperor. But upon tafting m£ 

\ Äveral: meiTes,. though die eel was rather richer. thaa 
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the fftiaHer fiihes, jtet the ethers wert mfl fi> gdod, T 
gave them the preference for that titne, and kid by 
the reft of the eel, and. of the other üfli, tili the nent 
day, when I falted them fdr future rpending. 

I keft now a whoje.weekor more athome, to k>ok 
further into the contents of the fhip, bottle off a cafc 
of Madeira which I found leakiug, and to cofifome my 
new ilores of fiih and flefli, which being fomewhat ftale 
when firfl falted, I thouglit would not keep fö well at 
the oW ones that were an board. I added alfo fonfe 
frefh bread to my.provilion, and fweetned more wä* 
ter, by the aforementioned method ; and when mjr 
neceflary domeftic afiairs were brougfat under, I tbefc 
projeeled a new voyagc. 
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Lays in great flore of provifion ; refotves to traverfe the 
<- rock ; fallt for three wteks, ßlti fetivg'H oniy $ is 
fucktd'undcr the rock, and hurried dvwn a cataraü ; 
conti nues there five weeks ; hls defzrlpfion of the ca* 
vtrn , hls thoughts and dlfficultles ; hls arrha/ at a 
great lake ; and his landlng In the beauttful country of 
CraundevoUtm 

T HAD for. a long time wanted to fee the other fide 
■* of the rock, and at l*(l refolved to try if I could not 
coäft it quite round ; for, as I reafoned with myfelf, I 
might pofllbly find fome landing-place, and perhaps a~ 
convenient habitation on fhore. But as I was very un- 
certain whattime that raight take up, I determined on 
liaving provifions, initruments of divers kinds, and ne-- 
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ieffary utenfils in plenty, to guard againft accidents a» 
well as I coukL I therefore took änothcr fea cheifc 
#t of tiie hold of the Ihip, and lettingit into my boat, 
repienilhed it with a ftock of wine, brandy, oil, bread, 
and the like, fufficient for a conflderabie voyage, 1 
a&fofUed a large cafk with water, and took a good 
quantity of falt, to eure what fiih I fliould take by the 
way. I carried two guns, two brace of piftols, and 
other arms, witi ammunition proportionable ; alfo an 
ax or two, a faw to cut wood if I fliould fee any, and 
a few other tools, which might be highly lerviceable if 
1 could knd. To aU thefe I added anold fail, to make 
a covering for my goods and%rtiilery againft the wea- 
ther. Thus furnifhed and equipped, having fecund 
my hatehes on board, and every thing that might fpoil 
by wet, I fet out (with a God's fpeed) on my expedi* 
tion ; committing myfelf once more tö providence and 
the main ocean, and proeeeding jhe fame way I went 
*,the firfl time. * J * 

' I >wd not fail extraordinary faft, bot frequently fth» 
cd in proper places, and caught a great deal ; faiting 
and drying the beft of what I took« For three weeks 
time and more I faw no entrance iiito the ifland, as I 
call k, nor any thing but the fame unfcaleable rock. 
This uniform pröfpeft gave m£ fo little hopes of land- 
ing, that I was almoft of a mind to have returned a- 
gam. But, on mature dellberation, refolymg to go 
forward a day or two nft>re, I had not proeeeded twen- 
ty-four hours, when, jtfft as it was becoming dark, I 
heard a great noife, as of a fall of water, -whereupon 
I purpofed to iy by and wak for day to fee what it was 5 
but the ftrearo infenfibly drawing me on, I fooh found 
myfelf in an eddy, and the boat drawing forward, be- 
yond all my power to refift it, I Was qaickly fucked 
under a low arch, where, if I had not fallen flat in my 
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loat, having härely light enough to fee my danger, f 
had »ndoubjtedly beeil crußied to pieces, or driven o» 
verboard. 1 could pereeive. the boat to fall with ifc> 
credible violence, as I thought, down a preeipice, and 
luddenly whirled round and round with me, the water 
roaring on all fides, and daihiog againft the rock witk 
a moft amazing noife« 

I expected every moment my poor Jittk veffel 
Would be ftaved againft the rock, and I overwhelmed 
-with waters, and for that reafon never once attempted 
to rife up, or look upon my peril, tili after the com-; 
motion had in fome meafure ceafed. At length, find- 
ing the perturbatio of the water abate, and äs if by 
tlegrees I came into a fmoother ftream, F took courage 
juft to lift up my aifrighted head ; but guefs if you cm 
the horror which feized me, on finding myfeif in the 
blackeft of darknefs, unable to pereeive the fmalleft 
glimmer of light. .• 

However* as my boat feemed to glide eafily, I 
roufed my felf, and flruck a light ; but if I had my ter- 
rors before, what muft I have now ; I was quite ftu- 
piüed, at the tremendous view of an immenfe arch q- 
ver my head, tQ which I could fee no bounds ; the 
ilream itfelf, as I judged» was about thirty yardsbroad, 
but in fome p&ces wider, in fome narrower. It was 
well for me l happened to have a tinder-box, or, tho* 
I liad efeaped lütherto, I muft luve at lall perifhed j for 
in the uarrower parts of the ftream, where it ran fwift- 
eft, there were frequently fuch craggs ftood out from 
the rock, by reafon of the turnings and windings, and 
fuch fets of the current againft them, as, could I not 
have feen to manage my boat, which I took great care 
to keep in the middle of the ftreara, muft have thro\vn 
me on them to my inevitable deftruftion. 
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» HxfrPY it was for me alfo I was fo well vi&ualled, 
alnfd that I nad taken witb metwo botdes of «il (as I 
feppofed, for I did not irtiagine I had any more) or I 
had tertalnly been loft ; not only through hunger (for 
I v was, to my jguefs, iive Weeks m the vault or cavern) 
bat for waiit of light, which the oii fnrhifhed, and with- 
pvt wfcicfe ati-other convenienoes could haye been of no 
fäyffib taufte;, " I was föroed to keep itty lamp : a4wayä 
baridög^^ttot knäwkig <h6w-long my refidtfice was 
to to ift thac place, or whett I fhöHld get my dilcharge 
irmx it, if ever, I was obligeJ to haiband ray oil with 
the utuioft «frugality ; and notwithftanding all «ly cau- 
tion it gröw «low, and was juft fpent; in little above 
half the titne. I ftayed *nere.. . . 

iL had nöw cüt.a pfece bf ray thirt for awkktomy 
laft drpp of oil, which I twifted and light» I burnt ehe 
nil in my brais tobacco-boX} which. I had ütted ptetty 
>j^ell to anfwer* the purpofe. Sitttng down, I had ma- 
»y black thoughtsof wha*: muß follow the lofs of my 
Ught^.whkhl confidered as near expiring, and that, I> 
fcared, for ever. I am here, thoiight I, like a poor 
con^erened criminal, who knows kk exe cutton is foted 
for fach a day, nay foch,an hour, and dies bver and b« 
ver in Imagination, and by the torture of bismind; tili 
that hour comes ; That hour which he fo much dreads I 
and. yet that ,very hour which rekafes him frbm alfcftir- 
ther dread. Tlpisido I ;»*-my laft wick is kindled, my 
laft drop of fuel is confutmng, and I am ercry möment 
apprehending the fiiocks' of the rock, the fuffecation of 
the water, and, in fliort, thinkirig over my dying 
thoughts, tili the fnuff of my lamp throws üp its laft 
curling expiring. flatne, and then my quietus will be 
prefently figned, and l releafed from my tormenting 
anxiety. Happy minute, come then, I only Wait foj» 
thee.

+ After my- firft tranfpori I found myfelf groW feri- 
ous, refte&ing lipon the vigilance <of proyidence over 
t?s ppor creaturcs, and the varions inftances wherein it 
Werpafe^ to fave or relieve us, ia cafes <£ the deepeffc 
diAfeft>.where our own forefight, wJfdom, and power 
fytve utf erlyl failed, and \vhen, looking all around, we 
coi^J difcover no meaas of deliverance. And I faw a 
train of circumflan^es leading to the ineident I have juffc 
inentioned^ which obliged' nie to acknowJedge the fu« 
periutend^nce of heaven over even my affairs. An<t 
as the gQQdnefs of God.bad cared for me thus far, and 
manifeftgd itfelf to.me oow, in. refeuing me, as kwerey 
froni bfting fwajjlowe^ up in, darknefs, I hadgroundta

as was neceffary for the fpreadkig of their fever'at: 
brancfees, and the growth of their. delicious iruits, witlv- 
out" a brufh-, briar, or fhrub amongfb thenr. Behind 
thefe, and fti-H- on die higher groond, grew an infinite, 
number of very large tall trees, rnuch loftier thali the- 
former, but mtejcmi^d.\*uth fQme underwood) whkl 
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frew thicker and clofer thc nearer yon approathed thfr 
rock. I made a ihift to force^ray way throtigh thefa 
as far as the rock; which rofe as perpendicular as a re- 
gulär building, having only here aitd ther6 fome crags 
and unevenneßes. There was, I obferved, a fpace aQ 
the Vay between the underwöod and the rock, widfe 
enough tö drive a cart in ; and indeed Lthought it häd 
been lefttfor that - purpofe. 

I walmd along this paffage a goöd way, having 
tied a rag of the liiiing of my jacket at the place of my 
eutrance to know it again at my conting back, which 
Eintended to be before it grew datk j but 1 föund fi> 
mach plcafure in thfc walk> and furveying a fmall natu- 
ral grotto which was ia ; the rdck> that thfe day«hght 
forfook me unawares ; whereupon I refolved to put off 
liöy return urit© the boat tili next morning, and to take 
top tny lödging fof tbat -night .in tke cave, 

1 evt: down a Ifrgfr btafdfö of underwöod with my 
tttitlafs, fafitrient to ftup up- the moutfr of the grotto, 
«ftd iaying me doWn to reft, s fiept as fotmd* as if I had 
Seen oh board my Mp ; fori never had one hour's reft 
fogether finoe I Jhot the« gulph tili this. Nature indeed 
eould not have. Aipported itfelf thus long under much 
läboor ; bui as Ihad nothing to do but only keep the 
idtddle ftream, Ibegan to be.as ufed töguide myfelf 
inifcwith my eyes atroört ck>fed, and iny fenfes reti- 
fred, *sa higler k to-drivetÄe cart» to marke iL in his 
fleep. 

Tun ne«t morning I awakedfweetly reFrefhed, and, 
by the fign of my rag, found the way agaih through 
the tmderwodd fo my- boat* I raifed that iip a little, 
took out fome bread and cheefe, and having eat pretty 
heartily, laid me down to drink at the lake, which 
.«3 
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looked as. clear as. cryital, expecting a moft delirions* 
draught; but I had forgotjt hrought nie fron* the fea,, 
and ray firft gulp almofl poifoned me. T-his was a for* 
difappointment, for I knew my ^vater caikwas* nigb< 
emptied $. and indeed, tuniing up my boat agai% I* 
drew out all what ramained,. and drank it x fori was 
jnuch athirih. , 

Howbveä, I* did not defpair ; I was now fo ufed to^ 
GodVprovidence, and had a fenie of its Operations fo- 
rivetted in my mind, that thmigh the vaft lake of fak 
water was fürrounded by an. irapenetrahle rock, or 
barrier of ßone^ I refled Jatisfkd that .1 ftundd rather 
find even that yield me a.frejh and living ftreana,; thao. 
1 Ihould. perißi for. want. of it. . - 

"WiTHthis eafy mind did Ltravel five o* fix miles 
on the fide of the lake, and iometiraes itepped into th$ 
wood and walked a little there, tili I had gone almoft 
half the diaraeter of tshe lake, whkh ky ki'a*:ir«uiar, 
or rather $q oval figure. Lhad then thougjits;of walkr 
ing back, to be near my boat and lodging ? .for fear I 
ihould be again benighted if L wen* rauch iurther : Bot, 
confider ing, L had come paft no water, and that poffibly 
I might yet find fome if I went quite round ,the lake, 
I rather chofe to take up with a new lfdging thät night 
than to return : And L diel not want for a fuypar, ha» 
ving brought out with me more bread and cheefe tha* 
had ferved for dinner, tbe remaind^r of which was ia 
the lining of my jacket. When it grew darkifh, I had* 
fome thoughts of eating ; but I confidered, as I was 
then neither very hungry nor dry, if I fhould eat it 
would but occaiion drought, and I had nothing to allay 
that with; fo I contented- rayfelf for that night* to lay 
me down fupperleis. 
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, I» the morning I fet fory*ard again upon my water 
fcarch, and hoped ta cempafs tlie whole lake that dav. 
I had gpne ab out feven jniles. more, when, at a Httle 
diftance t>efore me r I perceived a finall holiow or cu£ 
in the gra&from thawood to the lake ; thither Ihafted 
with ajlfpeed r ,and bleffedGod for, the fupply of a fine 
frefh rill, which,, diftitying, from feveral finall clefts in 
the rock, had colle&ed itfelf into one itream, and cui 
its way through the green fod to the lake. 

• I lay down* with infiaite pleafure,.and'fVaHowed-a 
moü chearing, draught of the precious liquid ; and iit- 
ting on tjie brink, made a good lneaL of . wbat I had 
%with w£ r and then-drank again». fchad» now got five 
fixth's of the lake 's circumference to gp back, again to 
my boat r for I did n«t fufpeft any paiTage over the ca*» 
vern's mouth where Lcame into the lake * and I could 
not without much trouhle confider, that if Lwouid have 
this water. for a conftant fupply, I rauft, either corae a 
long way fbr it> or fix my habitation near it. I was 
juft going back, again, revojving thefe uneafy. thoughtp 
iamy breaß,,when thisrofe fuddenly in myrnind, that 
if I could pofiibly get otfer the mouth of the cavern, J 
feould not have above three miles from my grotto to 
the. water i Now as 1 could not get home that night o- 
therwife than by croffing it, and as, if I loft my labour> 
f ihoukl be but where I was; whereas if I feotfd get 
«ver» it would very much , fborten lay journey j I re- 
folvedto try whether the thing was praclicable ; ürft, 
however, looking out for a refting place fomewherö 
near my water, if I fljouki meet with a difappoint* 
ment. 

I theh waiked into the wood, where meeting with 
no place of retreat to my liking, I went to my rill, and 
taking another fup, determined not .to leave that fide 
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of the lafce tili morning ; btit having forne rrrne töfpkre^ 
1 walked about two mites to riCw the Inlet of tfce lake,„ 
and was agreeabiy furprized, joft over the mouth öf 
the cavern, to fee a large ftone arch like a bridge, as 
if it had been, cut out of tlie rock, quite acnoß the 0» 
pening'; this clieered me vaftly,. and päfhmg ov£r \i r . 
I found a« patft that brongfct' me to my beat fceföre 
night. : • - v ; 

I thek went np to my grotto for tue third' night in* 
this moft delightfnl place, and the next mofnhYg early* 
Flaunthed my'boat, and taking my water cafkj arid a» 
fmali' dipping buchet with me r I rowed away för tfcfc* 
rill, and retunied ' highly pleafecj with a füflieSency of 
water, whereöf Ixarried a bücket; and a eopper kefrte- 
firtl i>p with ine to Hie grotto. Indeed it was not the 
leail part of my fatisfaÖion that-Lhad this kettle wWk 
nie ; for though Iwas^ in hopes in my laft voyäge b 
flimild havecometo ferne (höre trhere ItcouM have 
lantied and cnjoyed mylelf o\rer fotne bf Aiy flfh, and» 
Tor that realbrr had taken it, nrotwiüiftanding things did* 
not toro out jutt.as I had ftheroed, yet my kettfe £ro*- 
Vdd tue. nwaft tt&fnl piece oJFurniture I hack 

Ha vi*?© now acq^aiittfed tnjrfeJT with äfc taflbihtt*- 
ferenc« of thfclakey and fetttwi a^dnirntttetcatiori whfc*

In order thereuntfc I*fttt aboüt» fdriioving iny g*o<fe tip

I had gotten all thfther buraiy two great chefts äwl* 
my water caflky and how to Arag of drive ahy.of thofifei 
to it I was entirely at a lofs. My water ca& was of * 
the utmoft importance to me, and I had thoüghts fome-

I found a raattrafs, fbme fliirts, fhöes, ftockings, and" 
feveral other ufeftif-things, ä4mätl cafe of bottfes witfe 
cordials in them, ibme inftruments of fyvgexy x plattier*

4his breadth, es I was bwitflng for BftJ (fö I imagiflöty

•partmefet, I confcdefred bcfw 4 fhohld -eäterii fes botfffil* 
into the wood. Herenpen ITet myfelf to-'Bb&kwe Vhdt 
trees ftoed at a proper dHtance fröto my gf tftfo, thafc

on the-Iöwer parrs of- the cleft, where they began to 
oräiich out 'and divide Frora the main ütm, I fet one 
of tkem upngh't againft the rock, then laid one end of 
my long cefliBg pieces npon the cleft of it, and laid the 
other end- lipon a tree on the fame fide, whofe top I 
had a-lib fewed off with a proper cleft ; I then went 
and ; did the fame on the other iide ; after this I laid on 
a proper number of crofs bearas, and tied all very firm- 
ly together with the- bark *of young trees, ftripped off 
in long.thongs/ whitfi anfwered that purpofe very well. 
Thus I proceedecE, croffing, jolning, and faftening alr 
together, tili tlieSvhote roöf was lb ttrong and firm, 
that there was no ftkring any~part of it. I then fpreacr

v. HA(V<no (coveire^l iä my buijding» I was asxt , torfi» 
püb and clofe the walls ojf it .; the iketatonof thefe Was 
compofed of Iticks, crofling one another checker-faife, 
- and tied together : To fill up the voids, I wove upoa 
them. the longeft and moft pliable twigs of the under» 
wood I xoukl find, ieaying 0|ily/a <k>or-way on one 
$de, -between twofiems of M rec * .^hjch, dividing in 
the trunk, ajabout fwo f-eet froni.the gro^d, grew 
from thence, for the reft of itstoeight, as if the brauch« 
es were a cuuple of tuees a Jktle djftant from one ano- 
ther, whkh made a fort of ftile-way. to my room. 
When thig was all done,, I tepipered up (Tome earfh by 
the lake fide, .and mixing it to a due conüilence with 
tpud whidj 1 took from the lake, applied it as a plaift- 
ering in this manner.: I divided ,it into pieces, whkh 
\ rolled up of the fize of a foot-balL; thele luraps I ftuck 
clofe by one another on the lattice, preßing them very 
\p hard with my hands, which forced part of them quite 
throughrhe fmall twigs, and then, 1 finoothed both fides 
Y^ith.the back of my faw to about *he thickaefs of five 
or fix inches, fo that by this means I had a wall round 
my new apart ment a foot thkk. This plaiffcer-work 
coli me fome time and a great deal of labour, as I had 
a füll mite to go to the lake for every load of fhiff, and 
could carry but littte- at once, it was fo heavy j but 
there wa$ neither water for temper ing, or proper 
earth to make it with any nearer. At laft,.however a 
I compieated my building in every refpect but a door,

I ?'*o# fccgan tö enjoy myfetf In ttiy t? ew TiatWtätion, 
3ike the abfohlte afttt fole lord of the country j for I had 
seither feen man "nor beaft fmce my arrival, Tave afew 
aiihhafs itt the trees like our fquirrels, and Tome water 
Tkts about the lake ; but *here were feveral ftrange 
'kmds of btfds f <had never before feen, both on the lake 
afcd in the wöods. 

• T?HA«r which now tronbled mc moft was, howto 
get my water nearer tb me than the lake, for I had 
nö leflcr veflel than the caik which Tield abovie twenty 
gaHims, and to bring that up was a fatigue intolerable. 
My next contrivance therefore was this : I told you I 
had taken my cheft lid to make a door för my ariti- 
chariiber, as I now began to call it ; fo I refoWed to 
apply the body of the cheft alfo to a purpofe diffe'rent . 
from that it originally anfwered. In order to this I 
went to the lake where the body of the cheft lay, and 
fawed it thorough, within about three inches of the 
bdttöm ; of the two ends, having rounded them as 
well as I could, I made two wheels, and with one of 
the fides 1 made twomore ; I burnt a hole through tho 
middfe of each, then preparing two axel-trees, I fafl> 
ened them, after fetting on the wheels, to the bottom 
öf the cheft, with the nails I had drawn out of it. Ha* 
Ving fiiiiihed this machine, on- which I beftowed ao 
fmall labour, I was hugely -pleafed'with it, and on]y 
wiflied I had a beaft, if it were but an afs, to draw k ; 
however, (hat tafle I was fatisfied to perfbrm myfeif, 
ßnce there Vas ifo help for it ; fo I made a goad ftroßg 
I 
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cqrd out,of roy.fiflüng lines^and -fixed that to drag k' 
hjr. When all was thus in readinefs, filling my water - 
c^fk, I bound it thereon,.and fo brougfet it to the grot- 
tp, with fuch ea{e, ,comparatively, as quite charmed 
jne. Having fucceeded fo well in thejfirft eijay, J np, 
fooner unloaded ; but down went I again with my cart, 
oc.truckle rather, tpthela&e, and brought fr£tn,thcn£e 
on.itjny,other,che{t, ;whichXhad,left s entii:e. 

J,had.nq^ nothipg remaining near ,the lake bot my 
Ijoat, and had half a mind tq tjy to, bring fcl^at up tooj - 
tyilt ,having lo frecuient occaßon for her to get my wa<- 
ter in, whicb I njfed in greater abun^ange now tha» 
I had done at firft, a great part going to fupply my 
4qmeftic nfes, as weil as for drinking, I refolved.a- 
gainft that, and fought .out for a.convenient dock to 
ftowjtin, asa prefervat^ve againifc'wind and rweather^. 
which I fpon after e^eclpd; for .having pitched uppn 
a. fwampy .place, overgroWn with a t for.t ,of long flags 
of reeds, I fodh cut a trench from the?lake, with a fort 
of fpa(Je or.board } .had chopped and iharpened for that 
n,fe. 

T hu s having ßowed myfboat, and looked.over aH * 
my.goods, and forted them, and taken a furvey of my 
proyifions, I found I muft foon- be in want oT the lail # . 
if I did npt forthwith procore a fupply ; .for though I. 
had vi&udljed fo .well at fetting out, and had.beenvery 
fparing ever fmce, yet, had it npt been for a great 
tjuantity of fifhl fook and falted in my ^frage .to the 
gulph, I had been to feek for food much foone^ Hefe- 
lipon I thougjit it highly prudent to look out before I 
really wanted. 

Wif h this refdlntion I accoutred myfelf as in my 
firit walk, -with my inflruments and arms. But inflead 
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6i travelHng'the'hkfe Tide,! wentf albtfgthe wood, and 
therehr frrand grcat plenty of divers kinds of fruirl, 
though I could fearce periuade myfelf to tafle or try 
fhe effefts of theitf, being fo much urilikte our own, or 
atiy 1 häd" feorr' elfewherfe. F obfefved äntöngft the 
fhrübs abundantfe of a fruit, or whatever elfe you may 
call it, which gtfew like a ram*s hörn, fliarp at thfc point 
rfext the twlg* it was faflened tö, and circling round 
and round, one fold uporf anottiefj which gradually eri- 
creafed^o the ftze of my* wrill in fhe middle, and theli 
as gradually>decreafb'd, tili it terrnltiäted irf'ä point ä- v 
gain af tue' conträry extreme ; all whielr fpiral, if it 

' were faifly extended in length, might be a yard or an 
eil long, Ifurfreyetf'this flränge vegetäble very atteiv- 

«•tively 5 it häd a ritrd or cruft which I could not break 
with myhand; burtäking my laufe, and makin'g an 
tfpenmg Th^rfcwhh in the fhelf/ttiere iffdedoüta fort 
of milky litjuorlngreat qüantity, to at'leaft apint'arid 
a half,' which, havlng tafted; I found as fwefet as honey, 
and very pteafant: However, I coulcf not perfuade 
iny feff any mor e tlian jnft to täfle it. I then found on 
the large trees ffeveral kinds bf fruit« likfe peafs ör qüiii- 
ces, but moft of tÜem excerding hard and foitgh", and 
Cfüite difagreeable ; fo I quitted my hopes of them. 

ABOtff three nifles front my v grötto f mefwltti a 

' Ürge fpace of grotmd fallof a low plant, grerwing oA- 
fy with a fingle woodr flalfc half a foot high, and frofn 

• thence iflued a round headj about a foot or ten inches 
diameter, but. qüite Iflat ; about three qtfarters of a : n 
inch thick, and jud like a cream cheefe, flanding,u_pon . 
its edge. Thefe grew' fo clofe together, that, upori the 

' leaft-wind ftirring, their heads ratlled ägäinft eäch o- 
ther very mufically ; for thongttthe ftalks were fo ve- ' 
•ry ftrong, that they would not'eafily ^itlier bend or 

"break, yet the fanning of the wind; hp'6ü \tke* bvdat!

cach other, they made. a meft agf eeable ibund. 

I stood fome tirae adwü-ing this flfruJvancf thea* 
cutting up one of them, rfound it weighed about two. 
pounds; they had a totig)* green rind or covering, very; 
fraooth, and the infide fall of a ßringy.pulp, quite white* 
In ftort, I. made. divers other triajs of berries, roots,. 
herbs, and what elfe 1 could fiM*. buk receiyejd little 
fatisfaction from any of them* fbr fear of.bao 1 ^ualitie^ 
I returned, back ruminating an what„things I l»d leen, 
refolving tQ take. my cart the next wal& and.bring.it 
home loaded with different kinds o£ them, in order fo 
inake my trials thereof at leizure. But.mp cart being 
too flat> and wanting fides, I tonfidered it wouid carrj[ 
very little, and that what it would otherwife heajr, an - 
that aecount, muft tumhle and roll off j fo I roade a tire 
and. turned fmith ; For with great ado, bareaking^uTf 
the wards of a Jarge key I.had, and making it. red Jji ot, , 
I by degrees fajhioned it. into a kind ofv fpkidle, and. 
therewith making holes quite. round the bottom^f my 
cart, in them I ftuck up iticks about two feet high, tbatr 
1 had tapered at,the fcnd ta fit them>. 

Havinq> thus qualified my cart for a toad, J procee'd— 
ed with it to the wood,. and ©utti'ng a fmall quantity of/ 
cach fpecies of green, berry, fruit, and fipwer that I;

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-fcoiled tender j bat of upwards of twenty greens which 
I'fthus dreffed, only one proyed eatable, all the reft 
becoming'more ftringy, tough, and infipid for the cook- 
ing> The one I have excepted was- a round, thick, 
wooly leafed plant, whkh boiled tender, and tafted as 
•well asfpinage ; Ittherefore- preferved fome leaves of 
this to know itagainby> and, for difiin&ion, called k 
by the name \>£ihat -herb. 

f TiißN began tipon myfrüitsi of the pear *nd quinee 
kind, at leaft eight different forts, but I found I could 
make nothing of them, forahey were moftof thera as 
rough and crabbed ' after ftewing as before, fo I laid 
them allaßde.

DtTRlHg this review niy kettle * and ram's hörn had ; 
becn boiling^titthearingit blubbf* very loud, and fce* - 
jngthere was,but\lijetle licjuor in ity Iwhipped itx)iFthe.j 
fir^ for fear of burning its boaom, buttookno^furtber' 
notice ,of i* tili about'two hours after> when retöjning . 
Xo the grotto, I went to wafh out my kettle, hut could . 
fcarce get my ram r s hörn fr om- the bouom ;.and whe* * 
I did, it brougbt up \\iih it a fort of pitsby fubftance-, . 
though not fo black, and feveral gummy threads ivsigv 
ing to it, drawn out to a great length. I wondered at • 
this, and thougbt the fliell of the ram's hörn had niclt- 
ed, or fome fach thing, until venturing to put a li&ie 
©f the iluff on roy tongue, it proved, to my tfckiking, 
as good treackle as I had ever talbed« 

This new difcovery pleafed me very much, - 1 fcra* 
ped all the (weet thing up, and laid it near my grotto, 
in a largf leaf of one of the trees, about twp feet Jong, 
and broad in proporüon., to prevent its runuing about* 
In, getting this cwioftfy ont of my kettle, I foimd in it 
a fraall piece of my cheefe, which I fuppofe had been 
broke off in ßirring* and biting it, for it was foft e- 
nough, 1 think it was the moft lufcious and dejecate 
morfcl I ever put into my ups..

-eafily diftinguifh the 1 anfculations/ I coulä~Böt und er- 
stand th*1eaftwwd that was faiti ; nür'did tlievöiees 
fcera at aH-to me lifae fuch asrl1iäd J at(y w^y heäfd^e- 
fbre, but much fofter, and more mufical. This ftartled. 
roe^. and I rofe immediatcly^ flipping. on my^ cl<2ath$j 
and taking my gun in iny hand, which I always kept- 
charged, being my conftant travelling companion, andt 
my cutfcfs. Ttfhs equipped/ I Walked into my anti- 
chamber, where I heaid the vokcs nauch«. plainer, tili* 
after fome Fmle time/theyby degrces died quite a-- 
Way. After watching v here and" bearkening a good 
while, hearing- notlftng, ; Iwallced back intb the grdtto,. 
and laid me down agairi önVny bed.' Iwas ihclineti to 
open the door of ■ *n£ ant^chamhMy-bui I bwrt Ivwas 
afraid \ beßde, Lconfide*ed> that if I did, 'I^could'dif- 
eover nothing at •: any diilance, by reafon of the thick- 
and gloomy wood that* inclofed me. 

I had a thbufand different'furmifes about tfte meäfi- 
iäg.of this meiden t, and. could, not couceiv.e r hü^ arfy. 
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l^man.creature ihould ; fee in my Iqngdom, asl palied 
it, butsmyfelf, and J ney er yet fee,£hem,.or any, träte 
of t,heir habitation. But then ,agajn I refle<$ed> that - 
though I had furrounded *tbe ;whoJe s lak<e, yet I bad not 
trace4 the out-rbQunds pfahe.wood n«xt the rode, where 
tbere might be innnxnerable grgfcto's like min« ; nay> 
perhaps fbme ,as fparious äs tjiax I bad iailed through 
to &e Jal^e * an4 tipt J&augh I had npt f perceived it 
yet, this .beautiful Xpot might be very well peopled.

This 
kept me iftill more mithin doors tbari befofe, and I 
hardly ,eyer ftjrred out but fer water or firing« At 
length Hearing no more voiee?, or feeing any One, I 
began to be jnqre compofed in my rojnd, and at laft 
grew, perfuaded jt^wa« aUa ine*e d^lufion, ,and onlya. 
fancy of mine without any real foinadatiori j and foijic^. 
'tjmes, ihQugh I was Ihre J was fuUy awake when I 
heard them, .1 perfuaded myfelf J had rofe in my fleep 
upon a dreatn of yokes, and recoUefted.with myfelf. 
the various ftories I had heard when a boy, of Walking 
in onc's fleep, and the furpeißng effe&s,of it i fo tfie 
whoi& n^tipn was npw i*iown . ove*. 

,1 had not enjoyed my^tranquillky above aweek, 
liefere my iears were roufed afrefh, hearing the faine 
fbund .of voiees twice the fame night, butnot*many 
mimites at a time. What gave me raoft pain wa«, that 
they were at fiich a diftance (as I ju4ged by ,the lan« 
gour of the found) that if I had opened my door, I - 
could not have feen the utterers through the trees, and 
I was refolved . not to venture out ; but then I deter- 
jnined, if they fhouid come aga'n, any thing near my 



<gretto; to<>prfn the cW^'Teewnotfcey were, äiidftanB 
-u£en my deifeiice, Vhatevef cäme of h r For, fay& I, 
my entr*nce4s fo narrow and high, that more than one 
cannot cotne äat a t'iftie ; and I can with eafe difpatch 
twpmy -of äiem before they can fecure me, if they 
Ä^onld bte" &vfeg*s ; buf Jf thtey prave fenfible humane 
rcreattmefc, h'^will be a great benefit to me to joln my- 
ftlf to their fociety. Thua had 1 fbrmed my fcbeme, 
bat I beard n© morö of thetn for a great while % fo that 
ar length~b*gfeining to grow albaraed of my fear«, I 
became tranfml again. 

Thr day now murning, *nd with 1t my iabours, I 
opplied-to wy ufüal e*lfings ; bot my inind ron dränge« 
ly upon viewing the rock quke round, tfcat is, the whole 
«ircuit of my dominkms*: «Fbr> thinks I, there.may pof* 
fibly be an outlet rfcroogh the rock into ferne other 
cöuntry, from whcnce #be perfons l heard ntay com*. 
As fooft thercfore as the <feys grew towards the long*, 
«rft J prepared for my ppogrefe Having lived'fo wefl 
at home fince my iettlemeüt, 1 cid not care to traft on* 
ly to what 1 conld pick ap iti the woods fer my fubfift- 
anee during this journtfy, whidrwoukl not only take 
üp time in procuring, but perhaps not agree with me* 
fo I i*folfed to carry a fupply with me proportionite 
to the length of myperambnlattoiu Hereupon confi- 
dering, that though my walk round the lake was finifh- 
ed in tvto days, jtet as I now.huended to go round by 
the rock, the way would be mach longer, and perhaps 
more troobleibmethan that Was ; Tememberingalfo my 
jonrney wkh Glankpze in Airica, .and how much I com« 
piahied of the fruits we carried for our fubfiftance ; 
*thefe circumfhmces, I fay, laying together, 1 refolved 
to ioad the cart with a rariety of food, bread^ and 
fruks cfpeciaHy, and draw that with me. 
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Tä v 8 prorided I faHied forth with greät cheerfulnefs, 
and proceeded in the main eaiily, though in fome pla» 
ces I was forced to make way with my hatchet, the 
ground was fo ovemm -wich underwöod. I very nar- 
rowly viewed the rock as 1 wem, boftom and üdes, aH ' 
the Way, bift could fee nothing Hke a paflage «through 
it, or indeed any more thaii oneopenirig or intet, which 
i entered for about thirty yards * bat it was .not above 
three feet wide, and terminated in the Toltd rock. 

After fome days Travel, making all the t>bfervafcion$ 
I couid on the feveral plaats, (hrubs, and trees which 
I met with, particularly wbere any of thefe occurred 
*> me entirely new, findirg nryfdf a little faStttfffli, I 
fcad a mind for a fop of ram's-horn juice ; fo I cut me 
one, but upon opening it, found therein only a pithy 
pulp, and no ways fit to taue. I fuppofed by this I 
was too eariy for the milk, it being three rrronths later 
the laft year when I e^t them. Hereon feeing ©ne 
upon another fhrub, which, by its rnfty cokfur, I judged 
• tnighx have hung all the winter, I opened that, and found 
it füll of milk ; bnt putting fome of it into my mouth, 
k was as four as any vinegar I ever tafted imny life. 
So thinks I, and faid fo too (for, as I told you befbre, 
I always fpoke out) here is fauce for fomething when 
I want it ; and this gave me a hint to ftore tny felf with 
thefe gourds, to hang by fof vinegar the next winter» 

Er this time I had come alraoft to my rill, when I 
entered upon a large plat of ground miferably overrun 
with weeds, matted togtther very thick. Thefe choak« 
e*d up my wheels in fuch a manner, that I ooüld neither 
free them with my hands, or get either backwards or 
forwards, they binding my cart down like fo ttlany 
cords, fo that I was obliged to cut my way back again 

K 
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with my hatchet, and take a fweep round in ihr wood 
<m the öuiüde of thefe weeds. 

In all my life I nevcr faw any tfaing of its fize (fear 
it was not thkker than a whipcord) So ftroog as this 
weed ; and what raifed my wonder was the length of 
ir, for I drew out pteces of it near fifty foot long ; and 
even they were broken at the end, fo that it might be 
as long again fpr ougbt I know ; for it was £b mafted 
and twifted togetber, that it was a geeat trial of pa- 
tience tonnt angle it j but that wbich was drieft, and 
to me looked tbe rotteneil and weakeft, I foond to be 
much tbe ftrongeit. Upon examination of its para, I 
difcorered it to be compofed of an infinite number of 
ünall threads, fpirally.overlaying and infolding one an- 
oiher« 

A$ I faw bot few things that I eould not find a ufo 
for, fo this i pereeived would ferve all the common 
purpoles of patkthread, a thing.I was often inwantof. 
This inclined me to take a load.of dt home witb me. 
Indeed the dmfaihy of getting a quantity in the condi- 
tion I defired it pnzzkd me a little ; for, fäys I, if I 
cut up a good deal of it with my hatchet, as I firft de* 
figned, I mall only haye fmall lengths, good for little ; 
and -to get it in pieces of any confiderable length, (b as 
to be <of fervice, will require much time and labour : 
Bat refiecling bow much I needed it, and of what be- 
nefit it wonld be, I refblved to make a trial of what I 
could do. So withont more hefitation I went to work, 
and cutting a fibre clofe to its root, 1 extricated that 
{hrcad fröm all its windings, juft as one does an en- 
tangled whipcord. When 1 had thus difengaged a fuf. 
ficient length, I cut that off; and repeating the like o- 
peration, in about three hour's üme, but with no little 
toü, I made up my load of different lengths jufl to my 
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lüchig. Having finifhed this tafc, I fiiled the gonrd, 
brougfct for tbaf purpofe, with water ; and having firft 
viewed ttoe whole femaining part of the rock, I retnrn- 
ed ovtt the ftone bfidge homefegain« * 

Tttis journey, though k *ook me ttp feveral days, 
and was attended with fome fatigue, had yct giyen me 
great fatisfaclion ; for now I was perfuaded I could not 
hare one riral or enemy fo fear m my wiioie dotnini- 
ons* And from the impoffibilify, as I foppofed 5 , 0f thef e 
being any, or of the ihgrefs of any, unlefs by'tfce fahle 
paffage I entered at, and by whkh I was Well afltafed 
they could never return> I grew contented, and btetntfd 
myfelf for the foliy of my imaginary roices, a* I cafl- 
ed them then, and took it for a dtßeaiper of the fancy 
.©nly. \ 

The ne*t day I looked over my load of matweed, 
having ghrett it «hat name, and feparated the 1 dhferent 
fengths from each ottoer. I then fbund f had feveraj 
•pieces between forty and ftty feet long, of which I re- ' 
folved to get a good number more, tu make me a dr*g- 
. »et, that I might try for fome fifh in the lake. A day 
©rtwo-after, therefore, I browght honte another ioad 
of itr Then I picked out a fmooth level fptt upon tlie 
green fwarth, and having prepared a great number ©f. 
Äort woöden pegs, I Ilrained a line of *he matweed, 
about ten feet long, tying it at each end to a peg, and 
flrnck a row of pegs along by that Üne about tWo inck- 
esafunderj I next ilrained another line of the fame 
length, parallel to that, at the dhlance of forty fe#t 
from it, and flrnck pegs thereby, correfponding to the 
former row ; and from each peg on one (ide, to the 
oppofite peg on the qther, I tied a like length of* my 
matline, quite through.the whole number of pegs, when 
the work looked like the infide of an harpfichord ; I 
K 2 
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afterwards droye-pegs in like manner alöag the whok 
length of the two ouftermoßr longer lkies, and tied 
jhoster lines. tp thera i Co that the who'e affai* then re- 
pvefented the fquares o£ a racket ; the corners- of each 
of which fquares I tied very tightwith fmaller pieces, 
of the nne> tili I had- forme d a campleat net uf forty, 
feet long; and ten . wide«. 

Whkn I had finUhed ray net, as I-thought, I wrap- 
ped fieveral ftones in rag»,, and faftned thftnv. to the 
bottom to link it ; and fomc of die finalleft,.trofceoped, 
dry gcrords to the top,, to keep that part buoyant. I 
now. longfid to begin my trade, and carried the net tx> 
my boat with that Intention ; but, after two or thrcje 
hawJs,, I, found it would not anfwer for want of length, 
fthough by chance I caught a blackifh fifti witbout fcale* p 
a Ätde bigger than a *whitüig, but rauch longer, whicli 
Hock by the gilb m.it^fo I fcft the iiet iirthe boat, re- 
folying. to malte an addition to it with all fpeed, and 
returning tot my. grotto, Ifuppedon the fiih I had ta* 
ken, ( and confidered how tapurJue my entexpriae with 
bette* efeft* 

I provided rae with another largo parcel of üne, and 
having. brought two more kngths to penfe&ion, ljoh> 
ed all together, and fixing one end on fhore by a pole 
1 had ent fori that purpofe, I launched my boat with the 
other,. end in it, taking a fweep ihe length of my net, 
found to my flick again ; and getting on fhore, hawled 
up my net by» hoth ends- together..

tTASSED the fummer, thongfcl had neveryet feem 
** the fim*s body, very mäch to my fatisfa&ioh ; partly 
in the work I have been deferibing, (for I had taken 
two more of th^ heaft filh, and had a great quamity qf 
oil from them) partly in building me a chimney in'my 
antichamber, of mudand earth burnt on my own hearth 
vmto a (ort of brick ; ' in making a wiridow at oite end

I was n*>wfully convinceöy by. a-mtfe^delibeiaife

Thb preflure of my fpirlts inclining me to repofe, t 
laid me down, but could get no reft ; nor coukl all my

I was heartily forry for whafcl had faid,..when I faw.

Butcohil* 
dering her to be the faithfulleft and moit loving crea-- 
ttrre upon earth> and that' true. leve caa** bear any; 
thing that touches upon, or can be applied (thougji with. 
ever te foroed a conftru&ion). taan opprobrious or con~. 
temptüows «*eanmj£ I lattributed ber groundiefs rfefe^tp 
ment, to-h^r e*cefs o£ fondneCs ©nlyjer nie ; and faljv 
h'ng Hporftfcebed bjrb*r, »and bathing her £ace in p^yr 
tearsy I atfured her, the interj3Fetati<Mi Hie had put oo^ 
jny Wfctfds wt» altogether fbreign from the. view they. 
wer« fpoken witlu profeffing to her, that L never had* 
nor ever could have, the leafi caufe of jealoufy« On 
my conliriniag thi& abfohlte confid^nce in her virtue, by

F don*V raention tue Rttie intervening oecorrences 
which. liappenedr. during this period ; they conilümg 
chiefly ©£ the old* rota, of fiflling,. watering, providing;

Thefe, by firing at them twoor rfcree thne» oir my 
tirft coming* l had almoü' catrfed to defert my domi« 
nions. But as I had, for the lail two or three years, 
given no difturbance afc'all to them, they were now in 
a» gr.eat plenty as ever : And Lmade great 4 protifc. of 
them by the peace they erijpyed * and yet my table ne- 
ver wanted a ropply,-frefii ! in the fummeiyor fftked and 
pickled in wintert 

F TOOK'notice it was about ©ftober thefe birds nfed 
to corae, and mofl öf the month" of November they 
were bufy in läying tbeir eggs, Avhich I nied at tkat 
ti'me tefind in greatJ plenty srfonjg. tlie banks of the lake 
in the reeds, arid ntetde greafttoHeiflioiw of them ; I 
ofed alfo to find a great miny in the woöds, amongft 
the fhrubs and tmderwood. 'Titele ftornifhed öur table 
various ways ; for, with my cream-cheefe flower, and 
a little mixture of ramlhoin jnice^ I had taught my wife 
to make excrileht pttddings of them ; abundance of them 
alfo we eat boiled or fried alone, and often aa fäuce to 
our fifh. <Äi sfipr the birds themfelves, having long o- 
raitted to fire at them, I had an effectaal means o* ;ta- 
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king thetn otherwife, by nets which Lfet-tietween tlie 
tre«s r and alfo very large pitfal-nets,, with which I-u- 
fedto catsch all forts, evtfn from the fize of a^thruih» tov 
that of a turkey« But as I fhall Tay more of thefe when 
I.come to fpeak of jb>r ward b# and by,..and of r my 
fpujtry, I fhalLomit-any furtker mention ofthem here». 

Yov may perhaps wonder how I.could keep arr^ae- 
oount of my* time fo-precifely, as to talk^of the particu*- 
lar raonths.. LwilLtell you. At my coming^fram Arne- 
rica I was then exact ; for we fet fail the fourteenth 
of November^ and ftruck -the firit . or* fecond day of Ee- 
bruary. So*far« L kept. perieÄ reckofling. But aftcr. 
that 1 was notjf© exacl, thougja I kepjt.it as well as my r 
perpkxity wpuld admit even then,, tili. the days fhort». 
ening,ufton.me..preyented.k» 

H»£.^pon Lfet about raakhig a yearfdr myfelf. 11 
found the. duration ,of the. coraparative darknefs, orf 
w hat 'migfelr with nie betermed night;,in the courfe of. 
*he twenty>four hours or day, r gradually encreafed for- 
fix months,.after which it decreafed reciprocally for. an 
equal time ; and the ligbter part of the day took itg 
tarn, as ihvour. parte of.the.world, onlyinverfely : .So * 
that, as the light^decreale becatne. fenfible» about the 
middle df >March> Luwas at. the greateft pitdi the latter 
end ©f AuguÄ, or . IjfginqiTig of . September ; and from 
thence> on thfr contrary, wentibndecreafmg to the 
tiofe* ©£ February, w^eivl had the longeft .portkm of 
lighu Hereupoa* dividmg my vyear hato two feafons 
only^- Lbegan the winter half in March, % and the fum- 
mer h*lf in September, Thus my wimer was theipring 
and fammer quarters of u* in Ewope, and my fununer 
thofe of our autuma and winter.

A S my boy Pedro grew up, though, as I faid before,

fearce meet befcre, wiiefeas it ötight to have reached 
from fide to fide bott* ways* Thra pleafed my wife-to* 
the heart ; for now flie was fwr*, whateve? I had done- 
before, I couid not fufpe& her. Be that as it will, the 
boy's Graundee mit bejng a fufEcien« veftment for him^. 
it hecame neceffary he fhouid be clothrcL r - 

- 1 türmid over my hoard, bmt: coüld^üad nothing: 
tbat would do ; er, at leaft, that we kn*w how to üv 
htm with. I had« deferibed my own country veft fort 
tads to Youwarkee, and fhe fbrmed a tolerable ' idea 
of it, but we had no tackle to alter any thing with* O 
my dear, fays I, had I beea but bom with the Graun* 
dee, I need not be now racking my brahw to get my 
chiM elpthes« What do yoa meaiv by that ? iay» fh*# 
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Why, fäys I, I would have ftWn to my ßrip, (for I na<f 
long before related to her all my fea adventures, tiH 
the veüeVi Coming to the magnetical rock) and have 
brought. ferne fuch thingt from theneey as yott, not 
wanting thenv in this country, can have no nofion oft 
She feemed mighty inqnifitive to underftand how a fhip 
was made ; what it was moft like to ; how a perfön wh<r 
never faw one might know it only by the defcription ; 
and how one might get into it ; with abundance of the 
like queftions.

And* U to»gratify 
her curiofity, as I perceived fixe took a ptcafureia hear- 
ing mc, anfwered allv her quedions td a fcruple ; Bot 
then conceiving. the (leeret purpofe of alL this inquifitive- 
nefs« 

A*o.üt twojdäys afber this, haying been out two o* 
three hours in the.^norning to cut wood, at Coming 
hörne, I found Pedro crying, ready to break his heart* 
and hi* littJe brother Tommy hanging to hira, and 
crawling about the floor, after hims the youngeü k (pret- 
ty baby) was foft aüeep uponone of the beailfühfluns, 
in a Corner of the rooin. I afeed Pedro.for his mother ;. 
bat the poor infant had nothing further to fay to the 
matter, than Mamray run away,, I cry ; Mammy run» 
away, I cry. I admired whefe fhe was gone, never 
before mißcbg her frorn % our habttation« However, I 
waited patiently tili bed-tirae, but na wife. I grew ve- 
*y uneafy then ;- yet f as my children were tired- and 
fieepy, I thonght I had heft go to bed with them, and 
«&ake quiet. So, giving all three their fuppers, we lay 
down together. They flept ; but my raind was too füll 
tp permit the clofare of my eyes. A thoufand different 
dumeras fwam in my imagination reiating to my wife» 
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'One while I fancied her earried away by her kkisfolks* 
then, thst ihe was gone of her own accord to make 
peace with her father. Buc that thought woulcV not 
fix, being put afide hy her conßant ten£erne£s to her 
children, and regard to nie ; whowi I was füre ihe would 
not have left without notice. But, ajas ! fays J, ihe 
mäy even now be aiear roe, but taken fo ill ffoe caii't 
get home ; or, (he may have diedfuddenly in the wood. 
2 lay tumbling and -toifing in great anxiety, . not able to 
und out any excufeable occafion ihe could have of Co 
long abfence. And then, thinks I, if ihe lhould either 
h& dead, or have quite left me, whioh will be of equal* 
ly bad confequenoe, to . ine, what can I do with three 
poor helplefs infants. If they were a little more grown 
up, they might be helpful to nie, and to each other > 
b»t at their age, how fhall J ever rear them, without 
the tendemefs of -a mother ; and tofee them pine away 
before my face, and not know how to help them, will 
«liitract me» 

Fi n ding I could neither ileep, or lye ftill, I rofe, 
intending to fearch all the woods about, and call to her, 
that if any accident had prevented fight of her, ihe 
might at leaft hear me. But upon opening the door, 
and juft ftepping out, kow agreeably was I furp rifed 
to meet her coming in, with fomething pn her arm. 
My dear Youwarkee, fays I, where have you been i 
What has befallen you to keep you out fo long .?

aud fatisfy yourfetf. But pray, fays I, wnö prefented 
jTötr Witti this upion yonr arm f I vow, fays flie> I had 
forgot this; yes, this will* I believe, eonfirm to you 
what I have ßrid. 1 türted it ©ver arid over ; and Fook- 
ing-wiftfafly upon her, fitys-l, this watftcoat, indeed, is 
the* very fellow to öme that lay in thc captain's locker, 
in the cabbta. Say not the very fWtew, fays fhe, bxtt 
rather fay the very farae ; for I'll afliire yott it is fo $ 
and had you been with me, we might have got fo ma* 
ny thmgs fot ouvfelves* and the children, we fhould ne- 
ver have wanted möre, though we lired thefe hundred

it home. But, upon opening \t, I fo*Ki£frr: more trea-

Wh bn I had viewed thft bündle, and poized the 
weight, how was it pofiible, rny dear Youwarkee, faid 
I, for you to bring all this i You could never carry thero 
in your hands. No, no, repßed ihe, I carried them on 
my back. Is it poifible, fays I, for your Graundce to 
bear yourfelf, and all this weight too, in the air, and to 
fuch an height as f thetop-of thefe rpeks ? .Von will al- 
ways, replies fhe, niake the height a partof ypur diffi^ 

d 
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cuky in flying s but you are deceived ; for as the firft 
ftroke (J have heard you fay often) in fighting, is half 
the battle, fo ic is in flying ; get but once fairly on the 
wind, nothing can hurt you afterwards. My method* 
let me teil you, was this 1 I cliraed to the higheft part 
of the Ihip, whepelxould ftand clear> having firft put 
up my burthen, *vfcicTi you have tbere ; 'and fhen get«» 
ting that on my back, near my (boulders, I took the 
two cords you fee hang lodfevto it in my two hands, 
and eXtending my Graundce/leeped off, flatwife, with 
my face*towards the water, wheninftantty playing two 
or threeigood ftrokes with tny Graundee, I was ©nt of 
danger« Now, >tf I had found the bündle too heavy to 
fnake my ürft ftrokes with, I fliould directly have turn- 
ned on my back, dropped my bündle, and floated m my 
Graundee to the fhip «gain, as you tmce faw me float 
on the lake. $ays I, you muft have flown a prodigious 
diftance tö the fhip^ for I was feveral days failing, I be- 
litve three weeks, from my ihtp, before 1 reached the 
gu{ph4 and after that, could-beiittle lefs thaii-five weeks, 
(as I aceounted for it) and at a great rate of failing too» 
yftderihe rock, before I reached the lake-, fo that the 
ihip muft.be a monftrous way oif. No, *no, (ays Ihe, your 
ihip liesibut over yon cliff, that rifes as it were with 
two poims ; and as *o the rock itfelf, it is not broader 
$han ottr lake is long. But what made you fo tedious 
in your paflage was, many of the wlndings and turn- 
ings in the cavern retuming into themfelyes again ; fo 
that you raight have gone round and round tili this time, 
if the tide had not luckily- Struck you into the direct 
pafTage. This, fays fhe, I have heard from fome« of 
my countrytnen, who have flown up it, but could never 
get quke thcoqgh« 

I w is tt with all my heart, fays I, fortune had brought 
me firil to Kght in this country ; or (but for your. fake i 
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could almoft fayj had* never brought me into it at all ; 
for, to be a creature of ine leaft fignificancy of ihe 
whole race about onc, b ja mclancholy circumftance. 
Fear not, fays fte, my lovc, for you havc a wife will 
hazard all for you, though yoa are reftrained ; and as 
my incKnations and aife&ions are fo much yours, that I 
need bot know your defires to exerute them, as far as 
my power extends, furely yoa, who can aft by ano- 
ther, may be content tt> forego the trouble of your own 
Performance. I perceive, hideed; continued die, you 
want mightily. löge toyour ftnp, and are more uneafy, 
now you know h is fefe, than you was before » but 
that being paß my ikiftto affift you in, if you will com- 
mand your depBty to go backwards and'forwards in 
your ftead, l am ready to obey you« 

Tu us ended our converfation about tbe fhip for that 
time. But it left not my miud fo foon s for a flronger 
hankering afttr irpurfued me now than ever, fince my 
wife's flight) but to no purpofe* 

Wb' fatus dowir, and forted out our cargo piece by 
piece ; and having found feveral thrngs proper for the 
ehildren, my wife lotiged to enter lipon fome piece of 
work towards- clöthing Pedro, in the manner fhe had 
heard me talk of y and laid hard at me to fliew her the 
ufe of the needles, thread, and other thing* fhe hai 
brought. Indeed, I muft fay, fhe proved rery trac-r 
table ; and, from the little inftrucUlon I wasable to give 
her, foon outwrought my knowledge : For T could only 
fhew her th*at the tliread wem throngh the need Je, and 
both through the clöth to hold it together^ but for aBy 
thing elfe I was as ignorant as fhe. In much lefs time 
than I cdüld have imagmed, fhe häd clothed my fon 
Pedro, and had made a fort, of mantle for the young- 
eil.

otherwife, and I fhould lofe her, a41 the other coromo- 
dities of the whote world put together would not cojö* 
penfate her lofs. But as fhe fo earnefily cfcfired it, and 
afihjred me- (he w.ouid run no hazard«, I; was prevailed 
on at length, by her inceflant importunities, .to kt her 
jjo ; though under certain. reflriclions, wh*ch fhe pro* 
mifed me to compty with. At firft I infifled uppn it* 
that fhe fhould take a tour quite round the roclc,. fetting 
out the fame way I had lafV gone with my boat, and» 
if poflibk, find out the gulph, which I told her fli* 
could not nuflake A by reafon of the noife the fall of the 
water made ; and deftred her to remark the pkee; fo\ 
as I imght know, within fide, wbere it was withott. 
And rben I told her fhe might review and fearch every

her to the oonfines of the wood, (for I told her her \ ^ 
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defired to fee her mount) and (he, after we had embra- 
ced, bidding me to ftand behind her, took her flight. -

inthe Granndec ;..fl>e finds out the gulph y not far front 
the Jhlp ; brings home tnore goods ; makcs her a govm

T* HAD, ever (ince ourtnanriage, been defirons of fee- 
ing Youwarkee fly, but this was the firli opportu- 
hity I had of >it ; and indeed the fight was worthy of

is not joined tQ the. ribs below. Along the whole fpine- 
bone runs a ilrong flat broadi grifley cartilage, to. which 
are joined feveral other of thefe ribs ; all which open 
horteontaUyV'atw* arei ütied inithe Merfpaces with the 
above meMtfraxie,, and are.joiittedi to the ribs of the . 

, perföfi }iul where.thc plane «f:ibe.bac& begins to tDrn 
töwarctetWbreaft atwi-b*Uy4 and, whe» ihut, wrap 
the body round to the joints on the contrary fide, fold- . 
ing neatly one fide over the other. At the lower fpine 
afet^ro more ribs,' «terajed' hoTfeootaUjr when opet», 
] jinted aguknto'the hip$, ^mAkxng **cögl ta meet the - 
j-rittt'fcfl thetfmtfrary fidft'ctofrth» beüy; and from th* : 
hip-joiiK, wfcch is' ©ti the ottermoft edge of the hip-s 
beni; r uns ; a -pliable eaVüiage quite down the w outfide of 7 
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the thigh and« leg to the ancle ; feora which there brauch 
out divers bther ribs, horizontally alib when open, but 
when clofed they encompafs the whole thigh and leg, 
rolling inwards crofc the back of the leg and thigh, tili 
they reach and jufl cover tlie cartilage. The interfpa- 
ces of thefe are alfo filled up with the fame membrane. 
From the two ribs which join to the low er fpine-bone 
there hangs down a fort of ihort apton,. very füll of 
plaits, from hip« Joint to hip- Joint, and reaches below 
the buttocks, half way or more to the hams. This has 
alfo fevcrai fmall limber ribs in it. Juli upon thelower 
fpine-joint, and above the apron, as I call it, there are 
two other long branches, which, when clofe, extend 
upon the back, from the point they join at below to the 
fhoulders^ where each rib has a clafper, which, reach- 
ing ovefc the (houlders, juft under the fold of the upper- 
niofl branch or ribs, hold up the two ribs ffat to the. 
back like a V ; the interfpaces of which are alfo filled 
up wühi the aforefiüd membrane. This lafl piece, in. 
flight, falls down almoft to the aiicles ; where the two ' 
clafpefs, lapping under each leg, within fide, hold it 
very faß j and then alfo the ihort apron is drawn up > 
by the ftrength of the ribs in it, between the thighs 
forward, and covers the pudenda and groin, as far as 
the rim of the belly. The whole arros are covered al- 
fo from the flioulders to the wrift with the fame delicate 
membrane, failened to ribs of proportionable dimen«. 
fions, and jointed to a cartilage on the outfide, in the 
fame manner as on the legs. 

*1t is very furprifing to feel the difference of thefe 
ribs \yhen open, and wjien clofed ; for clofed, they are, 
as pliable as the fineft whalßbone A or more fo ; but, 
when.exiended, are as ftrong and llüF as a bone. They 
ar$ tapering from the roots,. and are broader or uar-. 
rower as beft fuits the places they occuyy, and the. 
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ftrefs they are pnt*to, up to their points ; whicli are al- 
moft.as fmali as a hair. The membrane between them 
i% the moft ehtftic thmg Fever met with ; occapyiug no 
more fpÄe,>,when the ribs* are clofed; than juft-from 
ribto rib> as flat and fmooth ls poflible ; but, when ex* 
ttnded in fome poftures, will, dilate itfelf: furprifmgly. 

As fooiuas my wife had expanded the whble Graun- 
dee, being uppn piain ground, Jhe- ftoopcd forward, 
mo virig with a heavy rrgling motion at firft, which put ' 
me into.fome pain for her ; butaftcr a few.ftrokes, 
begjnning tb» rife a little, fhe cnt through the ai* 4ike 
lightningp. and was foon over the edge of Jthe xock, and 
out ofmy iight.. 

It is the moft amazing thing in the world tö obferve 
the large expanfion of this Graundee, when open ; and 
when cl«fcd, (as it all is in a moment, upon the pari 
ty's defcent) to fee it. fit fo clarfe and compact vto the . 
body, as no tailor can come up to it.5 and then the fev 
veral ribs lye fo juftly difpofed inth» feveralparts, . 
that inftead of being, as one wouldimagine, a difädvan- 
tage to the fhape, they make the ;body and limbslook 
extremely elegant; and, i>y the different ; adjußment .-. 
of their lines on the body and limbs, the whöle, to my 
fancy, fomewhat refembles the drefs' of the old Roman 
warriors. in their. buikins ; and, to appearance, feems 
much more noble than any faclitious garb I ever faw, 
or can frame a notion of to myfelf. 

Tboügh thefe people, in height, fhape, and limb, 
very much refejnble the Europeans, there is yet this 
difference, that' their bodies are rather broader and 
flauer, and their limbs, though as long and well fhaped, ' 
arc^feldom fo thick as ours: And this I obferved gene-*' 
rally in alll faw of them, during a long titae among 
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thera fcfterwardt ; but üieir fkinj for beauty 4nd fair» 
nefs, exceeds ours very mach. 

.. My wife having nmv taken her fecond fligjit, I wenf 
home, and riever left nty chiklren tiÜ her return. Tbi.s 
Was thrce days after our parting. I was- in bed with 
niy little ones, when ihe knocked at tjie doof. I foon; 
let her in, and we received each other witfia glowing 
welcome. The news flie. brought jne was *ery agree^ 
able. She told me, i^e firft went and pryed intoeverj 
Book in t^c flüp, where {hg bad feen fcch things, couhf 
jve gel at taera, as would makeus very happy. Then 
{he fet out- the way X told. her to go, in order to find 
the gulph. She was much afraid fhe fliouid npt have 
difcovered it, though (he flew very flow that flie raigb$ 
be füre to hear the water-fall, and not over-flioot it. 
It was long ere fhe came at it ; but, when flie did, ih^ 
perceived flie roight have fparefl moft of her trouble* 
had flie fet-cut the other way 1 for f ,a£er flie had flown 
almoß round the ifland,. aad no* bffore, flie hegan t$ 
hear the fall, and, upon Coming up-to it, fbund il to b^ 
not above fix mioutes fiight from the fljip. She faid, 
the entrance wa« very narr,öw, and, Ihe thought, low«, 
er than I reprefented it 5 for ihe could fcarce difcern a-. 
ny fpace between the furface of the water and xhe arch* 
way of the rock. 1 told her, tha£ might happen^froni 
^he.rife or fall of the fea itfelf. But I was glad to hear 
the fiiip was no farther from the gulph ; for my headr 
v.as never free from the thoughts of my fliip and cargo* 
She then told me, ihe had left a fniall bündle for nie* 
without the Wood, and went to look after her childre». 
I brought up the bundle ; and, though it Was not near 
£b large as .tlie other, I found feveral ufeful tbings in 
it, wrapped up in four or live yards of dark blue wool- 
Jen cloth, whieh I knew nö name for, but which» was 
thinand light, and about a yard wid*. I aiked'fcM* 
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where fte met with this ftuff t She anfwered, where 
there was morc of it, under a thing Hke ©ur bed, in a 
cloth like our flieet, which flie cut open,. aiid look it 
out of.. Wellj fays I, and what wilbyou do-with^tHs ?• 
Why, I will make me a coat like yours, fays flie, for 
t don*t Hke to look different from my dcar kuiband and 
childrem ^No, Yowärkee, replied l, y*u mufV not da 
fe ; if you make fuch a jacket as mine, there will be no 
difttnclkm-between Glumm and Gawry # s the Gawren 
Praave f, m my country, would not, on any acceunt, go 
drefled like a Gluin ; for they wearä feie ftowinggar* 
inent, calted a gown, that fits tight about the wailt, amf 
hangs down from thence in folds, hke yoür * Barras % 
älmoft to the ground, fo that you can hardry. difcern 
their feet, and no other part of their body but thcir 
hands and face,, and about as much of their necks and 
breafts as you ihew in your Graundee. 

Yoüwaräee fcemed highly delignted with this ncv 
fancied drefs, and worked day and night at it agaiuft 
the cold weather. Whilft fhe employed herfelf thüs, I 
was bufied in provtding my winter ftores ; which I was 
forced to .do ahme now, herfelf and children taking up 
all my wife's time. About a fortnight after flie had be« 
ggm mantuamaking, fhe prefented herfelf to rae onf 
day> as L came from work, in her new gown 5 »ntf 
fruly, confidering the fcanty defcription I had givenr 
her of fuch a garment, it appeared agood com ely drefs. 
Titough it had not one plait about tlte body, it fat very 
tight thereto, and yet hung : down füll enoughr for * 
countefs ; for Ihe would have pur it all in,, all tha fhiff 
/he had, had there been as much more of it. I could 
fee no opening befbre r fo aflsed her toow Ihe got it

it on, and alfo'how to pinit before ; and after fhe had 
done that, and I had turned up about half a yard of 
fleeve, which then hung down to her fingers ends, I 
kifTed her, and called her my country woman ; of which, 
and her new gown, fhe was very proud for a long 
time. 
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The author gets # hreed of foultry, and by what means ;

jT^\NE day as I was traverfing the woods to view my 
bird-traps, looking into the underwood, among 
the great trees on my right hand, I faw a wood-hen 
(a bird I ufed to call fo, from its refemblance in make 
to our Englifti poültry) come out of a little ducket. I 
kuow not whether my ruftling, ' or what, had difturbed 
it, but I let her pafs, and /he ran away before me* 
When (he was fairly out of fight, 1 ftepped up, and found 
fhe had a neft and fixteen eggs there. I exa&ly mark- 
ed the place ; and taking away one of the egg«, I broke: 
it, at fome diftance from the neft, to fee how forward 
they were ; and I had no fooner broke tbe (hell, but 
out came ayoung chicken. 1 then looked into the neft 
again, and taking up more of the eggs, I found them 
all juftfplintered in the fliell, and ready for hatchmg. 
I had immediately a defire to fave thenv and bring 
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them up tarne ; but I was afridd if I took them away 
feefore thcy wer« hatched, and a little ftrcngtheiied un- 
Ber the hen, thcy would all die, fo I let them remain 
tili next day. In the mean while I prepared fome fmall 
netting, of feeh a proper fee, as I conceired would do » 
and with this 1 contrtred, by faftening it to ftakes which 
l fixed imhe ground, to furround the neft, and me oti 
the otrtfidfof it. AU the while 1 wat doing this the 
hen dld not ftir; fo that I thought ihe had either beea 
abfent when I tarne, or bad twftched and gone off with 
the young ones. As to her being gone, I was under 
no concern, for I had no deitgn to catch her, but only 
to confine ttie tttdcens willün my net, tf tbey were 
hatched, But however I went nearer, and, peeping in, 
found (he fat Hill, fqfueezing'hetfelf as ftat tö the ground 
as (he could. I was in twenty minds whether to take 
her firft, artd then catch the chickens, or to let her go 
off; and then clap apon ihero; but as I propofed to let 
her go, l\hought, if (he would fit (Uli tili I had got the 
chickens, that would be the beft way. So I foftly 
kneekd down before her, and fliding my band under 
her, I gently drew it out, and put them in a bag I had 
in my left band. I then dipped again and again, taking 
two every turn. But going a fourth tirae, as I was 
bringiag out my prtee,^ the hen jumped up, flew out, 
and made fach a no*fe r that though I, the minute before, 
law üx or feren more chicks in a lump, where (he had 
fat, and kept my eye *upon them, yet, before I could 
put the lall twd I had got imo my bag, thefe were all 
gone, and in three hours fcarch I could not find one of 
them, though I was füre they could not pafs my net,

havtng ufed them *© rooft hl a eorner of mf amidiam* 

bef , they all came in very regularly at night, and took 

their places. My hens, attheufaal feafon, laid ine a- 

buridanceiof eggs, and hatched me a brood or twa eachT 

of chickens ; fo that now I was at a lofs to know what 

to do with them, they were become fo numerous. The* 

antichamber was no ionger ä proper receptacle of fuch 

a flock, and therefore I bitilt a little houfe, at a finall 

diftance from my own> on purpofe for their reception 

and entertainment.

general, I explained both fo effe&ually, that though it 
required time to ground her in the fuH pra&ical- fahh of

Pedro, my eldeft, had the Graun- 
dee, but too fmall to be ufeful ; my fecond fon Tom* 
my had it complete, fo had my three daugliters ; but 
Jemray and David > the y oungefl fons > npne at all.

not whkh tacaÜit.;for fometiwies you fcould fee them» 
dart out of die air, as if th»y woukl fal) on their faces 
ifito the lakcr-wfecn,.

My wife and daugh- 
tera waited with fr&patienie Sbr ine to unpack, »hat they 
giight take poflefliem of lbch things as wonld be l>eed- 
ful for rigging out the lamüy,, agamft the fnppofcd re% 
ceptipn of the old <Humro> and had fet all the dlefts in 
the order they defired they might be o^pened ül, But 
Tomtny running to me» with a pray daddy open my 
cbeft firft, pray gire n» rayplay things firft> it was (to 
lattsfy htm) concluded in favour of his detaand* So, 
he pointing to the cheß which he regarded as his pro* 
perty, I opened it, whillt his eyes were ready to pierce 
through it, tili I came to his treafure. Tfoerfe, there 
they are/ daddy, fays he, as foon as I had uncovered 
them.

This my^ pretty babies at homet 
pereeiving, ufed all the littic winning arts they.could 
to divert and keep up my fpjrits ; and, from day to«, 
day, by takingthem abroad witbmej andplaying with 
and amufing them at home; I gr«w roore and more 
perfuaded that all wouid gp right with the ah&nt, and 
that in due time I fhould fee them return agaiju 

Büt as the winter fet in, I went Httle abroad, a«d 
then we employed ourfehes within doors in preparing 
feveral things, which might not only be ufeful and or- 
namental, if the old Glomm fhould come to fee us, but 
might alfo divert us, and make th* time pafs lefs tedi- 
oufly. The firft thmg I wem upon was a table, which, 
as my family confifted of fo many, I intended to make 
big enough for us all. With that view I broke up a 
couple of chefts, and taking the two fides of one offnem,

ther. Whenalitkis \ws 4one > „ftiil my table- was im^- 
perfeft; I xould not put up the^flaps^having *io> properr 
lupport. To* remedy this^.I.fawed, out abroad Üip , 
fram.a cheftüde, and.boring.a larggdioJe throngh thel 
centre, I fpiked.it up to tkc nnder« üde of < the table's \ 
bed, with a fpindle. Lcontrived, juft loofe enough to . 
play round the head.of tüaeJ'pike, üU«g dö wn that part < 
of the fpindk which pafled througji the bed of the ta-. 
We,.and rivetting it clofe ; fo tbat^hen.my fläps were 
fet up, I pulled the flipxroffways of tke table, ,and 
when the flaps were. down?. the flip turn«d ander tbe> 
top of the table iengthway* * - MXt-i under each. Aap, I ; 
nailed a.J&naJLüip, the lengthways of the flaps, to raife 
them on a kvel (when up) with the top of- the table« 
When I had thus compteted the feveral parts of this 
needfül utenfd, I fpent fome time and pains, by fcrap- 
big and rubbkg, to render it all as elegant as couM be ; 
and the fuccefs Co well anfwered inj wifh, that I was 
not a little proud a£ the Performance, And what ren* 
dered my work thereon atßill more agreeable taik, was 
roy pretty infaats Company, wh© ftood by, exprefling 
their wonder and approbation at every ßroke, 

Now I had gotten a table, I waqted chairs tp it ; for 
as yet we had qply fat round the roora upon chefts, 
which formed a bench of the wholc circumference, they 
ftood fo thkk. There was no moving of them with- 
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out a monftrous ;trouble, every time I/migbt have oe« 
caiion to fet- out my table/; heikles, if I could have 
«Jragged them backwards and forwards, tfaey .were roo> 
law to be. caromodious for feat&; (b I refolved to make* 
iome chair-«,,andftools.aho, that might.be manageable* 
I will not trouble you with the üe§>s I teok" in the for* 
matioaof thefer only, Jn general, you-muftknow, thaU 
fame more.cheils I^broke Uf> te that p urpofe ferved me 
ihr timber> jout of whkh I fraroedfue fizeable handfbme, 
chairs, .and. a . corapetent jaumber of ftools* 

Büt now that~ I was turned jqiner, I Had anotherr 
convenience to provide for. I had nothing wherein to * 
inclofe things, arid, preferve them from duft, except the 
chefts, and they were . qnite unfifc for * holding- liquors; . 
vittuals, and fuch like matters, in open fliells* as mott 
of my veffels were. Wherefore^having feveral boards 
now remaining, of the boxes I -had breken up for chairs . 
and ftools, I Jtethought me of fupplying this great den- 
ciency ; fo, of thefe fpare* boards, in -a workmatt-like 
way, (for by-thw time I was become a tolerable me- 
ehanic,) -I compofed a very tigfct clofet,- holdmg half a . 
dozeri broad fhelves, timv up by a good pair of doorsj , 
vmh a lock and a key to f arten .thenw. 

These Jobs took nie up' almoffrthr«e monthsj and 1 • 
thought 1 had not employed tliem idly, but for the cre^ 
dit and fervice of -roy family. I was now agairi at lei- 
iure for färther proje&s. I was nncertain as to my

an her with true affe&ion» I" found this was the phrafe 
of the country. As for the reft, I hoped it would turn 
out well at laß, though I dreaded to hear it. 

Being arrired at the grotto, I defired my gnelb to 
Ott down, and take fach re£refhment-*a9 I could prepar-e 
them. Wl}en they were- feated, I&went*to workrhv 01*- 
der to provide them a repaft. Seeing my fire pUed up 
very high, and burning fierce, and the children aboik 
k, they wondered where they were got, and whe they 
had come to, and turned their faces fronfit ; but I fefi* 
ttngfome chairsj fe.that tife light- might not ftrike on 
their eycs, they liked the warmth weil encngh i though

I observed tharone of my gu&fts-paid more than 
oruinary refpeÄ to the other; afcd tbeugh their Graun-* 
dees made no diftinclton berween them, yet*here was 
i^mething, I thought, much more noble in the addrefe 
and bthariour-of the latter, and taking jiotice thatfoe 
S 2 
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Was alfo rhe chief fpokefinan, I judged it proper topay 
- my refpe&& to him in a fomewhat more diftinguifhing 
manner, though fo as not to offend the «ther IT I fhoiskl 
faappen to be mißaken.

ha, ha, ha, fays he, this is the Very way my fifter doe$ 
«yery day at Arndramnüake. Your filier, Sir, fays l; 
pray bas flic ever becn m Earope or in England. Well, 
|äys he, I have plaialy dißxnreretl myfelf, which I did 
not intend to do yet v but truly brother Peter, I mean 
none other than your own wife Youwarkee. 

T**k mement I knew who he was, I rofe up, and 
taking him by the right band, lifted it to my Ups, and 
küTed it. He likewife immediately ftood up, and we 
embraced each other with great tendernefs» \ then 
begged him, as .1 had fo worthy and near a relation of 
my wife's with rae, that he wouW not delay the happi- 
nefs I hoped fbr, in a narrative front his mouth, how 
it fared with my fefher, wife, and chiidren, and all 
their Idnsfolks and friends, whom I had fo often heard 
mentioned by my deareft Yotiwarkee, and fo eameftly 
defired to fee. 
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Mwbrother Qyrängrollart (for that he told ro* was 
ftls rrame), was preparmg to gratify my impatience j but 
feeing I had . let the entertainment on the table, which 
conülied chiefly of breadj feveral forts of pickles and 
preferves, with fomecold falted fiih, he faid, thateat- 
* n g Tfcpuld but interrupc the thread of his difcourfe, and 
therefore, with my leave,, he would defer the relating 
of what I defired for a little while> which we aÜ think- 
ing mofl proper, I defired him and hi» friend (whp 
migty be another brother for ought 1 knew), v to refreih 
themfelres with- the poor modicnm I was- able tapro* 
vide lhein~ 

Weilst my bratber Qpangrollärt was- löokmg lipon 
and handling his plate, being what he had never before 
feen, his friend- had got the handle of one of the kniyes 
in his mouth, biting . it with all. his forte; bat fiading 
he coüld make. nothing pf that erid, he tried the other, 
and got to champing rhe blade. Jerceiving. what he 
was at, though I could not help laughing, I rofe, and 
begging pardon, took the knife from him % telling him, 
Iielieved he was not acquainted with the ufe of that 
inürurnent, which was one öf my country jmplements; 
and that the defigir of \x r which was called a knife, and 
of that other, pointing to' it* called a fork$- were, the 
oae tovreduoe the food into pieces proper for chewing, 
and the other te coitvey it to the. mouth wiehout daub- 
mg the fingers, which muft happen in handling the food 
itfeJf. And I then fh'ewed him what ufe I put- the in to, 
by helping each of rheni therewith to fomewhat, an«d 
by cutting a piece for myfelf, .and putting it to my 
mouth with the fork. 

Tii&y both Cniled, and looked very well pleafcd ; 
S4. 
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and then 1 toW them that the plate was the oniy thing 
that need be daubed, and when that was taken away, 
the table remained clean* So, after I had helped each 
of them for the firft time, I defired them to help them- 
felves wherc they liked bell z Aud, to fay the truth,. 
they did fo, morc dextronfly than I Gould have exppäed.. 

Dürik» our repaft, we had freqnenfe fketches of the 
©bferrations they made in tfceir ftight, and of the places 
whefre they had pefted ; and I could plamiy fee, that 
neither of them had ever been at this Arkoe before, by 
himing, that if the/ had not takea fach a cpurfe, tfa&y 
had müTed me. 

I Tool particular notke which part of my entern in- 
nrem they eat raoÄ «f, that I migbt bring, a. freih fupply 
of that when wanted ; and I found,. that tbough they 
eat beartily of my bread and prefcrves, and tafted al~ 
moft of every thing eHe,. they never once touched the 
ütti ;■ which put me upon defiring I might help them to 
fome. At this they looked upon each other, whieh j 
readily kncw the ineaning ot^ and excuied themfelves, 
expreßing great fati$faction in what they had already 
gotten. , 1 took however a piece of füh en my o'wji 
plate, and eatin& very beartily thereof, my brother de* 
fired me to give bim a bit of it ; I did fo, taking tare 
to cut it as free frbm bones as I coold, and for greater 
fecurity cautioning hira, in cafe there fliould be any, to 
pick them out, and not fwallow them. He had do 
fooner put a piece in his mouth, but, Rofig, fays he to 
bis friend, this is Padfi. I thought indeed I had puz- 
zled my brother when I gave him the fifh, but by what 
he faid of it he puzzled me ; for I knew not what he 
meant by Padfi, my wife having. told me they had no 
fifh : or elfe I fhould have taken that word for thejr v 
name of it. However, I cut Rofig a flice; and he, a-i 
greeing it was Padfi, they both eat beartily pf it. 
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While we were at dinncr, my brother told me he 
thouglit he faw foroe of my children juft now j for mV 
filier had inforjned him fbe had £ve more at home ; 
and he aiked me why they did not appear, and cat with 
us. t excufed their Coming, as fearing they would on? 
ty be troublefome ; and faid, when we had done they. 
fhould have fome vi&uais. But he would not: be put: 
off, and entreated meto admit them. So Lcalled them 
by tbeir nafraes, and they camc, all but Dicky, who was 
afleep in his hammock.

Wh e» fhe was gone, Qpangrollart, fays my father 
fternry, what is the meaning of your*s and your fiftef's 
playing thns opoo my weaknefs ? h is what I can upon 
no agcount forgive.

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could fay, in that my fathcr received my wiffc and rhu- 
dren fo kindly,and that he left them all weH) wewould 
defer his farther relation tili the next day : Which 
they both agreeing to, I laid tliem in my own bed, my- 
ülf fleeping in a fpare hammocK 
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Ä dtfcoutfs oti light; Qaangrollatt cxplains the woßtf 
Cr -a föeej beiieves a fowl isa fruit } gives a furtter 
account of Youwarkee*s reception by her Jather, and 
by the hing ; Tommy and Hallycarnie-provided for at 
.Court ; Touwarkee and htr father vi fit the Colamb's, 
jtnd.are vifited ; her return put off tifi next ivbiter, 
.whsti her father is to come with her. 

THE next day I ppepared again of the beft of every 
thing for my new gneO«. 1 killed thrce fowls, 
ä'nd ordered Pedro, (who *was « g#od a cook almoft as 
myTelf) to get them ready for boiling, whiltt we took 
a walk to the läke. Though we went <out in the clear- 
eft part of ibe morning, I hea*d no coraplaint of the 
light. I took the überty to alle my brother, ifthe light 
dtd not offend htm ; fbr J told him my wife could not 
«hear ib much without fpeäacles. What is that fpe&a« 
xle, fay« he i Something I made your fifter, fay s I, to 
prevrnt the in<ron.*enience »of «too much light upon her 
oyes. He faid the light was fearce at all troublefome 
to him, for he had been *n much greater, and w*s ufed 
to it ; and that the Gkmms, wh« travelled much abroad, 
could bear more light rhan the Gawrys, who ftaid much 
at home ; thefe ftirring but little out, unlefs in large 
«>nipanies, and that of one another, and very rarely 
admitting Gluniro/ amongft them before marriage. For 
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Vhis owapart, he faid, he had an office at * Crafh Doorpt, 
which, though he executeri chiefty by a deputy, obliged

' the manner of a cravat ; and then two Glumms£*one 

* at each end, take it in their hands, itanding fide by 
' fide with him ; two more ftand before him, and two 

* behind him ; all which in that manner take flight, fo 
' that the ftring keeps the criminal in the middle of 

* ihem ; thus they conduct him to Crafh Doorpt^ which 
4 lies farther on the other fijle of Arudrumnftake, than 
'• this Ärkoe doe* on this fide of it, and is juft fuch an 
' Arkoe as ours, but much bigger within the rocks. 
' When they come.to the Covett, they alight, where 
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4 raydeputy imtnediateTy orders tlie malefa&or to fee^ 
4 flitt, fo that he can never more retumte Normnbd- 

* fgrfutt, or indeed by any means get out of that Ar' 
4 koe, but mufl end his days there. The method of 

4 flitting is thus ; the criminalis fcud ou- " his- back wiffe- • 
4 his Graundee open* and after a recapitulation of his 
4 er im es and his condemnation, the ofücer, with a 
' fharp ftone, flits the # Gume between each of tlie 

* f Filas of the Graundee, fo that he can never fly more^ 
But what is öill worfe to new comers, if they are not 
very young, the light of the place, which is to 
ilrong, that it is fome years, befoue they can overcorae 
Tt, if ever they do.. 

This di&ourfe gave me agreat pleafore; thereupon 
I repeated the dialogue that had paßed between me and 
Youwarkee about my .being (litt, and how we had hcl J 
An argwment a long time^ withont being able to come 
at ono another's meaning. But pray, brother, fays I,. 
how Cornea that- light country to agree fo well with 
yoo? Why, fays he, the X Colamfrat of Crafh-Doorpt is 
reckowed ©ne of the inoft honourable employm£nts kt 
the ftate, by reafon of the hazard of it, and the perfon 
, aeeepting it muH be young; it was, by my father's in« 
lereft at court, given to me at nin«* yearVof age ; my 
friend Rofig has followed ray. fortune in it ever fince, 
being mach about my age, aud has a poft under me 
there : In fliort, by being obliged to be fo much there^ 
and from fo temler an age too, I have prefcty well en- 
ured myfelf to any light. 

By this time we had got home again todihner,whkhs 
Pedro had fet out as elegantly as my country could af- 
ford, confiiling of pickles and preferves^ as» -ufuaJ, adifli; 
of hard eggs, and boiled fowls with fpinage«.

Prithee, fays •Quangrollart> never let U3 
enquire what they are tiü.we havc dined ; for my broi 
ther Peter will.giye us nothingwe .ne*d be. afraid of. 

It growing jnto the night,, by that time we rofe from 
table, i'fet a bowl of puo*h .before them, made^ with 
my treacle and four. ramVhorn juice, wiiichthey ,pul. 
lid offplentifuHy. After £ome bumpers hadgone round, 
I defired my brother to proceed where he left off in 
the üccount of my wife's receptioa with Jier fa ther.' 

When my father, fayshe-, had recovered himfclf 
by lome hours repofe, the ftrft tbing he did wat to Or- 
der my fifter Yöuwarkee tobe called ; who iomm *

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into his prefence, hc took her frora her kirees, kifTed 
her, and ordered all to depart but myfelf and HaUv- 
carnie. The» bidding us fit down, fays he to your wiie„ 
Daughter, your appearance, whom I have fo long la- 
mented as dead, has giyen nie the truefl eordial I 
could have received, and I hope will add both to my> 
health and years- I have lie&rd, you fufpecTmy anger 
for fotne part of your paft condu& (for fhe had hinted 
fo to her filier and me) which you juitty enough itoa- 
gine may be eenfurcd ; but,. my dear life^I am this day 
(what I did not expe<5fc any more to be)va father ofa 
new-born child ; and not t*f one only, but of many $ 
and this day, I fay, daughter, ihall not be fpent in for* 
row and excnfes, or any thing to Interrupt» oor mutual: 
felicity ; nejther will I ever hereafter per mit you. to 
beg my forgivenefs, or attempt to palliate any of your 
proceedings ; for know, ehild, that a benevolence free* 
}y beflowed» is better than twice its value obtained by 
Petition : I therefore, a9 in prefence öf the great i- 
mage, your brother and filier, at this inftant, erafe from 
my mind forever, what thougUts I may have had pre- 
judicial to tlie love I ever bore you, as I will have you 
to do all fach' as may cloud the unreferved coraplacency 
you ufed tä äppeär with before me : And now Quan- 
grollart, fays he, let the guard be drawn out before my 
Covett, and let the whole country be entertained for 
feven days ; proclaim liberty to all perfons confihed ; 
and let not the leaft forrow appear in any face through- 
oUt my Colambat. 

I RETIREB immediately,«and gave the neceflary Or- 
ders for the fpeedy difpatch of my father's commands 5 
which iniieed were performed to the utmoft ; and jio- 
thing for feven days was to be heard through the whole . 
diitricl of Arndruainftake, but joy, and the name of 
Youwarkee. 
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M* fcther^fo föon as he had difpatched the abovaf 
Arders» fem for the childrefl before him, whom he 
kifieci and bleffed, frequently lifting up his eyes in gra* 
titude to the great image, for the unexpecled happi- 
nefc he enjqyed o» tha*occafiün;.and then he ordere! 
Youwarkee 10 let iiim know what had befallen her i« ; 
her abfence, and wherefhe lived, and with whom.. 

T&oüwar&ee was fettingfOiibwithfcmieindite^ ex* 
cufes ; but my father abfoluteljr fortwd her* and charr * d 
her only to mention phm fa&s, without fkrariflies* So 
ihe begart with her Swangean, and. the accidentahfül 
fbe had >.your takin&her in aftei*itj and favlng her Kfei. 
Siie tohi hira,.yo«ir<contin»ed kindneis fo wrought upon* 
her, that fhe fcund herfelf uncapabie of difefteeming 
you, but never (hewed her affe&ion, tili; having ex- 
amined every particular of your life, and finding you a 
worthy man, (he could not avoid becoming your wife ; 
and fhe faid, the reafon why ihe always declined being 
feen by her frtends, in their Swangeatls, was, for fear 
ihe ihonM be forced from yöu, though fhe longed to fee 
tis ; and that at laft, fhe was come by yonr content ; and 
rhat had it refted there only, ihe mighthave come much 
fooner ; for that you wouM often have had her fhew 
herfelf to her friends, when you heard them, having 
ftrong defires yourfelf to be known to.thero. 

My father, upon hearing this, was fo charmed wirh 
your tendernefs and äfft cYton to his daugljter, that yoü 
aheady rival his own ifTue in his efteem, and he is per- 
fuaded he can nerer do enough for yoti or your chil- 
dren« 

The noife of Yoowarkee's return, and my father's 
rcjoicing, foo* fpread over all Normnbdfgrfutt ; and 
King Georigetü fcnt exprefs to my father, to command * 
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him to attend with,yonr wife andchildren at Brandle- 
guarp, his capital. Thither accordingly we all went> 
with a grandxetinue, and llaid twenty.days. The king 
took great delight, as weltas the ladies of the court, to 
hear Yöuwarkee and her children talk Engliih, and in 
heing informed of you and your way.of life ; and, fo 
fond was Yurcumbourfe (who, though not* the king'* 
wife, is inflead of one) of my nephew Tommy, that, 
upon my father's return, lhe töoJc bim.to herfelf, and 
affiired my filier, he ihould continue near, hör. perfon 
tili he was qualified for better- preferment. TheJung'ä 
filier, jahamftl, would alfohascA taken Fatty into her 
feryice ; , but* flie begged to be permitted to attend her 
mothert to Arndrumnftake ;'.fo Hallycarnie her filtere 
who chofe to continue, with; Jafaamel^wasreceived in> 
her roo-m. 

ÜPON.my^ather's return to Afcndrumaftake, heibundr 
no lefs tban fifteen expreifes fror» feveral Colamb!s, de— 
firing to rejoice with him.on thcreturn of hi& daughter/ 
with particular.invitations to him and her^oipend fome* 
time with them. My father, , thoagh he hates more*- 
pomp than is necefläry to fupport dignity, could do nö* 
lefs than feverally vifit them, with Youwarkee, attend-«. 
ed by a grand retinue, fpending more or lefs dayswitk: 
each ; hoping when that was over, he Ihould have dorne, 
little time to fpend in retirement with his daughter be- 
töre her departure, who now began to be uneafy for 
you, who, lhe faid, would fuffer the greatefl concern 
in her abfence ; but, upon their return from thofe vi- 
fits, at about the end of four months progrefs, they 
found themfelves in as little likelihood of retirement as . 
the firft day : For the inferior Colamb*s were continu- 
aUy pofting away, one after another, to perform their 
refpe&s to my father, and all the inferior magillrates 
of fmaller diflri&s fending to know when they might be 
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permhted to do xhe fame. Poor Youwarkee, who faw 
no end of it> expreffed her concern for yo« irt fo lively 
a maimer to my father, that, findsng he cotdd by no 
meaits put a ftop to the good-wilt of the people, am! 
not bearing the thoughts of Youwarkee*» depatore, tiB 
flie had now received all their CDittpUments, he relbfved 
to keep her with hin» tiil the jiext winter fet in thefe 
parts, and then to accompsny her himfelf to GratindeVo* 
let. In the mean white, that you tnight not remain in 
an uneafy fufpence what was becotne of my fifter, he 
ordered me to difpatch meßengers exprefs to inform 
you of the reafbns of her ftay t Bto* 1 toW him, if hl 
pleafed, I would execute that office .myfelf, with my 
fricnd Rofig ; with which he was very well pleafed, 
and enjoined me to affitre you of his affe&ion^ and that 
he himfelf was debtor to yöu for the love and kindneü 
you had fhewn his daughter. 

Thxts brother, fays Quangrollartj I hope I have ac- 
quitted myfelf of my Charge to yonr fatisfaclion j and 
it orily now remains that I return you my acknowledg~ 
«ettts for your hearty welcome to myfelf and friend ^ 
Which (with concern I fpeak it) I am afraid I Siäll rtet 
have an opportunity to return at Arndrumnftake> the 
diftance being fo immenfely great, and you not having 
%he Graundee. 'To-morrow morning my friend and l 
will fec out on. aar return ftome. 

Quanoroliaät haviflg done> l told him I could ttot- 
Hut blnfo at the load ©f undeferved prahes he had laid 
on me; but, as he had received his nstion of my merits 
from a wife, too fond to let my charader fmk for want 
«f he* fiipport,. it would be füfficient, if himfelf could. 
conceive of, and a*Tö reprefent me at his retum, in no 
worfe a light than other men ; and* though it gave me 
gain to.. think of lofmg my wife fo long, yet his account 
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of her healtfc, and the Company he afliired rae flie would 
return in, would doubly compenfate ray lofs ; and I 
beggedef him, i( it might be, with any convenience, 
he would let fome meflcnger come the day hefore her, 
to givfi we notife of their^pproach. As to their de<- 
partur«- on the morrow ; 1 told.them I could by na 
meanstbink ofthat j as I had propofed totalen« tbem a 
dinneroffrefh fitti in the lake, and to fhew them my 
boa^t, and how and where I came into this Arkoe ; be* 
lieving ( .by what l had obfcrved, it would be no (mall 
novelty to therav So having engaged them. one day 
gsore, wjc prted for that night to refL 
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The author Jhews Quangnliart and Roßghu poultry ^ 
they artfurprifed at them ; he takes them a ßfting y 
they -wonder at bis cart, and at his fiooting a fm/ r 
they äre terribly 'frtghtentd at the> ßring of ths gun s 
Withifti fa eifiss thenu 

IWAS hear% forry to Iöfe my brotner thus qnlckly/ 
and füll more fo, to find iu would be a long time yer 
efe I fhould iee my wife j however, I was refolved to 
behave as chearfuily as poffible, and to omit nothing I 
could d©, the few. remaining hours of {fciangrollartV 
ftay with, me, to rivet myfelf theroughly in his eftwm,. 
and to difmifs him with a raoft cordial affeftion to me> 
and the reft of my children here with him. 1 rofe early 
in the morning to provide a. good «breakfaft for my 
guefts, and confidering we (hould be in the air moft 
part of the day, I treated them with a dilh of hot fifh 
ß>pp, ,audfet,be£6re them oik the table a jovial bottle of 
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fcrandy, and my filver can : This lad piece I cbofe to 
fhew them, as a fpccimcn of th« richnefs of my houfhold 
furniture, and thc grandeur of myliving, concealing moft 
of my other curiofities, tili Pandlehamby my father.in- 
law's arrival ; for I thought it would bc iroprudent not 
to have fomewhat new of thit kind todifplay at his en- 
tertainment. 

After a plenteous meal, we fet out on our plea- 
furable»expedition ; having told Pedro what to get for 
ainner, and that I believed we ftiould not return tili 
«lAte. 

We firft took a turn in the wood ; but I did not 
lead them near my tent, becaufe I did not chufe my 
wife ihould hear of that tili flie came. I then fliewed 
them ray farm-yard and poultry; which fhey were 
ftrangely furprifed at, and wondered to fee £o many 
creatures come at my call, and run about my legs, only 
upon a whiftle, though before there were only two or 
tliree toibe feea. They alked me an hundred queftions 
about the fowl, which I anfwered, and told them, thefe 
were fome fuch as they had eaten, and called Cmll. 
motts, the day before. I afterwards carried them to 
hear the mufic of thofe plants that . I cafl my cream- 
cheefe ; which, as there happened to be a fmaB breeze 
fHrring, made t"heir ufuai melody. 

When we had diverted »ourfelves fometime in the 
Wood, we went to the wet dock, wtoere I fhewed them 
rrty boau At firft view they wondered what ufe it was 
for ; to fatisfy them in that, I flepped in, defiring them 
to follow ine ; but feeing the boat's agitation, they did 
tiot chufe to venture, tili I aflured them they might 
come with the greateft fafety : At length, with fome 
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perfuafion, and repeated alTuraöGes, I prevailed on them 
to truft themfelves with me.

WB firft rowsd to the bridge, wbere I ioformei. 
them by what acckjent I was drawa down tbe ftreara, 
on the other fide of the rock, and aftef a tedious and 
dangerous paffage, difcharged fafe in the lajce throogh 
that opening 

I ?hEn toid them how furprifed Ihad been, juft be« 
fore i knew Youwarkee, with the fight of her country- 
folks ; firft on the Iake, and then taking flightfrom the 
bridge ; and what had been my thoughts, and how 
great my terrora on that occaiion. 

After we had viewed the bridge, 1 took them to my 
rill, (for by this time they were reconciled to the boat, 
and would help me to row tt) and ihewed them how I 
got water. I then landed them to feethe method of 
fifhing ; for which purpofe I laid my net in proper Or- 
der, and fixing it as ufual, l brought it round out at the 
rill, and had a very good hawl, with which I deiired 
them tohelp me up ; for though I could eafily have 
done it myfelf, I had a mind to let them have a hand in 
the fport, with which they were pleafed. I perceived 
however, the fifh were not agreeable to them ; for 
when any onc came near their hands, they avoided 
touchingit. Notwithftanding, having got the net on 
fhore, 1 laid it ©pen: But to iee how they itared at the 
fifh (creeping backwards) and then at me and the net > 
it made me very merry to nfyfelf, though I did not . 
care to fhew it. 

Idrew up at that draught twenty-two filhes in all* 
of which a few were near an eil long, feveral abont 
twb feet, and fome fmaller. When they faw me take 
up the large onesin my arms, and tumble them into the' 
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boat, they both, unrequefted, took «p of the fmall ones, 
and put them in bkewife ; but dropping them every 
time they ftrock their tails, the fifli had commonly two 
or three falls ere- they came to the boat. 

I asked them how they liked that fport, and thcy 
töld meit was fomething ,very furprifing, that I fheuld 
know juft where the fifli were, as thcy could fee none* 
before I pttlled them up, and yet they did not hear me 
whiftle. I pereeived by r this, they imagined I could 
whiftle the fifli together as weif as the fowls, and I did 
not undeeeive them ; being well^nough pieafeo* they 
ftould think xne encellent.for fornelhing, as I really 
tfcougbtthey. were on aocolant of the Graundee. 

ypON onr retuni, when I had docked my boat, as 
there were too many : fifli to carry up by hand to the 
Grotto, J defired *fcemto take a turn upon the fhore 
täl I fetched my cart for it. I made what hafte I 
could, and brought one of my gtms with me, which I 
determincd upon fome occaflon or other to fire off j 
for I took h> they-would be more furprifed at the ex- 
piofion of tha-ty .that* atanything they. had yet feen. 
Having loaded my filh r and marched backwards, they 
eyed my-cart very mach, ,and wondered what made 
the wheels move- about. fo ; taking them for legs it 
walked upon, tili I expkriaed the reafon of it, and then 
they deiired to draw it, which they did with great eager- 
nefs, one at -a time, the .other öbferving jts motions. 

As we ad väneed homewards, there- came a large wa • 
ter«.fowl, about the . ßze of a gqofe, flying crofs us. I 
bid them look at it, which they did. Says my brother 
T wifh I had it. If you kve.a mind for it, fays I, I 
will giye it you. I wifh you would, &y* he, for I 
never faw anything like it inniy life. Stand (Hfl

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fhen, fäys I, and ftepping two Ötf tfcr*ö y&rds befbr* 
them,, I fired, and down it. drbpt. 1 tfieri törüed aboöty. 
tobbferve wbat impreffionthe gan had itiade onthsm*.. 
and could not help Ianghingto £ee them* fo terrifieck 
Rofig, before I could well look abqut, Had got fifty 
j>aces,ffqm me, and ray brother was lying behlnd the 
i-art of "fifh. r called and a(ked* tKeift tfhät was tbe raät* 
tep , . and defired them to'come to' me,.'teHing themthey 
fhuuld receive no. härm> and b'ffered triy brother the 
gt*n,to handle; but he > tihähking me as mndi as if'lie.: 
had^ reüred to Kofig v ,

'- Tinding they taade a ferions affäir bf Ir, fbr I* faw 
them 'wbifpe ritig; together,. I was Hridtef fome appre- 
henfion for the confequences of my frottck. Thinks 
1, iF imder thls difgüit thejr fake mght^refnfihg'tafcjar 
me, and repott tliat I was s about to ftiurder them>.or 
teil any other pernicious ftory to 'my fatfter of me, l 
am abfolutely undone, and fhall nevtfr fee Yoawarkee 
möre. So 1 laid down thegunhythe fi(h,and moving 
flowfy towards them, expoftulatedwith them npon their 
tfifbrder % affurmg them, that though th« objett before 
thenl might fufprife them, itwas bttt a common inftru- 
ineiit in my country, whichevery böy ufed to take 
birds with ; and protefted to them, that the gtm of if- 
felf could do nothing without my flrill direclmg J0I «k 
that 1 they might be füre I fhould never emplo^ihat, b«f ' 
lö their fervice This/arid a gfeat deal more', brought 
us together ägain ; and when we came to reäfoniag 
cooly, they blamed me for not giving them nc£ki 
Says I, there was ho iroom for me to explain ihe öp< 
iation of the gun tö you, whilft the bird wa« on th$ 
wing; for it would have been gone out of my reäctr 
tefore 1 cofcld have made you fenfible öf that, and fo 
fyave ekaped me ; which, *s you defired me to get it 
Jöu/ 1 was refolved it 'fliould not cto. ßüt för your- 
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ielves, ftircly yon conW have no diffidence in me : That 
is highljr unbecoining oß man to man, efpecially rela* 
tions ; and, above all, a relation to whom you have. 
broughtthe welcomeii ne ws npon earth, in the love o£ 
' my dear father, and bis reconciliation to my wife« 

At laft, by degrees, J brougbt them to cotifefs, that 
it was only a> groundlefo fuddeu terror, . which . fup* 
preßed their reafan for a white ; büt, that whäfc I fai4 
was all very true; and as their fexiaus reftection 
returned, thieyw«re fatisffed of it. I thenftepped 
ihr tfce bird> and bronght it to them:: It was a very 
ffoe feäthered creature, and they. wer«. Very. much de» 
Hgbted witb the beality of at, anddefiredit migbtbe läid 
üpon tlie cart, and car ried hon**.

All the way we went- afterwards t<* the Grotto* 

nothing was to be heard from thfcm bnt my praifes, 

and what a great* and wife man brother Peter was ; 

and no wonder now> ßfter Youwarkee, (fays Quangrok 

lart) once knowing him, could never leave him. 1% 

was not my bußnefs to gainfay this, but only to receive 

it with fo rauch inodefty as might ferve to heighten 

their good opinion of me ; and.I fonnd, upon my wife 's 

return, that Quangrollart had painted me in no mean 

colours tö'his father« ^ 

I once more had the pleafure of entertaining them, 
with the old fare, and fome of the frefh flih, part boil- 
ed, and part fryed j which laft tjiey chofe before the 
boiled. We made a very chearf ul fiipper r talking over 
that days adventares, and of their enfuing journey 
home ; after which, we retired to reft, mutually plea- 
fed. We all arofe early the next morning. We took 
a fhort breakfail ; after which Quangrollart and Rofig 
ftuck their chaplets with the longeft and raoft beautiful 
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fcathers of the bird I ihot, thinking tbe*i a fine orna> 
ment. Being /low ready for departure, they embraced 
rae am! the cbiUren, and-werejaft taking flight,.whe»: 
itcame into my head, that.as theking> mißrefs had 
taken Tommy« into her protc^io^it.migbt poffibly be 
a means of ingratiating him into her favor, if I fent 
Mm the flägelfctj. (för lliadi« my/wjfe'sabfenog, raade 
two others naar asgood, by copying exa&ly after it.) 
l>therefore deftred to know> &oneo£ them would 
trouble hiiwfelf ; with a fraall<piece. of wood, ,1 very 
rauch wanted to convey to my fon* Rofig anfwered» 
witk all his heart ;. if fcwas not very long hewould 
pat it into hi* Colapetr *. So I ftepped i% and fetch* 
hig the flagellet 7 prefentedit'to- Rofig« My brother 
feeing it look oddly, ,with boles in it, deüred . (after 
he had aiked if it was not a little gun) to have^the i 
fchndling of it; It wa* giveir hkny and hc facvcyed it 
very auentiyely. Being inquifitive into the. ufe of it> 
Ftold him k was a mufical inftrument, and played fe* 
Veräl tunes npon* it* witk whioh he and bis companion 
were in rapttwe«. Pdoubt not, they wouid häur* fat a 
week : to hear me> if T would have gone on j :bnt I de* 
firtng the latter to take care of it*4a£»ty, he put it i» - 
liis Oolapet, and away-they wenU
